Sir  Lauder  Brunton's  observations  on  pain  and  sleepless- 
ness, made  in  a  discussion  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  British 
Medical  Association,  are  epitomised  on  p.  686. 

A  Consett  Chemist  has  been  fined  for  selling  ground  gen- 
tian which  contained  25  per  cent,  of  ground  olive-stones. 
This  was  stated  to  be  a  test  case,  so  more  may  be  coming  on  in 
the  district  (p.  685). 

The  New  U.S. P.  is  giving  some  trouble  in  the  land  of  its 
birth,  chiefly  in  respect  to  its  legal  adoption,  but  the  criticism 
of  Mr.  N.  H.  Martin,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  is  also  creating 
attention  (p.  684). 

"  Xrayser  "  does  not  ;  .^'ree  with  Mr.  John  C.  Umney's 
suggestion  that  warranticsTunder  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts  are  bad  for  pharmacisi  u(p.  683).  Mr.  Wippell  Gadd  is  of 
the  same  way  of  thinking  (p.  700). 

The  question  of  the  supply  of  medicines  to  hospitals  has 
been  discussed  in  a  contemporary  by  a  head  dispenser,  and  we 
epitomise  his  arguments  for  manufacturing  in  the  hospitals, 
if  they  are  large  enough  (p.  690). 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  North  British  Branch  last  week,  Mr.  J.  I.  Fraser 
and  Mr.  G.  F.  Merson  were  nominated  as  examiners  to 
succeed  Messrs.  Moldrum  and  Sutherland  (p.  682). 

The  New  Lord  Mayor  of  London,  whose  appointment  was 
formally  approved  by  the  King  this  week,  is  one  of  the  pro- 
prietors of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist.  His  portrait  and 
some  particulars  in  regard  to  his  career  are  printed  on  p.  683. 

German  refined  camphor,  cloves,  clove  oil,  golden  seal, 
saffron,  and  menthol  are  dearer.  Castor  oil,  benzols,  lyco- 
podium  are  firmer.  Calumba  and  Japan  wax  are  easier. 
Glycerin  remains  cheap,  and  prices  are  in  buvers'  favour 
(p.  703). 

Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour,  reporting  to  the  North  British  Branch 
Executive  on  the  Brighton  B.P.C.  meeting,  criticised  sharply 
the  innovation  of  tobacco-smoking  at  the  sessions  of  the 
Conference,  and  suggested  that  less  entertainment  and  more 
work  would  draw  bigger  meetings.  He  was  supported  by 
other  speakers  (p.  682). 

Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  alleges  that  only  one  retailer  read  a 
paper  to  the  B.P.C.  at  Brighton  (p.  682).  As  a  matter  of  fact 
there  were  two  (Messrs.  Druce  and  Pollard).  Four  papers 
were  communicated  by  teachers,  one  by  a  dentist,  two  by 
hospital  and  official  persons,  and  twelve  by  writers  connected 
with  wholesale  and  manufacturing  businesses. 

The  Opium  Ordinance  passed  by  the  Transvaal  Legislative 
Council  prohibits  the  importation  into  the  Colony  of  opium 
and  its  extract  and  preparations  of  poppies,  except  by  regis- 
tered doctors,  dentists,  and  chemists,  who  may  only  import 
the  drugs  under  official  permit.  The  full  text  of  the  Ordin- 
ance is  printed  on  p.  679,  and  we  comment  upon  it  on  p.  689. 

The  Rankin's  ointment  appeal  case  (Brown  v.  Leggett)  is 
expected  to  be  heard  by  the  Divisional  Court  of  King's  Bench 
next  week,  the  judges  being  the  Lord  Chief  Justice,  Mr. 
Justice  Wills,  and  Mr.  Justice  Darling.  We  recall  the  fact 
that  Mr.  Justice  Wills  was  leading  counsel  for  the  London 
and  Provincial  Supply  Association,  Ltd.,  in  the  historic  com- 
pany case,  and  discuss  the  importance  of  the  appeal  (p.  688).

Reports. 

THE  powder  distributed  to  students  on  September  27  con- 
tained one  part  of  lead  acetate,  two  parts  of  mag- 
nesium hydroxycarbonate,  and  two  parts  of  potassium 
chloride.  The  calculated  composition  of  such  a  mixture 
is —

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  seventy 
students,  and  thirty-six  reports  were  sent  in  for  examina- 
tion. The  failures  in  the  detection  of  the  various  con- 
stituents of  the  powder  were  :  (a)  Metallic  radicals  :  Lead, 
7;  magnesium,  6;  potassium,  4.  (0)  Acid  radicals  :  Acetic, 
17;  carbonic,  3;  hydrochloric,  1.  Thirteen  students  failed 
to  observe  the  evolution  of  water  when  the  powder  was 
heated  in  a  dry  test-tube. 

The  present  exercise  provided  our  correspondents  with 
an  opportunity  of  revising  and  practising  their  analytical 
separations  in  preparation  for  the  forthcoming  tournament. 
The  analysis  did  not  present  any  special  difficulty,  although 
it  afforded  an  occasion  for  careful  workers  to  avoid  a  few 
of  the  more  obvious  analytical  pitfalls.  Perhaps  short 
reference  may  be  profitably  made  here  to  two  of  these 
pitfalls,  as  they  are  responsible  for  many  of  this  month's 
mistakes. 

The  use  of  concentrated  hydrochloric  acid  to  dissolve  the 
powder,  and  the  treatment  of  the  resulting  solution  with 
hydrogen  sulphide,  without  dilution,  or  without  anything 
like  sufficient  dilution  with  water,  caused  several  students 
to  fail  altogether  to  detect  lead,  and  many  others  to 
effect  only  a  very  incomplete  separation  of  this  metal  as 
sulphide.  The  lead  which  had  not  been  removed  at  the 
proper  place  gave  rise  to  much  confusion  later,  and  was 
variously  mistaken  for  aluminium,  iron,  etc.  In  effecting 
the  solution  of  substances  of  unknown  composition,  con- 
centrated hydrochloric  acid  should  only  be  employed  when 
it  is  found  necessary  to  do  so  (it  was  quite  unnecessary  in 
the  present  instance),  and,  when  it  has  been  used,  care  must 
be  taken  to  dilute  the  resulting  solution  largely  with  water, 
so  as  to  ensure  that  lead,  bismuth,  and  cadmium,  in  par- 
ticular, cannot  pass  wholly,  or  in  large  part,  into  the  filtrate 
which  is  to  be  examined  for  metals  of  the  iron  group. 

The  use  of  concentrated  hydrochloric  acid  (we  mean,  of 
course,  in  inordinate  quantity)  to  acidulate  the  portion  of 
the  sodium-carbonate  extract  which  is  to  be  tested  for  the 
sulphuric  radical  often  leads  students  to  the  conclusion  that 
a  sulphate  is  present  when  such  is  not  actually  the  case.  The 
reason  of  this  is  that  the  addition  of  a  solution  of  barium 
chloride  or  nitrate  to  a  liquid  containing  moderately  con- 
centrated hydrochloric  acid  frequently  yields  a  white  pre- 
cipitate which  is  mistaken  for  barium  sulphate.  The 
precipitate  really  consists  of  barium  chloride,  and  it  is 
readily  soluble  in  water,  although  insoluble  in  concentrated, 
or  only  slightly  diluted,  solution  of  hydrochloric  acid. 


A  considerable  number  of  students  omitted  to  apply  any 
test  for  a  bromide — an  omission  which  should  not  occur, 
especially  when  a  chloride  has  been  proved  to  be  present. 
Many  others  contented  themselves  with  observing  that  the 
precipitate  formed  on  the  addition  of  silver  nitrate  to  a 
portion  of  the  sodium-carbonate  extract  which  had  been 
acidulated  with  nitric  acid  dissolved  in  highly  dilute  am- 
monia, and  concluded  from  this  observation  alone  that  a 
bromide  could  not  be  present.  The  total  insufficiency  of 
this  test  for  accurate  work,  and  the  deplorable  results  to 
which  students  are  led  by  trusting  to  it,  have  been  pointed 
out  and  insisted  upon  again  and  again  in  this  column.  It 
certainly  has  not  led  to  many  errors  on  this  occasion ;  but 
that  is  mainly  because  a  bromide  was  not  present,  and  could 
not,  therefore,  be  overlooked. 

Several  students  carried  out  separate  analyses  of  the 
aqueous  extract  from  the  powder  and  of  the  hydrochloric- 
acid  solution  of  the  residue  insoluble  in  water.  This  pro- 
cedure did  not  simplify  matters  in  the  present  case,  although 
it  sometimes  does  so.  The  fact  that  some  students  took  this 
trouble,  however,  is  evidence  of  their  desire  to  give  great 
care  to  their  analyses. 

The  large  number  of  failures  in  the  detection  of  the 
acetic  radical  arose,  for  the  most  part,  from  want  of  suffi- 
cient care  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  ferric-chloride  test. 
The  addition  of  practically  neutral  ferric-chloride  solution 
to  a  portion  of  the  sodium  carbonate  which  had  been  exactly 
neutralised  with  hydrochloric  acid  readily  gave  the  charac- 
teristic red  coloration,  which  disappeared  on  the  addition 
of  hydrochloric  acid  in  slight  excess. 

The  iron  and  calcium  reported  by  numerous  students  were 
most  likely  introduced,  as  impurities,  during  the  course  of 
the  analyses.  Iron  is  very  likely  to  be  introduced  owing  to 
the  employment  of  commercial  or  insufficiently  purified  acids 
and  ammonium  chloride;  while  calcium  is  often  introduced 
in  solutions  of  reagents  which  have  not  been  prepared  with 
distilled  water,  and  by  the  action  of  acid  liquids  on  filter- 
papers  which  have  not  already  been  treated  with  hydro- 
chloric acid  to  remove  traces  of  insoluble  calcium  com- 
pounds. Now,  on  the  eve  of  the  tournament,  is  the  time  to 
see  to  the  purity  of  reagents,  and  to  the  acquisition  of 
supplies  of  distilled  water  and  of  purified  filter-papers.

Kaolin. — You  represent  the  failure  of  barium  nitrate  to  pro- 
duce a  precipitate  in  presence  of  nitric  acid  as  proving  the 
absence  of,  amongst  others,  the  chromic  radical :  barium 
chromate  is,  however,  easily  dissolved  by  dilute  nitric  acid. 

V.  L.  B. — Why  did  you  not  apply  the  confirmatory  tests  for 
lead  to  the  ammonium-acetate  solution  of  the  separated  sul- 
phate ?  It  is  scarcely  possible  to  test  safely  for  such  a  metal  as 
lead  in  an  original  solution  which  has  not  been  proved  free 
from  other  heavy  metals.  The  formula  for  common  sodium 
phosphate  is  Na2HPO,.  You  do  not  appear  to  have  tested 
for  the  presence  of  ammonium  salts. 

A.  D.  N. — In  one  place  you  mention  the  evolution  of  car- 
bonic oxide  when  the  powder  was  treated  with  hydrochloric 
acid,  whilst  in  another  you  correctly  name  the  gas  as  carbon 
dioxide.  Perhaps  you  inadvertently  wrote  "oxide"  instead 
of  "  anhydride." 

C.  G. — Sodium  carbonate,  not  bicarbonate,  is  the  substance 
employed  in  preparing  a  solution  to  be  tested  for  acid  radicals. 
In  testing  this  solution  for  the  presence  of  bromide  or  iodide, 
it  should  be  rendered  slightly  acid  with  hydrochloric  acid 
prior  to  adding  chlorine  water,  because  solutions  containing 
much  sodium  carbonate  take  up  chlorine  in  large  quantity  to 
form  hypochlorous  acid  and  sodium  chloride.  Again,  in  test- 
ing this  solution  for  the  acetic  radical  it  should  be  exactly 
neutralised  with  hydrochloric  or  nitric  acid. 

Nouveau  Venu. — The  form  of  your  report  would  have  been 
quite  satisfactory  had  you  numbered  the  pages  in  the  order  in 
which  they  were  intended  to  be  read.  Dilute  the  liq.  ferri 
perchlor.  fort,  first,  and  then  add  ammonia  drop  by  drop  as 
long  as  the  precipitate  which  forms  locally  is  completely  re- 
dissolved  on  shaking.  Silver  citrate  or  tartrate  would  be  pre- 
cipitated on  exactly  neutralising  its  solution  in  ammonia.  In 
applying  the  chromyl  chloride  test  for  chlorides  you  appear 
to  have  tested  at  the  end  for  the  sulphuric  instead  of  the 
chromic  radical. 

A.  F.  W. — In  your  report  you  left  one  or  two  unfortunate 
blanks — apparently  to  insert  formulae — which  to  some  extent 
obscured  your  meaning. 

Kismet. — You  did  not  clearly  show  that  cadmium  was 
absent.  The  red  colour  produced  by  ferric  chloride  in  a  solu- 
tion of  an  acetate  is  not  discharged  by  mercuric  chloride. 
Mercuric  chloride  does  not  give  any  precipitate  with  a  solu- 
tion of  pure  sodium  bicarbonate. 

John  A.  Tod  and  H.  K.  C. — You  should  use  a  saturated 
solution  of  sodium  bitartrate  instead  of  solution  of  tartaric 
acid  in  testing  for  potassium.  The  former  is  much  more  deli- 
cate in  its  indications  than  the  latter. 

Cuniculus. — The  fact  that  hydrogen  sulphide  at  first  gave 
a  reddish-brown  precipitate  shows  that  the  solution  into  which 
it  was  passed  contained  a  great  deal  too  much  free  hydro- 
chloric acid.  You  do  not  seem  to  have  tested  for  the  acetic 
radical. 

T.  M.  M. — Vapour  of  iodine  is  violet,  and  vapour  of 
bromine  reddish-brown.  In  your  report  you  may  have  re- 
versed the  colours  merely  by  inadvertence.  The  formula  for 
cobaltous  nitrate  is  Co(N03)a. 

S.  H.  B. — You  omitted  to  give  a  summary  of  the  substances 
detected.  This  summary  is  specially  asked  for,  and  is  re- 
garded as  an  essential  part  of  the  report. 

C.  W.  R. — You  do  not  appear  to  have  examined  the  hydro- 
gen sulphide  precipitate  for  copper  or  cadmium,  or  for  metals 
of  the  arsenium  group.  Neglecting  to  do  so  is  a  serious  over- 
sight. You  ought  to  have  found,  by  its  action  on  calcium 
hydroxide,  that  the  gas  evolved  when  the  powder  effervesced 
with  hydrochloric  acid  consisted  of  carbonic  anhydride. 

Fairfax.— See  last  sentence  of  reply  to  "  V.  L.  B." 

G-  A  G— Ammonium  hydrosulphide  produced  a  precipitate 
of  lead  sulphide  because  the  lead  had  not  been  properly 
eliminated  by  means  of  hydrogen  sulphide.  Please  add  your 
name  to  any  future  report. 

Valerian.— The  application  of  the  chromyl  chloride  test 
proved  the  presence  of  a  chloride,  but  it  did  not,  as  you  seem 
to  suppose,  prove  the  absence  of  a  bromide.  See  also  the  first 
sentence  of  the  reply  to  "  C.  G." 

L.  C.  Woolldridge.— Your  report  is  not  very  much  more 
than  a  summary  of  results.  You  should  give  details  of  the 
operations  carried  out,  so  that  it  may  be  possible  for  us  to 
understand  how  errors  have  arisen.  See  also  first  sentence  of 
reply  to  Cuniculus." 


Esruf. — Magnesium  sulphate  was  altogether  useless  as  a 
reagent  for  the  detection  of  carbonate  under  the  conditions  in 
which  you  used  it.  You  did  not  fully  examine  the  hydrogen 
sulphide  precipitate,  and  therefore  failed  to  establish  the 
presence  or  absence  of  cadmium. 

Velox. — Your  rough-and-ready  method  of  dealing  with  the 
hydrogen  sulphide  precipitate — i.e.  pouring  off  the  acid  liquid 
in  which  the  precipitate  has  been  produced,  adding  ammonia 
to  the  residue  until  alkaline,  and  then  ammonium  hydro- 
sulphide  to  dissolve  any  arsenium-group  sulphides — will  not 
do  for  delicate  analytical  work ;  velox  it  may  be,  atrox 
it  certainly  is. 

C.  C.  D.  D. — You  ought  to  have  obtained  beads  of  metallic 
lead  when  you  heated  the  powder  on  charcoal  with  potassium 
cyanide.  The  white  precipitate  which  you  mistook  for 
aluminium  hydroxide  consisted  of  lead  hydroxide. 

A.  B. — Your  examination  for  acid  radicals  leaves  much  to 
be  desired.  In  particular,  the  evidences  of  the  presence  of 
acetate  and  phosphate  which  you  adduce  are  wholly  worth- 
less. 

Uncertain. — Sodium  carbonate  is  preferable  to  sodium 
hydroxide  for  preparing  the  solution  to  be  tested  for  acid 
radicals.  Kindly  give  your  address  with  any  subsequent 
report. 

Phaesalia. — You  failed  to  detect  the  presence  of  chloride, 
but  your  omission  to  test  for  it  by  means  of  silver  nitrate  may 
partly  explain  this  failure. 

Squill. — Your  supposed  precipitate  of  calcium  oxalate  no 
doubt  consisted  of  calcium  sulphate,  as  the  solution  you 
examined  was  prepared  with  sulphuric  acid.  Several  of  the 
errors  into  which  you  have  fallen  are  discussed  in  the  general 
remarks  or  in  replies  to  other  correspondents  above. 

Chemicus. — You  did  not  test  for  potassium  in  the  proper 
way.  This  metal  should  not  be  sought  for  in  the  unexamined 
aqueous  extract,  but  in  the  liquid  remaining  after  the 
removal  of  all  the  metals  up  to  and  including  those  of  the 
barium  group. 

_  Ooma. — On  standing  for  a  considerable  time,  ammonia  solu- 
tion may  become  distinctly  contaminated  with  carbonate, 
through  absorption  of  carbonic  anhydride,  and  may  then  yield 
a  precipitate  with  calcium  chloride.  Perhaps  this  is  the  ex- 
planation of  the  reaction  which  led  you  to  conclude  that  the 
tartaric  radical  was  present.  Read  also  the  second  sentence 
of  the  reply  to  "  C.  G."

ONLY  two  of  the  nine  fatalities  by  poisoning  that 
have  been  reported  during  the  week  were  not  suicides. 
One  was  the  case  of  Harold  Poynton  Weaver  (27),  a  medical 
student  at  St.  Bartholomew's,  who  died  from  pneumonia 
accelerated  by  an  overdose  of  laudanum  which  he  took  for 
insomnia.  The  evidence  at  the  inquest  showed  that  deceased 
was  in  the  habit  of  carrying  a  bottle  of  tincture  of  opium 
about  with  him  in  his  hospital  bag.  Deceased  left  a  letter 
indicating  that  he  had  taken  laudanum  in  order  to  get  "a 
sound  sleep  at  last,"  and  some  of  the  jurors  commented  upon 
the  unwisdom  of  allowing  medical  students  to  carry  about 
dangerous  drugs  in  their  hospital  bags. — The  other  misad- 
venture occurred  at  Shoreditch,  where  Edward  Milton  (60), 
a  hawker,  drank  a  paint-cleaning  preparation  in  mistake  for 
water,  and  died  from  irritant  poisoning. — At  Huddersfield, 
Josiah  David  Clark  (46),  a  jeweller,  poisoned  himself  with 
potassium  cyanide  because  he  could  get  no  work. — Carbolic 
acid  caused  three  deaths.  At  Dilton  Marsh,  near  West- 
bury,  it  was  taken  by  Sidney  Collier  (28),  who  suffered 
from  nervous  depression.  Caroline  Alice  Shoberl  (58)  took 
it  at  Salehurst,  Sussex,  and  the  third  victim  was  Margaret 
Wilson  (26),  of  Belfast. — Two  suicides  were  accomplished 
with  hydrochloric  acid,  the  victims  being  Sarah  Greenwood 
(48),  a  farmer's  wife  at  Blackshaw,  near  Hebden  Bridge, 
and  George  Markham,  an  Emneth  blacksmith. — Salt  of 
lemon  was  taken  with  fatal  results  by  Mrs.  Daisy  Ethel 
Burton  (72),  the  widow  of  a  tailor's  traveller,  lately  resid- 
ing at  72  High  Street,  Borough.  The  evidence  went  to 
show  that  deceased  belonged  to  a  sect  called  the  "  Christian 
Scientists,"  and  apparently  in  a  fit  of  religious  mania  she 
took  the  poison.  She  was  found  dying  in  bed,  and  by  her 
side  was  a  cup  and  a  packet  labelled  "  Salt  of  Lemon, 
Poison.  The  Ravenscourt  Drug-stores,  164  Goldhawk 
Road,  Shepherd's  Bush,  W."  Dr.  Eric  Watson  Sheaf  said 
he  did  not  think  salt  of  lemon  is  a  scheduled  poison,  but  it 
is  deadly.

Brevities. 

The  York  Guardians  propose  to  allow  the  district  medical 
officers  10  per  cent,  on  the  amounts  of  their  salaries  for  the 
supply  of  expensive  medicines  to  outdoor  cases. 

The  Bishop  of  Worcester  has  taken  the  Charterhouse, 
Coventry,  as  a  residence.  This  place  is  owned,  and  at 
present  occupied,  by  Colonel  Wyley. 

The  Public  Analyst  of  Lewisham  has  examined  during  the 
past  quarter  one  sample  of  tincture  of  bark  and  one  sample 
of  camphorated  oil,  and  has  found  both  genuine. 

Frank  Robinson  (27)  has  been  sent  to  gaol  for  twelve 
months  with  hard  labour  for  attempting  to  break  and  enter 
the  lock-up  shop  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  Parliament  Street,  Harro- 
gate. 

Owing  to  the  mistake  of  a  farm  servant  at  Reighton 
Manor,  near  Scarborough,  some  wheat  which  had  been  mixed 
with  arsenic  was  given  to  five  valuable  shire  horses,  and  all 
the  animals  died. 

Joseph  Antoine  Louis  Lobjois  (38)  has  been  convicted  of 
having  unlawfully  converted  to  his  own  use  moneys  belong- 
ing to  his  employer,  Dr.  Jules  Bengue,  chemist,  of  London 
and  Paris,  and  has  been  sentenced  to  three  months'  imprison- 
ment in  the  second  division. 

Two  donkeys  died  at  Axruouth  Manor  last  month  from 
eating  grass  which  had  been  treated  with  arsenical  weed- 
killer. The  presence  of  arsenic  in  the  intestines  of  the  dead 
animals  was  detected  by  Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd,  of  Exeter, 
to  whom  portions  were  sent  for  analysis. 

A  claim  for  20/.  against  a  defaulting  apprentice  and  his 
father  was  dismissed  by  the  Northwich  Magistrates  on 
October  24,  on  the  ground  that  the  indenture  stipulated 
that  the  apprentice  must  not  marry.  The  Bench  held  that 
such  a  restriction  in  any  document  is  invalid. 

Mr.  John  Hughes,  agricultural  chemist,  writing  to  the 
Herefordshire  County  Council  regarding  arsenic  in  hops, 
states  that  only  one  of  the  samples  submitted  to  the  Govern- 
ment analyst  during  the  last  two-and-a-half  years  had  more 
than  one-hundredth  part  of  a  grain  per  pound  of  hops. 

On  October  19  the  shop  of  Mr.  Tudor  Williams,  the 
"Medical  Hall,"  Aberdare,  was  broken  into,  and  the  con- 
tents of  the  till  (about  4/.)  were  taken,  as  well  as  some 
postage  stamps  and  postal  orders  (amounting  to  about 
10.s.  6d.  in  value),  which  were  loose  in  the  dental  room. 

Dr.  T.  C.  Barkas,  a  prominent  Newcastle  physician,  while 
in  his  brougham  on  October  25  was  run  into  by  an  electric 
car.  The  force  of  the  impact  overturned  the  carriage,  but 
the  doctor  was  only  slightly  shaken.  Dr.  Barkas  was  at 
one  time  engaged  in  pharmacy,  but  took  to  medicine  some 
years  ago. 

Dudley  Dispensary  is  celebrating  its  diamond  jubilee,  and 
at  its  annual  meeting  the  Hon.  Secretary  stated  that  during 
the  sixty  years  1,250,000  patients  had  been  treated,  at  an 
average  cost  of  3*.  Id.  per  head ;  1,537,584  bottles  of  physic 
had  been  dispensed ;  10,000  gallons  of  cod-liver  oil  sup- 
plied ;  and  the  drug  bill  amounted  to  12,334/. 

In  consequence  of  the  prevalence  of  colds  in  the  head  the 
automatic  machines  at  the  railway  stations  which  usually 
supply  scent  are  now  providing  pennyworths  of  eucalyptus. 
So  great  is  the  demand  that  during  the  last  two  days,  says 
the  "  Daily  Mail,"  the  machines  have  had  to  be  restocked 
every  twenty-four  hours,  instead  of  once  a  week  as  is 
customary. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Alliance  of  Mineral-water 
Manufacturers,  held  in  the  Hotel  Cecil  on  October  19,  the 
necessity  for  the  provision  of  a  special  poison-bottle  to 
prevent  ginger-beer  and  other  bottles  being  used  for  poisons 
— as  provided  by  a  Bill  promised  by  Sir  Thomas  Dewar — was 
agreed  with,  and  the  matter  was  further  referred  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society. 

An  old  lady  named  Seddon  was  sentenced  to  death  at  the 
Central  Criminal  Court  on  October  20  for  the  murder  of  her 
husband.  The  evidence  showed  that  the  old  couple  had 
come  to  the  end  of  their  resources,  and  agreed  to  take  poison 


together.  They  drank  belladonna  liniment,  at  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  wife,  and  the  husband  died  but  the  woman  re- 
covered. The  jury  strongly  recommended  the  prisoner  to 
mercy. 

The  Llandyssil  magistrates  endeavoured  to  summon  a  man 
who  declared  that  he  was  a  baron,  and  embossed  upon  his 
notepaper  the  words  "  Supreme  Court,"  for  neglecting  to 
provide  efficient  education  for  his  son.  The  defendant 
makes  pills  for  a  living,  possesses  a  copy  of  a  Magna  Charta, 
and  dumped  down  upon  the  doorstep  the  summons  which 
a  Welsh  policeman  brought  him.  After  considering  the 
evidence  as  given  thus,  the  Magistrates  decided  to  communi- 
cate with  his  lordship  by  letter. 

A  number  of  unemployed  labourers,  who  have  recently 
gone  to  Torquay  in  the  hope  of  being  employed  in  the 
construction  of  the  new  tramway  system,  made  an  un- 
friendly demonstration  in  front  of  the  shop  of  Mr.  John 
Taylor,  chemist  and  druggist,  in  Lucius  Street,  Torquay, 
on  October  23.  The  police  were  called,  and  the  men  dis- 
persed. Mr.  Taylor,  who  is  ex-Mayor,  is  also  Chairman  of 
the  Electric  Lighting  Committee  of  the  Town  Council,  and 
the  Council  are  blamed  for  obstruction  in  beginning  the 
tramway  scheme. 

IVEntente  Municipale. 

M.  Lefevre,  one  of  the  Paris  councillors  who  visited 
London  last  week,  in  a  letter  to  the  "  Journal"  (quoted  by 
the  "Times"),  says  the  part  of  the  programme  consist- 
ing in  the  entertainment  by  the  members  of  the  County 
Council  at  their  own  homes  of  the  Paris  Municipal  Council- 
lors was  at  first  somewhat  dreaded  by  the  latter,  but  he  and 
his  compatriots  were  treated  with  such  great  kindness  that 
they  felt  themselves  thoroughly  at  home.  He  speaks  of  his 
good  star  that  led  him  into  the  family  of  Mr.  Robinson, 
adding  that  the  intimate  relations  thus  inevitably  brought 
about  will  be  decidedly  the  most  interesting  and  the  most 
lasting  reminiscence  of  the  recent  fetes.  Mr.  Robinson  is, 
of  course,  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain,  who  entertained  M.  Lefevre  at  26  Brechin 
Place,  South  Kensington,  S.W.

THE  decrease  in  the  National  Drink  Bill  and  the  conse- 
quent gloom  which  one  might  expect  to  prevail  in

their  twenty-seventh  annual  exhibition  and  market.  The 
exhibits  appear  to  be  more  numerous,  and  certainly  they  are 
finer,  than  they  have  been  for  years. 

Machinery,  of  course,  is  what  one  expects  to  see  most  of. 
One  of  the  largest  and  most  varied  exhibits  is  made 
by  L.  Lumley  &  Co.,  Ltd.  The  newest  machine  is 
the  "Eureka,"  for  bottling  beer  or  aerated  waters  under 
pressure.  It  is  simple  but  strongly  constructed,  capable  of 
filling  six  to  twelve  syphons  at  a  time,  and  each  filling- 
tube  is  fitted  with  a  guard  to  prevent  injury  to  the  operator 
during  bottling.  A  special  feature  of  the  "  Eureka"  is  the 
counter  or  top-pressure,  the  liquid  passing  into  the  bottles 
by  gravitation  and  retaining  the  full  volume  of  CO,  gas. 
An  ingenious  screw-stoppering  machine,  the  "Speed  and 
Safety,"  is  attracting  much  notice.  The  "Success" 
filling-machine  is  used  for  filling  boot-blacking,  salad 
oil,  as  well  as  beer,  etc.  Farrow  &  Jackson,  Ltd., 
have  likewise  a  very  fine  show  opposite  the  Arcade 
entrance.  Bottling  machinery,  machines  for  filling 
jars,  and  the  well-known  "Eureka"  bottle-washing 
machine  are  engaging  the  greatest  amount  of  attention. 
Bar  requisites  make  a  necessarily  complex  exhibit,  and  Eng- 
lish soda-water  fountains  and  their  requisites  are  included. 
The  Pasteur  (Chamberland)  filter,  adapted  to  an  infinite 
variety  of  uses,  is  shown  at  the  smart  exhibit  of  J.  Defries 
&  Sons,  Ltd.  Large  supply-filters  for  mineral-water 
works,  as  well  as  household  and  hotel  filters  and  orna- 
mental counter-fixtures,  are  the  purpose  of  the  exhibit  of 
the  Berkefeld  Filter  Co.,  Ltd.  The  "  Champion  "  label- 
ling-machine  is  at  its  usual  corner,  with  the  representatives 
of  William  Fletcher  giving  demonstrations.  For  sim- 
plicity, the  "Little  Dart"  labelling-table  of  H.  Dawe 
is  hard  to  beat.  The  top  of  the  table  works  on  a  hinge,  and 
rests  lightly  against  the  top  of  a  lined  roller  which  is 
mounted  over  a  trough  of  gum.  The  labels,  laid  out  on  the 
top,  are  slipped  one  by  one  over  the  roller  and  on  to  the 
bottle.  One  of  the  newest  things  in  bottle-washing  is  the 
"Tunelius"  machine,  made  by  the  Tunelius  Co.,  Ltd. 
It  has  a  horizontal  circular  movement,  and  washes  all  kinds 
of  bottles  without  adjustment  and  quite  automatically. 
It  brushes  each  bottle  210  times  inside  with  three  brushes 
in  rotation,  twice  outside  with  two  brushes,  and  finally 
injects  a  spray  of  water  inside  the  bottle  to  rinse  out.  A 
shower  of  water  is  let  down  the  outside  of  each  bottle 
during  the  process.  Sidney  Munckton  is  showing  his 
"Speedwell"  and  "Rapid"  syphon-cleaners,  and  a  simple 
arrangement  for  bottle-washing  by  which  the  inside  and 
outside  of  the  bottle  are  thoroughly  cleansed  at  one  opera- 
tion. This  machine,  which  is  inexpensive,  may  be  at- 
tached to  any  soaking-tank.  A  natty  and  attractive  corner 
just  by  the  main  entrance  is  used  for  displaying  the 
"  Consol "  automatic  aerator,  the  miniature  soda-fountain 
of  the  British  Automatic  Aerators,  Ltd.  A  ccrking- 
machine  and  a  cork-puller  (known  as  the  "  Invincible")  are 
shown  by  the  same  company.  A  series  of  cheerful  glows 
emanate  from  a  variety  of  syphon-stoves  shown  by  S. 
Clark  &  Co.,  much  sought  after  by  the  "Trade."  The 
Crown  Cork  Co.,  Ltd.,  are  showing  bottling-machines 
and  a  nice  selection  of  "Crown"  corks  and  aluminium 
bottle-stoppers.  The  hygienic  steel  bins  of  Young's 
Patent  Hygienic  Bin  Co.  engage  the  serious  atten- 
tion of  the  assembled  maltsters.  They  are  eminently 
suitable  for  storage  purposes.  Baker  and  Ling's  brimstone 
stove,  for  use  in  sulphuring  hops  on  the  kiln,  is  shown  by 
Drake  &  Fletcher.  It  is  the  invention  of  Mr.  J.  L. 
Baker,  F.I.C.,  and  Mr.  A.  E.  Ling,  F.I.C.,  and  the  stove 
is  so  constructed  that  its  use  effects  complete  combustion 
of  the  sulphur,  giving  out  sulphurous  acid  only,  entirely 
free  from  arsenical  fumes  or  solid  particles  of  sulphur. 

The  beverages  are,  of  course,  innumerable  in  variety  and 
style.  A  lengthy  double  exhibit  by  Idris  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
takes  up  a  considerable  portion  of  the  first  North  Bay. 
One  exhibit  is  devoted  entirely  to  syphons,  their  manufac- 
ture and  their  upkeep.      "  The  perfection  of  hygienic- 


syphon  production,"  we  are  told,  "  is  reached  in  the  patent 
'  Chinaway '  syphon. "  The  latest  improvements  in  this 
porcelain-nozzled  syphcn,  with  its  absolute  prevention  of 
metallic  contact,  make  it  hard  lor  one  to  controvert  this 
sweeping  assertion.  The  nozzle  is  gradually  becoming  more 
graceful  in  outline,  and  its  internal  arrangements  have  been 
slightly  altered  to  facilitate  the  evenness  of  the  flow.  An 
excellently  illustrated  booklet  which  is  being  given  away 
clinches  the  eloquent  verbal  arguments  of  Mr.  Griffith, 
Mr.  Ashton,  and  other  Idris  representatives,  regarding  the 
capability  of  Idris,  Ltd.,  to  make  trustworthy  syphons  and 
the  absolutely  unassailable  virtue  of  the  "  Chinaway."  The 
second  exhibit  is  given  over  to  bottled  beverages  of  all 
kinds.  Looking  down  from  the  gallery  into  the  centre  of 
the  Hall  a  giant  ginger-beer  bottle  bulks  largely  in  the 
vision.  This  is  the  inner  cabin  of  Camwal,  Ltd.,  replacing 
the  familiar  giant  syphon  of  yore.  This  faithful  reproduc- 
tion is  twenty  feet  high  and  will  hold  about  3,000  gals, 
of  ginger-beer.  If  one  draws  away  a  mysterious  curtain, 
however,  one  will  find  that  it  holds  one  or  two  visitors,  who 
are  earnestly  discussing  the  merits  of  brewed  ginger-beer, 
dry  ginger-ale,  splitlets,  and  other  ' '  Camwal "  commodi- 
ties with  one  or  two  "Camwal"  representatives.  The 
exhibit  is  a  new  and  a  smart  one,  and  the  interest  of  the 
hotel-keeper  will  eventually  become  the  interest  of  the 
chemist  who  is  agent.  An  ivy-covered  cabin,  a  stretch, 
of  green  sward,  a  playing  fountain,  hanging  pots  of  flowers, 
and  the  harp  of  Old  Erin  are  the  accessories  before  the  fact, 
that  Cantrell  &  Cochrane's  ginger-ale  and  other  sparkling 
non-alcoholic  beverages  from  Belfast  are  within.  This 
exhibit  is  strikingly  successful.  An  exhibit  somewhat  oft 
the  same  lines  is  made  by  Rosbach.  The  "Empress  of 
Table  Waters  "  is  enthroned,  however,  in  one  of  the  South 
Bays,  while  the  Belfast  products  are  in  the  centre  of  the 
Hall.  In  this  vicinity  is  a  neat,  undulatory  scheme 
of  dressing  which  is  used  by  Beaufoy  &  Co.  to  set  out 
their  pre-eminence  in  British  wines,  malt  vinegar,  non-alco- 
holic ales,  and  mineral  waters.  A  speciality  at  this  stall  is 
Beaufoy's  ginger  wine.  It  has  to  be  tasted  to  be  enjoyed. 
Many  other  "  tasty"  things  are  in  evidence.  For  instance, 
the  failing  strength  of  the  sight-worn,  footsore  visitor  is 
renewed  at  the  stall  of  Liebig's  Extract  of  Meat  Co., 
Ltd.,  where  "  Oxo "  hot  is  being  administered  unto  the- 
multitude.  "  Lemco  "  is  also  on  view,  and  "  Fray  Bentos 
products  of  a  more  solid  kind. 

The  dignity  of  "A"  in  "Special  Positions"  is  held  by 
the  Saccharin  Corporation,  Ltd.  It  is  the  usual  severe 
and  dignified  square  through  which  many  meander  in  search/ 
of  sweetness.  That  they  get  it  is  certain,  and  that  the 
necessity  for  sweetness  is  becoming  more  general  is  shown, 
by  the  increasing  business  of  the  company.  In  another 
part  of  the  Hall  Porcherine,  Ltd..  contend  that  theirs  is 
the  sweetener.  The  fact  that  it  is  the  only  liquid  sweeten- 
ing-agent on  the  market,  and  that  it  is  ready  for  use  in. 
either  hot  or  cold  syrups,  makes  it  acceptable  to  many.  The 
London  Essence  Co.  are  showing  mainly  winter  cordials. 
A  new  concentrated  essence  of  Jamaica  ginger,  a  ginger 
tonic,  and  a  dry  ginger-champagne  are  the  latest  essences- 
to  be  seen,  as  well  as  a  Golden  Hop  Tonic,  which  promises 
well.  The  "  Lescol "  perfumes  are  likewise  in  evidence. 
In  the  end  gallery  the  Vinolia  Co.,  Ltd.  have  one  of  their 
chaste  exhibits  of  "Vinolia"  perfumes  and  soaps.  The 
fairer  portion  of  the  visitors  linger  long  round  the  Vinolia. 
corner,  and  the  "Vinolia"  young  ladies  are  kept  busy. 
The  disinfectant  and  veterinary  preparations  of  the- 
Puritas  Disinfectants  Co.,  Ltd.,  are  shown  in  the  body 
of  "the  Hall.  The  Company  are  also  the  manufacturers  of5 
Mills  &  Co.'s  horse-powders  and  animal  medicines.  Brewers"' 
chemicals,  caramels,  and  colours  are  shown  by  Hassall  & 
Co.  and  by  Johnson  &  Hooper.  The  latter  are  exhibiting 
also  "Crown"  brand  flowers  of  sulphur  and  roll  sulphur 
and  Tuson's  sheep-dips  and  disinfectants.  The  well-known 
table  salt,  the  quite-as-well-known  salt-cellars,  and  the  less- 
familiar  salt-sprinklers  are  shown  by  Cf.rebos  (1903),  Ltd. 

A  New  Poison  ! — The  most  striking  feature  of  the  confer- 
ence of  the  Vegetarian  Society  in  Manchester,  on  October  16, 
was  the  attack"  upon  beef  tea  by  Dr.  George  B.  Wattersrof. 
Cambridge.  He  spoke  of  the  absolute  "poisonous  qualities, 
possessed  by  the  so-called  essence  of  meat.  It  consisted  of 
the  excrementitious  matters  of  the  tissues  on  their  way  to  be> 
excreted  by  the  kidneys." 
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had  asked  for  the  return  of  his  property,  which  the  officer 
thought  it  would  be  unwise  to  allow.  A  member  of  the 
Board  suggested  that  it  might  be  mixed  with  whisky  before 
being  handed  over  to  the  patient,  who  was  said  to  be  a 
confirmed  opium-taker,  but  as  this  would  have  entailed  an 
outlay,  the  legality  of  which  might  later  be  questioned,  the 
Guardians  had  to  have  recourse  to  some  other  idea.  The 
Clerk  said  the  man  was  in  such  a  condition  that  if  he  did 
not  obtain  his  "property"  he  might  die;  and  after  some 
discussion  the  difficulty  was  overcome  by  Messrs.  Euddin 
and  Earnshaw  moving  and  seconding  that  the  drug  be  re- 
tained at  the  House.  Mr.  Earnshaw  promised  to  be  re- 
sponsible if  the  inmate  should  bring  an  action  for  recovery.

Manchester  PJotss. 

A  paragraph  in  last  week's  "  Birmingham  Notes"  stated 
that  cotton-mills  are  to  be  started  in  the  Black  Country. 
Curiously  enough  it  appears  that  this  great  industry  of 
South  Lancashire  had  its  origin  in  the  Midlands,  the  first 
thread  of  cotton  spun  by  machinery  having  been  produced  in 
1700  by  John  Wyatt  at  Sutton  Coldfield.  The  "  Pall  Mall 
Gazette,"  which  gives  this  information,  adds  that  it  was  not 
a  financial  success,  and  it  is  said  that  the  dryness  of  the 
atmosphere  in  the  Midlands  was  in  some  measure  respon- 
sible for  its  failure. 

It  is  calculated  that  the  capital  now  invested  in  spinning 
and  weaving  mills  alone  amounts  to  100,000,000?.,  and  that  a 
strike  in  the  cotton-trade  means  a  loss  to  the  country  of  not 
less  than  800,000?.  a  week.  Any  movement  therefore  which 
has  for  its  object  the  prevention  of  any  such  catastrophe 
should  be  of  distinct  interest  to  the  trading  community,  of 
which  pharmacists  form  a  part,  and  for  that  reason  the 


Cotton  Exhibition  now  on  view  at  the  Manchester  Town 
Hall,  and  which  has  been  arranged  by  the  British  Cotton- 
growing  Association,  is  worthy  of  a  visit  by  every  chemist 
in  the  district  who  has  an  afternoon  to  spare. 

The  district  meeting  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
held  in  Manchester  on  October  11  appears  to  have  been  not 
without  effect.      As  reported  in  the  C.  <£  D.  last  week 
(p.  654),  Judge  Parry,  in  giving  a  verdict  for  the  Society, 
said  "  that  in  this  case  he  considered  the  Society  had  done  a 
great  public  duty."    Now  both  the  Bishop  and  the  Dean  of 
Manchester  have  declaimed  from  the  pulpit  against  the  evils 
of  limited-liability  companies.    The  following  passage  from 
the  Bishop's  Nelson  Celebration  sermon  is  worth  quoting  : 
The  old  days  in  which  the  ships  belonged  to  definite 
persons,  who  folt  a  responsibility  for  the  men  they  employed, 
are  gone.    The  shipping-  belongs  to  limited-liability  com- 
panies, and  the  thought  of  the  directors  is  of  profits  and 
gains.    How  can  you  expect  limited  liability  companies  to 
think  of  the  souls  of  men,  or,  one  may  add,  of  the  safety  and 
well-being  of  the  public  in  the  sale  and  the  distribution  of 
poisons  ? 

Birmingham  Notes. 

A  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion was  held  at  the  University  on  Tuesday,  October  24, 
when  arrangements  for  the  coming  session  were  agreed  upon 
and  an  interesting  programme  arranged. 

Mr.  A.  C.  Allen,  who  for  some  years  had  had  control  of 
Messrs.  Hedges  &  Son's  pharmacy  in  King's  Heath,  has 
resigned  and  gone  north  before  going  to  Bombay,  where 
an  influx  of  British  visitors  is  expected  this  winter.  The 
new  manager  is  a  Mr.  Tocher. 

A  correspondent  wishes  to  correct  the  note  he  sent  last 
week  about  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  holding  a  private  meeting  at  the  Queen's 
Hotel.  It  was  really  the  Grand  Hotel.  Colmore  Row.  and 
was  attended  by  Mr.  Richard  Bremridge  only.  Sixteen 
divisional  secretaries  received  him. 

Mr.  Fisher,  chemist  and  druggist  and  dentist,  now  prac- 
tising in  the  latter  capacity  at  Six  Ways,  Aston,  has  been 
placed  upon  the  first  Commission  of  the  Peace  for  the  new 
borough  of  Aston.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  Mayor's 
name  was  omitted  because,  as  a  grocer,  he  has  a  wine  licence, 
and  the  Lord  Chancellor's  inflexible  rule  does  not  allow  such 
licence-holders  being  J.P.s. 

A  working  man  in  this  city  has  a  fainting  wife.  She 
"  flopped  "  outside  a  chemist's  shop,  was  taken  into  the  place, 
and  with  the  aid  of  smelling  salts,  eau  de  cologne,  sal  vola- 
tile, etc.,  was  brought  round,  to  the  damage  of  half  a  crown, 
which  the  husband  paid  without  grumbling.  But  on  leaving 
the  shop  he  was  heard  to  say,  "  The  last  time  it  was  outside 
the  "  Bull's  Head,"  and  threepennyworth  o'  brandy  brought 
her  round  in  half  the  time." 

The  wholesale  trade  has  secured  all  the  high  offices  in 
the  local  management  of  the  pharmaceutical  affairs.  Mr. 
Gerrard  retains  the  presidency,  Mr.  H.  W.  Jones  and  Mr. 
A.  W.  Southall  become  vice-presidents,  and  Mr.  Thomas 
Barclay  has  been  nominated  president  of  the  local  com- 
mittee of  Midland  pharmacists  who  are  to  offer  welcome 
and  look  after  the  enjoyments  of  the  Conference  at  its 
visit  to  Birmingham  in  1906. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

The  organisers  of  the  early-closing  movement  here  have 
issued  a  big  poster  giving  the  names  and  addresses  of  firms 
who  close  at  one  o'clock  on  Thursdays.  Not  counting  "  the 
largest  firm"  of  retailers,  the  only  representative  of  phar- 
macy in  the  list  is  Mr.  S.  P.  Lowe,  chemist  and  druggist,  of 
London  Road. 

The  Municipal  Election  campaign  is  now  in  full  blast. 
Councillor  A.  Russell  Fox  was  formally  nominated  on 
October  18  as  a  candidate  for  the  Crookesmoor  Ward.  Mr. 
J.  T.  Dobb,  chemist  and  druggist,  appears  as  the  nominator 
of  one  of  the  candidates  on  the  other  side  in  another  ward, 
and  Mr.  J.  M.  Fumess,  J. P..  chemist  and  druggist,  is 
taking  an  active  part  in  the  fight  in  the  Walkley  Ward, 
having  already  presided  at  several  meetings  of  the  Ward 
Conservative  Association.  In  his  opening  speech  Councillor 
Fox  said  that  during  three  years  he  had  attended  516  out  of 
a  possible  638  meetings,  in  addition  to  twenty-four  out  of 
thirty  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Overseers,  to  which  he  had 
been  appointed. 
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A  somewhat  serious  fire  occurred  on  October  20  at  the 
shop  of  Mr.  J.  Williams,  chemist  and  drysalter,  in  St. 
Philip's  Road.  The  outbreak  occurred  in  the  cellar,  where 
a  barrel  of  methylated  spirit  was  stored.  Owing  to  a  leak, 
some  of  the  spirit  escaped  on  to  the  floor,  and  when  the 
assistant  went  into  the  cellar  with  a  light,  it  caught  fire. 
So  great  appeared  to  be  the  danger  that  the  attention  of  the 
police  and  others  who  were  called  was  mainly  directed  to 
rousing  the  inmates  of  an  adjoining  house,  who  had  retired 
for  the  night.  The  fire  brigade  was  quickly  on  the  spot, 
lout  it  was  not  until  after  half  an  hour's  hard  work  that  the 
danger  was  at  an  end.  Although  the  actual  fire  was  con- 
fined to  the  cellar  considerable  damage  was  done  by  heat  and 
water  to  the  stock.

W.  H.  Barraclough,  J.  T.  Berry,  G.  B.  Brook,  G.  F. 
Bartripp,  T.  G.  Elliott,  S.  E.  Melling,  H.  Whitworth,  and 
R.  McGregor.    The  toast  of  the  "  Old  Boys  "  was  proposed 
by  Mr.  John  Evans  (an  old  Jacob  Bell  scholar),  and  the 
response  was  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  A.  R.  Tankard,  analyst  to 
Messrs.  Philip  Harris  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Birmingham.   Mr.  G.  F. 
Bartripp,  of  Messrs.  Boake,  Roberts  &  Co.,  London,  pro-

At  the  annual  dinner  of  the  Swaffham  Shooting  Club 
held  recently,  Mr.  F.  W.  Cooper,  chemist,  was  presented 
with  one  of  the  silver  spoons  won  at  one  of  the  monthly 
■competitions. 

Messrs.  Smith  &  Sons,  wholesale  chemists,  have  an  attrac- 
tive stand  at  the  Trades  Exhibition,  now  being  held  in  the 
Agricultural  Hall,  Norwich.  A  special  display  of  their 
"Norfolk"  baking-powder,  essences,  spices,  and  other 
culinary  aids  is  made.  Cajeputine,  too,  is  well  to  the  front. 
In  a  corner  of  the  same  exhibition  the  execution  of  Devereux 
may  be  witnessed  for  one  penny  ! 

Norwich  m  her  ancient  dignity  moves  somewhat  slowly 
in  some  matters.  The  formation  of  a  local  pharmaceutical 
.  association  has  yet  to  be  achieved,  but  it  is  earnestly  hoped 
this  will  not  take  quite  as  long  as  has  the  culmination  of  a 
tribute  to  the  memory  of  Sir  Thomas  Browne.  The  dis- 
tinguished author-physician  (especially  known  by  his  "  Re- 
ligio  Medici")  spent  forty  years  of  his  life  in  Norwich,  and 
after  a  lapse  of  300  years  posterity  honoured  him  last  week 
by  the  erection  of  an  artistic  statue.  Distinguished  medical 
men  from  various  parts  of  the  country,  including  deputa- 
tions from  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians,  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons,  the  British  Medical  Society,  and  the 
Norwich  Medico-Chirurgical  Society,  as  well  as  large  num- 
bers of  the  lay  public,  attended  the  unveiling.  Despite  Sir 
Thomas  Browne's  writings  on  the  vulgar  errors  of  fanciful 
medicines,  pharmacy,  as  such,  was  not  represented.  Was  it 
because  there  is  no  local  official  body  to  invite  ? 

"H.IvT.O."  Ointment. 
In  the  Southwark  Coroners'  Court  on  October  23,  Dr. 
F.  J.  Waldo,  the  Southwark  Coroner,  held  an  inquest  with 
reference  to  the  death  of  Edwin  George  Briggs  (35),  a  Ber- 
mondsey  labourer.  The  widow  deposed  that  her  husband 
was  employed  at  a  hide  and  skin  warehouse  in  Long  Lane, 
Bermondsey.  He  had  a  cut  on  his  finger  about  twelve  days 
ago,  caused,  he  told  her.  by  striking  his  fist  against  a  man's 
tooth.  The  finger  became  swollen,  so  she  went  to 
"Austin's,    opposite    the    church,"    and    bought  some 


"H.N.O."  ointment.  The  Coroner:  What  is  it  for? 
Witness  :  I  only  know  it  is  a  good  ointment  for  healing  and 
drawing.  It  healed  up  the  wound  lovely.  Continuing, 
witness  said,  a  few  days  after  the  wound  had  healed,  the 
hand  became  swollen,  and  deceased  went  to  Guy's  Hospital. 
Dr.  Arthur  Crofts,  house-surgeon  at  Guy's  Hospital,  said 
the  deceased  was  suffering  from  blood-poisoning  when  he 
saw  him.  The  gland  in  the  arm  was  much  swollen,  which 
indicated  that  some  foreign  matter  had  got  into  the  arm. 
They  tried  to  get  this  away,  but  without  avail,  and  he  died 
on  Wednesday  last.  The  Coroner  :  What  about  this  oint- 
ment ?  Do  you  recommend  it  ?  Witness  :  I  wouldn't  use 
it  myself.  The  Coroner  :  What  is  it  ?  Witness  :  I  believe 
it  is  a  proprietary  ointment.  The  blood-poisoning  would 
probably  be  from  the  wound  caused  by  striking  the  man's 
tooth.    The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  accidental  death. 

Football. 

London  College  F.C.  v.  Trinity  F.C.—  Played  at  Shep- 
herd's Bush  on  October  21.  The  Trinity  men  were  quickly 
on  the  ball,  and  their  dashing  combination  somewhat  non- 
plussing the  Londoners,  enabled  them  for  some  time  during 
the  first  half  to  have  the  best  of  the  game.  Neither  team, 
however,  had  scored  when  half-time  was  called,  and  it  was 
not  until  almost  the  close  of  the  game  that  the  first  point  was 
scored.  London  thus  gaining  the  lead  ultimately  ran  out 
winners  of  a  fast  game  by  one  goal  to  nil. 

Newcastle  Pharmacy  F.C.  v.  Spen  Wednesday  F.C— 
Played  at  Newcastle.  Both  teams  went  off  at  a  great  pace, 
but  the  chemists  were  the  first  to  score,  through  Conway, 
Spen  shortly  afterwards  equalising.  Then  Pharmacy 
pressed  and  scored  two  other  goals  before  the  interval. 
Shortly  after  the  restart  Isaac  ran  right  through,  scoring 
number  four.  In  a  brief  rally  by  Spen,  Thompson,  the 
chemists'  right  back,  put  through  his  own  goal.  No  further 
scoring  took  place,  Pharmacy  thus  winning  by  four  goals  to 
two. 

Northern  College  of  Chemistry  and  Pharmacy  F.C.  v. 
Manchester  College  of  Pharmacy  F.C— A  match  was  played 
on  the  Northern  ground  on  October  24.  The  Northern 
kicked  off  and,  with  a  slight  wind  in  their  favour,  scored 
five  goals  before  half-time.  The  play  was  more  even  m  the 
second  half,  each  side  managing  to  score  one  goal.  Thomp- 
son's play  for  the  Manchester  and  Molyneux's  and  Morgan's 
for  the  Northern  was  especially  brilliant.  The  result  of  the 
match  was  a  win  for  the  Northern  College  by  six  goals  to- 
one. 

Lending  Prescriptions. 
At  Paddington  on  October  25,  Mr.  Walter  Schroeder 
held  an  inquest  on  the  body  of  Florence  Harriett  Ellen 
Perry  (57),  a  lady's  companion,  who  died  after  taking  an 
overdose  of  a  mixture  containing  prussic  acid.  The 
evidence  showed  that  on  October  18  she  complained  ot 
pains  internally,  and  also  of  feeling  tired.  The  pains 
grew  worse,  and  she  said  she  had  taken  an  overdose 
of  couoh-mixture.  She  had  not  measured  the  draught, 
drinking  it  from  the  bottle  instead  of  measuring  it  in  a, 
spoon  Mr  James  Hanson,  of  Talbot  Road,  Bayswater,  said 
the  mixture  taken  was  made  up  from  a  prescription  written 
seven  years  ago  for  someone  else  and  never  intended  tor  the 
deceased  woman.  She  would  not  let  him  use  a  stomach- 
pump  The  cause  of  death  was  syncope  from  inflammation 
set  up  by  an  irritant.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
"  Death  by  misadventure."  and  added  a  rider  warning 
people  against  taking  medicine  not  in  the  form  prescribed 
for  them. 

Fire. 

A  destructive  fire  occurred  at  St.  Neots  on  October  19,  in 
which  the  premises  of  Mr.  James  Wise,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist Market  Square,  were  involved.  The  fire  burned  a 
laro;e  flour-mill,  part  of  a  brewery,  stables,  and  store-sheds, 
and  was  only  checked  at  Mr.  Wise's  yard,  where  two  large 
casks  of  paraffin  were  stored.  The  heat  was  so  great  as  to 
destroy  all  the  plants  in  Mr.  Wise's  greenhouse  and  to  crack 
most  of  the  panes  of  glass.  This  is  the  biggest  fire  the  town 
has  known,  damage  amounting  to  between  b,00W.  and 
10  000/  beino-  done.  The  owners  of  the  destroyed  premises 
are  Messrs.  Paine  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  whose  "John  Bull"  extract 
of  malt  is  well  known  to  readers  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist.

M.P.,  be  in  front  of  the  new  city  hall  to  the  west  of  the 
Queen  Victoria  statue,  unveiled  by  the  King  in  1903.

is  to  be  given  on  October  28  in  the  Dolphin  Hotel,  Dublin, 
to  the  President  of  the  Irish  Chemists'  Assistants'  and 
Apprentices'  Association  (Mr.  E.  B.  Aplin),  on  the  occasion 
of  his  leaving  Messrs.  McMaster,  Hodgson  &  Co.  About 
fifty  guests  will  be  present.  Mr.  R.  C.  Creed,  Hon.  Secre- 
tary of  the  same  organisation,  will  be  similarly  feted. 
A  New  Company. 
Messrs.  H.  Clement  Thackeray,  M.P.S.I.,  proprietor  of 
the  Medical  Hall.  Queen  Street,  Dublin,  and  Edgar  B. 
Aplin,  registered  druggist,  Capel  Street,  in  the  same  city, 
are  joining  together  as  directors  of  a  pharmaceutical  limited 
liability  company.  The  concern,  which  will  be  known  as 
Aplin,  Thackeray  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  will  have  its  head  office  at 
Queen  Street.  Of  the  seven  shareholders  three  are  ladies. 
What  is  Fair  Quality  ? 
At  the  Dundalk  Board  of  Guardians  the  Clerk  reported 
that  he  had  received  from  the  analyst  a  report  relative  to 
drugs  which  had  been  sent  to  him  for  analysis  from  the 
Carlingford  Dispensary.  The  drugs  were  returned  as  of 
"  fair  quality."  Mr.  Johnston  asked  what  is  meant  by 
"  fair  quality."  The  Guardians  contracted  for  drugs  of 
good  quality,  and  why  should  they  accept  medicines  of  fair 
quality  only  ?  Dr.  Laveny  said  the  drug  standard  is  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia.  Mr.  Johnston  said  if  the  drugs  are 
not  up  to  the  standard  they  should  be  returned  and  re- 
placed. It  was  decided  to  ask  the  analyst  what  he  means  by 
"  fair  quality  "  and  also  if  the  drugs  are  above  the  standard. 
The  Sanatorium  Question. 
Dr.  J.  C.  McWalter  has  written  a  vigorous  pamphlet, 
giving  his  views  on  how  best  to  deal  with  the  consumption 
problem,  which  is  very  urgent  in  Dublin.  The  average 
number  of  deaths  from  consumption  in  Dublin  is  thirty 
a  week,  sfnd  at  the  present  day,  says  the  doctor,  when  a 
poor  man  gets  consumption  there  is  practically  no  place  where 
he  can  go  to  get  a  fair  chance  of  recovery.  Dr.  McWalter 
pleads  for  the  establishment  of  open-air  sanatoriums,  where 
such  patients  can  be  treated.  A  suitable  site  and  an  offer  to 
supply  nursing  free  of  charge  have  been  tendered,  and  it  is 
probable  that  the  Guardians  of  the  North  Dublin  Union  will 
take  the  lead  in  the  matter.

Personal.

Mr.  George  Purves,  who  has  studied  chemistry  for  four 
years  in  the  evening  classes  of  the  Heriot-Watt  College. 
Edinburgh,  has  just  been  appointed  manager  of  the  new 
works  which  the  Standard  Chemical  Company  of  Toronto 
are  starting  in  Montreal. 


The  Mono-Railway. 

An  action  is  at  present  pending  in  the  Court  of  Session, 
Edinburgh,  in  which  a  firm  of  joiners  in  Kilmarnock  sue  a 
firm  of  Paisley  caterers  and  showmen  for  payment  of  1,714/. 
for  the  construction  of  a  portable  recreation  mono-railway. 
It  appears  that  the  invention  for  an  electric-railway  system 
was  that  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Riach  Thorn,  Troon,  and  the 
defenders  say  that  the  late  Mr.  John  Borland,  jun..  chemist, 
Kilmarnock,  who  was  a  relative  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Thorn,  was 
interested  in  bringing  out  the  invention.  They  said  that  the 
pursuers  and  Mr.  Borland  approached  them  with  the  view 
of  bringing  the  invention  before  the  public,  and  that  a  model 
of  the  railway  was  constructed  and  shown  to  them  with  that 
end  in  view.  They,  however,  stated  that  they  were  unable 
to  undertake  the  financial  responsibility  of  the  construction 
of  the  railway,  and  that  an  agreement  was  entered  into  by 
which  Mr.  Borland  undertook,  so  far  as  the  pursuers  were 
concerned,  the  financial  responsibility  that  the  pursuers 
were  to  construct  the  railway  in  accordance  with  the  model, 
and  that  the  defenders  were  to  supply  the  electrical-motive 
plant  and  pay  for  the  railway  plant  out  of  profits.  They  say 
the  railway  was  so  defective  that  it  did  not  work,  and  that 
there  were  no  profits,  and  that  it  has  been  lying  up  unused1 
for  a  considerable  time.  The  pursuers  reply,  denying  that 
the  plant  was  defective,  stating  that  Mr.  Borland's  agree- 
ment was  only  to  assist  the  pursuers  in  meeting  their  heavy 
outlay  for  wages  and  material  in  the  construction  of  the 
railway,  and  that  the  defenders  had  had  the  railway  work- 
ing for  a  considerable  time  in  Kilmarnock  and  other  places 
in  Scotland.  Mrs.  Borland  has  been  entered  as  a  pursuer  in 
the  action.    Lord  Ardwall  has  ordered  a  proof  in  the  case. 

A  Scots  Centenary. 
This  is  a  year  of  centenaries,  and  Glasgow  is  not  behind- 
hand. It  will  interest  pharmacists — and  particularly  Scotch 
pharmacists — all  over  the  world  to  know  that  the  Glasgow 
Apothecaries'  Company  was  formed  in  1805,  just  at  the  time 
that  Nelson  won  Trafalgar.  In  celebration  of  their  cen- 
tenary the  Company  have  issued  an  attractive  illustrated 
brochure,  in  which  details  of  the  history  of  the  business  are 
given.  Virginia  Street,  in  which  the  Company's  premises 
are  situated,  takes  its  name  from  the  State  of  Virginia,  by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  there  the  Virginian  magnates  of  the 
day  had  their  town  residences.  The  Glasgow  Apothecaries' 
Company  was  formed  by  a  number  of  medical  men  who 
entered  into  partnership  for  the  purpose  of  getting  theii 
prescriptions  properly  dispensed.  Chemists'  shops  in  1805 
were  few,  the  majority  of  open  shops  being  surgeries  owned 
by  doctors.  The  originators  of  the  Company,  about  a  dozen 
in  number  and  some  of  them  eminent  practitioners,  did  not 
wish  their  dispensing  done  in  the  surgeries  of  other  medical 
men,  and  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  was  opened  in  Wilson's 
Court,  29  Argyle  Street.  In  a  few  years  a  wholesale  con- 
nection with  doctors  and  chemists  was  established  and  the- 
business  was  moved  in  1810  to  one  of  the  old  mansions  in 
Virginia  Street.  In  1840  a  branch  was  opened  in  St  .  Vincent 
Street,  and  seven  years  later  another  in  Sauchiehall  Street. 
Both  have  since  been  disposed  of  and  the  business  is  now 
carried  on  only  at  Virginia  Street,  in  what  is  known  in 
Glasgow  and  the  West  of  Scotland  generally  as  "  The  Old 
Hall."  In  its  hundred  years  of  existence  the  Company  has 
only  had  four  managers  :  Alexander  Mitchell  (till  1853). 
John  Mitchell  (till  1870),  James  McDonald  (till  1876),  and 
Robert  McAdam,  who  has  been  at  the  head  since  that  year. 
In  1878  the  Virginia  Street  premises  were  totally  destroyed1 
by  fire  (the  damage  amounting  to  30,000/.)  and  a  fine  new 
building  was  subsequently  erected  on  the  old  site.  The 
Company  have  a  steam  laboratory,  drug-mills,  and  general 
store  in  Old  Springburn  Road,  St.  Rollox,  and  it  was  in  the 
laboratory  there  that  Lister,  when  Professor  of  Surgery  at 
Glasgow  University,  made  the  experiments  and  superin- 
tended the  first  making  of  his  antiseptic  dressings,  etc;, 
which  revolutionised  surgical  operations. 


Rinderpest  and  Anthrax  Prevention. — The  report  of 
the  bacteriologist  to  the  Government  of  India  for  last  year, 
just  issued,  shows  that  large  quantities  of  anti-rinderpest 
and  anti-anthrax  serum  continue  to  be  issued  from  the 
Muktesar  Laboratory,  and  excellent  results  are  said  to 
follow  its  use. 
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(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 


For  Destroying  Flies. — At  the  meeting  of  the  Paris 
Academy  of  Medicine  recently,  Professor  Chantemasse 
read  a  paper  with  a  view  of  showing  that  flies  are  amongst 
the  most  active  agents  in  propagating  cholera.  As  a  result 
"Le  Matin"  has  offered  a  prize  of  4001.  (10,000f.)  to  be 
awarded  to  the  inventor  of  the  most  practical  and  successful 
method  of  destroying  flies.  A  condition  of  the  competition 
is  that  the  use  of  no  patent  apparatus  must  be  entailed,  and 
the  award  will  only  be  given  for  a  scientific  process. 

The  Abolition  of  Military  Pharmacists  in  the  French 
Army  is  proposed  by  M.  Dumont,  Deputy  for  the  Jura  de- 
partment, who  has  deposited  a  draft  law  at  the  Parliamen- 
tary Office  to  this  effect.  This  document  is  accompanied  by 
a  long  report,  in  which  the  present  Sanitary  Administration 
of  the  French  Army  is  severely  criticised.  M.  Dumont 
thinks  the  115  army  pharmacists  might  be  done  away  with, 
and  their  work  carried  out  by  the  army  surgeons,  "as  is 
done  in  Algeria."  He  has,  however,  to  admit  that  these 
doctors  could  not  do  analyses,  etc.  ;  for  this  he  would  fall 
back  on  the  local  pharmacists  or  chemists,  from  whom  he 
would  select  about  twenty-five  by  competitive  examination, 
say  one  for  the  headquarters  of  each  corps  d'armee. 

Federations  in  France. — French  pharmacy  as  a  whole  is 
represented  by  the  General  Association,  which  is  composed 
of  syndicates  or  societies  formed  by  departments  or  prin- 
cipal cities.  Latterly,  however,  a  marked  tendency  is  evi- 
dent to  associate  these  latter  in  groups  or  "Federations." 
The  "  South-Eastern  Federation,"  for  instance,  has  acquired 
a  certain  notoriety  by  its  uncompromising  attitude  on  the 
patent-medicine  question.  The  Eastern  Federation  groups 
thirteen  departments,  which  range  from  the  Yonne  (just 
below  Paris)  in  the  North  to  Lyons  in  the  South,  and  from 
Nevers  on  the  west  to  the  Jura  in  the  east.  Its  Presi- 
dent is  M.  Philippe,  of  Lyons,  while  M.  Kauffeisen,  of  Dijon 
— a  chatty  writer  whose  contributions  to  pharmaceutical  his- 
tory have  sometimes  been  noticed  in  these  columns — is  one 
of  the  Vice-Presidents. 

The  Lyons  Amical  Association  of  Pharmacy  Students 
was  founded  last  March.  M.  Oudin,  President  of  the  Paris 
Association,  paid  a  surprise  visit  to  the  new  Association  the 
other  day.  It  is  lodged  in  the  rue  de  Marseilles,  for  Lyons, 
like  Paris,  has  its  "  quartier  Latin"  across  the  Rhone,  on 
"the  Surrey  side,"  as  Londoners  say.  .  It  publishes  a  neat 
little  journal,  which  is  to  appear  six  times  a  year,  the  articles 
being  principally  of  a  scientific  character.  At  the  inaugural 
ceremony  of  the  Association,  which  took  place  in  the  Amphi- 
theatre of  Pharmacology,  Dr.  Florence  gave  a  suitable 
address.  He  traced  the  history  of  Lyons  pharmacy  from 
the  days  of  Hermes  Trismegistus  down  to  1905.  He  told 
his  audience  that  Lyons  pharmacy  students  had  an  associa- 
tion 400  years  ago,  and  the  Rector  of  the  Hotel-Dieu  lent 
them  the  common  hall  for  their  meetings,  as  a  token  of  his 
appreciation  of  their  worthy  endeavours. 

The  Mulhouse  Industrial  Society. — The  programme  of 
prizes  to  be  awarded  by  this  Society  in  1906  has  just  been 
issued.  Foreign  competitors  are  admitted  to  competition,  and 
all  memoirs,  designs,  pieces  justificatives,  and  samples  should 
be  marked  with  a  distinctive  title  chosen  by  the  competitor, 
and  sent  (post  paid)  before  February  15,  1906,  to  the  Presi- 
dent de  la  Societe  Industrielle  de  Mulhouse,  along  with  a 
sealed  envelope  containing  the  name  and  address  of  the 
sender.  In  the  chemical  section  theoretical  treatises  are 
desired  (for  which  medals  will  be  awarded)  on  the  manufac- 
ture of  red  colours  from  alizarine,  on  the  synthetic  produc- 
tion of  the  colouring  matters  of  cochineal,  and  on  the 
carmine  of  cochineal.  Under  "Drugs"  a  silver  medal 
is  promised  for  the  synthesis  of  a  product  possessing 
the  essential  properties  of  Senegal  gum,  and  a  medal  of 
honour  and  1,000  fr.  for  a  substance  capable  of  replacing, 
in  the  printed-calico  industry,  the  dry  albumen  of  eggs  or 
of  blood,  and  presenting  a  notable  economy  on  the  price  of 
albumen.  A  silver  medal  is  also  offered  for  a  manual  on 
the  assay  of  drugs  employed  in  the  printing  and  colour 
industries.

It  will  perhaps  interest  English  pharmacists  and 
manufacturers  to  know  the  extent  to  which  the  support  of 
British  manufacturers  has  been  obtained.      The  list  for 
August  contained  the  following  imported  lines  :  Bromo- 
seltzer,  Diamond  dyes,  Euthymol  tooth-paste,  Keene's  "  One 
Night"  corn-cure,  Keene's  "One  Night"  cold-cure,  Kokc, 
Moseley's  food,  phosferine  (Ashton  &  Parsons),  Suthalay 
toilet-soap,  Tanglefoot,  Tranoy's  soaps,  Eau  de  Cologne, 
Rose  Incomparable  and  Violet  de  Pres ;  Allenburys  Bynin, 
medicated  throat-pastilles,  and  milk-food  chocolate  (about 
twenty-five  lines  in  all) ;   Carnrick's  liquid  peptonoids, 
chlorodyne  (Dr.  Collis  Browne's),  Dr.  Coonley's  kidney-tab- 
lets and  magic  foot-plasters,  egg  emulsion  of  cod-liver  oil, 
Euthymol  shaving-cream,  Harvie's  "  Killbug,"  Hovis  food 
for  invalids  and  infants,  laxatine,  maltine,  maltine  and  cod- 
liver  oil,  maltine  and  cascara,  maltine  and  creosote,  maltine 
and  Easton's  syrup,  maltine  and  hypophosphites,  maltine 
and  phosphates,  maltine  with  iron,  maltine,  pepsin  and  pan- 
creatine,  malto-yerbine,   Mennen's  talcum  toilet-powder, 
Nestle's  milk  food,  Odol,  Vapo-Cresolene  Co.'s  goods — 
vaporisers   (complete),   cresolene,    and  cresolene  tablets, 
Vibrona,  Zam-buk.    In  August  Scott's  emulsion  was  added 
both  in  Sydney  and  Melbourne,  and  in  September  Odol  was 
placed  on  the  Victorian  list.    Steady  progress  is  being  made 
in  bringing  Australian  proprietaries  into  line,  and  the  Asso- 
ciation, both  in  New  South  Wales  and  Victoria,  is  establish- 
ing confidence  in  the  minds  of  merchants  and  others  that  it 
has  come  to  stay.    In  Victoria  a  remarkable  advance  has 
been  made  by  bringing  the  grocers  into  line  with  the  phar- 
macists in  the  one  Association.    Each  branch  is  represented 
on  the  Council,  and  the  work  is  so  arranged  that  pharmaceu- 
tical lines  are  dealt  with  by  the  pharmaceutical  representa- 
tives ;  grocery  lines  by  the  grocery  representatives.  Lines 
which  touch  both  interests  are  jointly  considered.    The  lists 
are  published  quarterly,  but  announcements  of  additions  are 
made  through  the  trade  journals  monthly.    In  New  South 
Wales  the  lists  are  distributed  by  the  wholesale  houses  with 
their   monthly  accounts   and   monthly  price-lists  when 
published. 

South  Australia. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  South  Australia  held 
their  annual  dinner  on  August  30.  Among  the  guests  were 
the  Chief  Secretary  of  State,  the  Hon.  A.  A.  Kirkpatrick ; 
the  President  of  the  South  Australian  Branch  of  the  British 
Medical  Association,  Dr.  Lendon;  Mr.  Charles  R.  Hodge 
(Registrar  of  the  University  of  Adelaide),  and  medical  men. 
The  Chief  Secretary  recalled  the  fact  that  he  had  helped  to 
pass  the  Pharmacy  Act  in  1891,  and  was  glad  that  the  Act 
has  proved  a  success.  Any  amendment  of  the  Poisons  Act 
in  the  interests  of  the  public  would  undoubtedly  be  passed 
by  Parliament.  The  President  of  the  Pharmacy  Board,  Mr. 
John  White,  said  that  as  the  result  of  the  passing  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  the  present  generation  of  chemists  are  all 
qualified  by  apprenticeship  and  theoretical  training  examina- 
tion.   Mr.  C.  R.  Hodge  suggested  that  the  Society  should 
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move  to  secure  a  diploma  in  pharmacy,  to  be  obtained  by 
studies  continued  after  qualification.  He  congratulated 
chemists  on  the  fact  that  at  present  there  is  no  competition 
from  lady  pharmacists.  Dr.  Lendon  mentioned  several 
points  of  contact  with  pharmacy.  He  is  a  nephew  of  the 
iate  Elias  Brembridge,  formerly  Secretary  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain.  He  had  himself  been 
apprenticed  to  a  chemist,  but  ascribed  his  failure  to  continue 
rto  practise  pharmacy  to  the  fact  that  his  pills  all  turned  out 
flat-bottomed.  He  is  also,  he  said,  an  apothecary,  and  as 
such  might  be  compelled  to  make  up  his  own  and  other 
people's  pills. 

Queensland. 

Buying  Association  Scheme.— A  meeting  of  Queensland 
chemists  was  held  on  August  9,  when  it  was  resolved  to  form 
the  Queensland  Drug  Association,  the  objects  of  which  are 
to  secure  a  fair  profit  on  the  dispensing  of  medicines  and  the 
sale  of  chemists'  goods.  The  Association  will  be  formed 
when  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  registered  chemists  and 
two-thirds  each  of  the  assistants  and  apprentices  have 
enrolled  and  complied  with  such  conditions  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed. 

Tasmania. 

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Tasmania.— The  September 
meeting  of  Council  dealt  with  warnings  to  various  store- 
keepers for  illegal  sales  of  medicines.  The  suggestion  of  the 
Pharmacy  Board  of  Queensland  to  adopt  a  form  of  identifi- 
cation of  chemists  intending  to  remove  from  Tasmania  to 
Queensland  or  vice  versa  was  adopted.  The  question  of 
domicile  was  again  raised,  and  it  was  further  decided  that  it 
might  lead  to  confusion  if  a  pharmacist  who  has  no  intention 
■of  becoming  domiciled  in  another  State  should  apply  for 
registration  there.  Any  examined  man,  on  removing  to 
.either  State,  can  claim  registration  without  demur.  The 
Council  decided  that  it  had  no  power  to  interfere  with  the 
appointment  of  a  lady  pharmacist  as  house-steward  and 
assistant-dispenser  at  the  Launceston  General  Hospital. 
Victoria. 

The  Sale  of  Opium. — To  control  the  sale  of  smoking- 
opium,  Mr.  G.  M.  Prendergast,  leader  of  the  Opposition  in 
the  Victorian  Legislative  Assembly,  has  proposed  a  new 
clause  to  the  Poisons  Act  Amendment  Bill  now  before  the 
H  ouse.  This  would  forbid  the  sale  of  opium  suitable  for 
smoking  to  any  person  except  on  the  written  prescription  of  a 
legally  qualified  medical  practitioner,  and  by  any  person  who 
is  not  specially  licensed,  the  sale  thus  being  restricted  to 
pharmaceutical  chemists.  Every  sale  is  to  be  recorded  with 
the  name,  address,  and  occupation  of  the  purchaser,  quantity 
purchased,  and  the  price  thereof,  the  name  of  the  practi- 
tioner prescribing  the  opium,  and  is  to  be  signed  by  the 
vendor  and  the  purchaser  and  a  reputable  witness.  The 
penalty  for  any  offence  against  the  section  will  be  a  fine  not 
exceeding  500?.  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  twelve 
months.  As  introduced  the  new  clause  makes  no  provision 
for  wholesale  trading,  nor  does  it  prohibit  the  giving  away 
of  or  supplying  of  opium. 

Alleged  Spurious  Testimonials. — The  Melbourne 
"  Argus"  recently  printed  a  paragraph  from  Bendigo 
stating  that  a  young  lady  at  Eaglehawk  had  been  indignant 
to  read  in  an  advertisement  the  statement  that  her  mother 
had  secured  great  relief  from  using  Blank's  ointment,  which 
she  had  obtained  from  Mr.  Blank,  chemist.  She  told  the 
■chemist  that  her  mother  had  never  purchased  the  medicine. 
He  assured  her  that  he  was  blameless,  and  promised  to 
communicate  with  the  proprietors  in  Sydney.  About  a  week 
earlier  a  similar  case  occurred,  in  which  the  name  of  a  lady 
and  her  address  were  used,  and  it  is  said  that  legal  proceed- 
ings are  under  consideration.  Rumour  connects  this  with 
the  free  distribution  several  years  ago  from  a  leading  phar- 
macy in  Bendigo  and  another  at  Eaglehawk  of  Doan's  pills 
and  ointment.  Each  applicant  had  to  sign  a  statement, 
giving  name,  address,  whether  married  or  single,  how  long 
suffering,  and  some  other  particulars.  A  week  or  two  later 
they  were  written  to,  asking  how  they  were  progressing. 
Many  who  had  been  cured  either  by  nature  or  the  medicine 
replied  stating  they  were  better.  Supplies  of  advertising 
matter  are  sent  by  the  head  office  in  Sydney  to  local  papers 
rto  cover  twelve  months,  and  to  be  altered  monthly,  and  the 
testimonials  published  are  supposed  to  be  those  obtained  as 
the  result  of  the  free  distribution. 


South  Hftican  IRews.

Cape  Colony. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Fulton,  who  lately  disposed  of  his  chemist's 
business  at  Alice,  C.C.,  has  opened  a  new  and  up-to-date 
pharmacy  at  Elliot,  Tembuland.  Mr.  Fulton  shows  con- 
siderable pluck  in  advancing  the  drug-trade  to  places 
hitherto  untouched,  and  his  efforts  are  deserving  of  success. 

The  Perjury  Charge. — At  the  resumed  hearing  of  the 
charge  against  Charles  Henry  Stevens,  proprietor  of 
"  Sacco,"  on  a  charge  of  perjury  (C.  <L-  D.,  October  21, 
p.  669),  the  evidence  of  Reginald  Robert  William,  described 
as  an  unqualified  chemist,  was  to  the  effect  that  he  prepared 
for  the  accused  new  remedies  to  be  put  on  the  market,  one 
as  a  pile  remedy  and  the  other  for  leucorrhcea.  The  one 
contained  "  Sacco  "  mixed  with  a  little  quassia  and  the  other 
was  "Sacco"  with  a  little  saccharin  and  oil  of  fennel. 
Accused  was  committed  for  trial.  He  stated  that  he  was 
thirty-five  years  of  age,  and  that  he  was  born  in  Birming- 
ham, England. 

Trade  Returns. — The  Central  Statistical  Bureau  for 
South  Africa  which  has  recently  been  established  at  Cape 
Town  has  now  issued  its  first  batch  of  statistics  relating  to 
the  trade  of  that  country.  These  include  the  imports  and 
exports  of  Cape  Colony  for  July  and  August,  1905,  as  com- 
pared with  July  and  August,  1904,  also  a  summary  of  the 
same.  Statements  are  also  given  showing  the  total  value 
of  the  imports  from,  and  the  exports  to,  the  United  Kingdom 
and  other  parts  of  the  British  Empire  in  July,  1905,  as  com- 
pared with  the  total  value  of  the  imports  from,  and  exports 
to,  foreign  countries  during  the  same  period.  The  July 
trade  of  the  Transvaal  is  treated  in  a  similar  manner.  In 
August,  1905,  the  Cape  Colony  imported  goods  valued  at 
3. 913. 355;.,  compared  with  3,264,987?.  during  August,  1904. 
This  included  raw  gold  from  the  Transvaal  and  Rhodesia 
valued  at  2,005,457?.,  and  diamonds  valued  at  148,131?.,  the 
actual  value  of  imports  from  oversea  countries  during  August 
being  1,501,832?.,  against  1,300,4552.  during  July,  1905.  The 
grand  total  of  exports  in  August  amounted  to  3,331,056''., 
against  3,318,479?.,  the  former  figures  including  2,005,457?. 
worth  of  raw  gold  mentioned  as  an  import  from  the  Trans- 
vaal. In  August,  1905,  59.1  per  cent,  of  the  imports  of  Cape 
Colony  were  obtained  from  the  United  Kingdom,  compared 
with  49.4  per  cent,  during  July,  1905 ;  imports  from  other 
parts  of  the  British  Empire  were  16.4  per  cent.,  and  foreign 
goods  from  the  United  Kingdom  were  imported  to  the  extent 
of  8.9  per  cent.,  so  that  the  total  of  the  Empire  trade 
amounted  to  84.4  per  cent.  Exports  of  South  African 
produce  to  all  parts  of  the  British  Empire  amounted  to 
87.4  per  cent,  in  August,  1905,  against  73.4  per  cent,  during 
July,  1905,  and  foreign  countries  absorbed  12.6  per  cent.,  an 
increase  of  6  per  cent,  over  the  figures  for  July,  1905. 

A  Chemists'  Smoker. — A  very  successful  smoking  con- 
cert, organised  by  the  Committee  of  the  Cape  Town  Amal- 
gamated Chemists'  Cricket  Club,  was  held  on  October  2,  a 
local  Bank  Holiday.  About  a  hundred  members  of  the 
trade  and  their  friends  were  present,  among  whom  were 
Mr.  H.  Evans  (of  Messrs.  Heynes,  Mathew  &  Co.),  Mr. 
Alfred  H.  Mathew  (of  Messrs.  Heynes,  Mathew  &  Co.), 
Mr.  H.  E.  Cope,  Mr.  C.  S.  Siversten,  Mr.  J.  Dell  (Secre- 
tary to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society),  and  many  chemists 
from  Cape  Town  and  suburbs.  Letters  regretting  inability 
to  be  present  were  received  from  Dr.  Marloth,  Mr.  G.  Darroll 
(of  Alex.  Cleghorn  &  Darroll),  Mr.  A.  Cameron  (of  Cameron 
&  Hamilton),  and  others.  Mr.  J.  S.  North  (Vice-President 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  was  in  the  chair,  and  a  very 
attractive  programme  was  gone  through.  Toasts  were  inter- 
spersed with  the  programme,  and  included  "The  King," 
"The  Club,"  "The  President,  Vice-President,  and 
Patrons,"  "The  Chairman,"  and  "The  Visitors."  Mr. 
J.  S.  North,  in  proposing  the  second  toast,  that  of  the 
Amalgamated  Chemists'  Cricket  Club,  said  it  had  been 
formed  by  a  few  of  the  younger  and  more  energetic  members, 
and  apart  from  the  purely  physical  aspect  of  the  club,  it 
would  prove  an  agency  to  increase  that  good  feeling  and 
social  intercourse  between  chemists  which  is  so  necessary 
for  their  welfare  and  advancement.  He  expressed  on  behalf

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principals  have  come  forward  with  their  generous  donations 
to  its  funds.  He  urged  all  present  who  are  not  yet  members 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Colony  to  become  so, 
and  by  their  presence  and  advice  help  to  raise  the  status  of 
the  chemist  and  aid  them  in  maintaining  their  rights.  Mr. 
J.  Clayton  Smith,  captain  of  the  club,  responded.  After 
thanking  them  for  their  good  wishes,  he  assured  the  chair- 
man that  the  club  would  do  its  best  to  become  the  holders 
of  the  Merchants'  League  Cup.  The  thanks  of  the  club 
were  due,  he  said,  to  Messrs.  S.  C.  Siversten,  H.  S.  Smiles, 
and  W.  Gribben  for  securing  the  ground  for  them.  The 
toast  of  the  "  President,  Vice-President,  and  Patrons"  was 
replied  to  by  Mr.  H.  Evans  (Vice-President  of  the  Club), 
who  offered  a  bat  and  ball  for  the  best  batting  and  bowling 
averages  during  the  season.  The  following  gentlemen  con- 
tributed to  the  musical  portion  of  the  programme  :  Messrs. 
Arthur  Percival,  R.  K.  Mathew,  R.  O.  Ventress,  H.  E.  Cope, 
R.  Sainsbury,  F.  Power,  T.  Hogg,  H.  S.  Pollexfen,  F.  D. 
Vincent,  T.  Hughes,  and  Mr.  Wragg.  Mr.  Harry  Evans 
presided  at  the  piano.  The  toasts  of  the  "  Chairman"  and 
"  Visitors  "  having  been  given  and  received  with  enthusiasm, 
and  three  cheers  for  the  captain  called  _  for  and  heartily 
responded  to,  the  concert  concluded  with  the  National 
Anthem,  a  most  enjoyable  evening  having  been  spent  by  all. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

Drug  and  Chemical  Imports.— The  Collector  of  Customs 
at  Bloemfontein  has  issued  a  specification  of  goods  showing 
the  importations  into  the  Colony  during  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1905,  in  comparison  with  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1904.  Among  the  imports  are  the  following,  the  figures  in 
parentheses  being  those  of  1903-4  :— Acetic  acid,  31Z.  (140/.)  ; 
condensed  milk,  25,707/.  (29,093/.);  drugs  and  chemicals, 
17,282/.  (23,095/.);  extracts  and  essences,  1,498/.  (2.036/.); 
medicinal  preparations,  12,102/.  (14,390/.);  essential  and 
perfumed  oils,  133/.  (170/.);  all  other  descriptions  of  oils, 
20,852/.  (17,805/.)  ;  paints,  colours,  turpentine,  and  varnish, 
10,448/.  (14,879/.);  perfumery,  cosmetics,  powders,  and  soap 
for  cosmetic  use,  3,137/.  (4,164/.);  common  soap,  18,257/. 
(19,970/.);  spices,  844/.  (1,097/.);  imported  spirits,  36,331/. 
(38,212/.);  and  spirits  manufactured  in  Cape  Colony, 
19,853/.  (14,900/.). 
Transvaal. 

Illegal  Sale  of  Opium. — At  Boksburg  on  September  27, 
a  Chinaman  was  fined  30/.,  or  two  months'  imprisonment, 
for  selling  2s.  6d.  worth  of  opium  to  another  Chinaman.  On 
his  premises  4  lbs.  of  the  drug  was  found. 


TRANSVAAL  OPIUM  ORDINANCE. 

{As  Amended  in  Committee  of  the  Legislative  Council,  the 

-parts  added  being  underlined.) 
Whereas  it  is  desirable  to  regulate  the  importation  of  opium 
into  this  Colony  : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Transvaal 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council  thereof 
-as  follows : 

1.  Prohibition  of  Importation  of  Opium  except  under 
Permit. — (1)  From  and  after  the  taking  effect  of  this  Ordinance 
it  shall  notTbc  lawful  for  any  person  except  a  registered  medi- 
cal practitioner  dentist  or  chemist  and  druggist  to  import  into 
this  Colony  any  gum  opium  extract  of  opium  poppies  or  pre- 
paration of  poppies 

and  no  such  excepted  person  shall  import  any  such  substance 
without  a  permit  stating  the  quantity  to  be  imported  signed 
by  the  Colonial  Secretary  in  such  form  and  containing  such 
conditions  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
by  Regulation. 

(2)  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Director  of  Customs  to  detain 
any  such  substance  imported  into  this  Colony  after  the  coming 
into  force  of  this  Ordinance  until  a  permit  granted  under  this 
section  has  been  produced  in  respect  thereof. 

2.  Penalties  for  Contravention. — (1)  Any  person  contraven- 
ing the  provisions  of  the  last  preceding  section  shall  be  liable 
on  conviction  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  pounds  and 
in  default  of  payment  to  imprisonment  with  or  without  hard 
labour  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months  and  any  sub- 
stance mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  section  unlawfully  im- 
ported by  such  person  shall  be  liable  to  be  seized  and  forfeited 
to  the  Colonial  Treasury. 

(2)  In  any  prosecution  under  this  section  against  any  person 


it  shall  be  assumed  that  no  permit  has  been  issued  to  him 
unless  the  contrary  is  proved  by  him. 

3.  Possession  of  Opium  an  Offence. — No  person  shall  be  in 
possession  of  any  such  substance  as  is  mentioned  in  section  one 
hereof  except  for  medicinal  purposes  unless  he  be  a  person  to 
whom  a  permit  has  been  issued  under  that  section. 

Any  person  contravening  this  section  shall  be  liable  on  con- 
viction  in  addition  to  any  penalties  which  may  be  imposed 
under  the  laws  relating  to  Customs  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  pounds  or  in  default  of  payment  to  imprisonment 
with  hard  labour  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months  or  to 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  and  the  Court  before  which 
such  person  is  convicted  may  order  any  such  substance  found 
in  his  possession  to  be  seized  and  forfeited  to  the  Crown. 

Nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  in  any  way  be  taken 
to  affect  the  provisions  of  section  eight  of  the  Labour  Importa- 
tion  Amendment  Ordinance,  1905. 

4.  Inspection  of  Premises  on  which  there  is  Reasonable  Sus- 
picion that  Opium  is  Sold. — It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  police 
constable  having  a  written  authority  from  a  Magistrate  Jus- 
tice  of  the  Peace  or  officer  of  the  Police  above  the  rank  of 
inspector  to  enter  any  premises  wagon  cart  or  other  vehicle 
in  which  it  shall  reasonably  be  suspected  that  such  substance 
as  aforesaid  is  kept  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
and  search  such  premises  wagon  cart  or  other  vehicle.  Any 
such  substance  as  aforesaid  found  in  the  course  of  search  may 
be  seized  and  removed  and  declared  forfeited  by  any  Court  on 
conviction  before  it  of  the  owner  or  person  found  in  posses- 
sion  thereof ;  provided  always  that  when  there  is  danger  that 
the  delay  occasioned  by  obtaining  such  written  authority  will 
defeat  the  objects  of  this  section  any  police  constable  may 
exercise  the  powers  conferred  hereby  without  any  such  written 
authority  as  aforesaid  but  hejihall  as  soon  as  possible  report 
what  he  has  done  to  the  Commissioner  of  Police  or  senior 
officer  of  the  district  and  if  there  be  none_thenJ:o  the  Resident 
Magistrate. 

5.  Title. — This  Ordinance  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as 
the  Opium  Importation  Ordinance  1905. 


Colonial  ano  Jforetgn  mews. 


Patents  in  Turkey. — Some  months  ago  the  Sultan  de- 
cided that  all  the  annual  taxes  on  patents  or  trade-marks 
were  to  be  doubled,  and  that  this  should  apply  to  patents 
and  trade-marks  already  registered.  Messrs.  William  P. 
Thompson  &  Co.'s  agent  in  Constantinople  at  once  went  to 
all  the  principal  embassies  and  laid  the  matter  before  them, 
and  they  now  learn  that  the  Sultan  has  withdrawn  his  irade 
as  far  as  regards  all  patents  and  trade-marks  actually  on  the 
register,  while  continuing  the  irade  in  force  for  all  new 
matters. 

Medicines  for  Austria. — The  sending  of  ready  put-up 
medicine  to  private  persons  in  Austria  is  forbidden,  except 
in  special  cases.  In  consequence  of  numerous  violations  of 
this  decree,  the  Minister  of  Commerce  has  again  given  in- 
structions to  the  postal  authorities  that  all  postal  packets 
coming  from  abroad,  including  Hungary,  addressed  to 
private  persons  must  be  handed  to  the  nearest  Custom-house 
for  further  examination  if  there  is  any  suspicion  that  they 
contain  medicine.  Should  the  contents  prove  to  be  medicine, 
they  are  to  be  sent  back  to  the  sender.  This  is  specially 
directed  against  Messrs.  M.  A.  Winter  &  Co.,  in  Washing- 
ton, who  send  their  "Nature's  health  restorer"  in  this 
manner. 

The  Society  for  Protecting  the  Interests  of  the 
German  Chemical  Industry  discussed  at  a  meeting  at 
Heidelberg  last  week  the  question  of  doing  away  with  pro- 
tected names  for  pharmaceutical  products.  As  was  foreseen, 
the  Society  will  not  hear  of  consenting  to  this  proposal,  which 
has  been  put  forward  in  pharmaceutical  circles.  It  was  de- 
cided to  hand  over  the  matter  to  a  committee  consisting  of 
representatives  of  the  following  firms  :  Chemische  Fabrik 
auf  Aktien  (vorm.  E.  Schering).  Chemische  Fabrik  von 
Heyden,  Farbwerke  vorm.  Meister  Lucius  &  Briining,  Far- 
benfabriken  vorm.  Fried.  Bayer  &  Co.,  C.  F.  Boehringer  & 
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Sohne,  and  E.  Merck.  The  committee  have  laid  their  con- 
clusions before  the  Patent  Commission  for  decision. 

The  Union  of  Manufacturers  of  Proprietary  Articles 
held  their  annual  meeting  at  Berlin  on  October  11.  The 
President,  Mr.  Fritz  Heimann,  of  the  firm  of  Johann  Maria 
Farina,  gegeniiber  dem  Juliehsplatz,  Cologne,  read  the  report 
•on  the  past  year  and  stated  that  twenty- four  firms  belong  to 
this  association.  The  main  object  of  the  Union  is  to  put 
■down  price-cutting.  All  the  members  have  agreed  to  sup- 
port one  another  in  this  aim,  and  are  under  an  obliga- 
tion to  see  that  prices  are  kept  up  by  refusing  to  sell 
their  goods  to  cutters.  This  policy  has  proved  beneficial, 
for  most  of  the  large  stores,  especially  in  North  Germany, 
have  consented  to  maintain  prices  and  have  adhered  to  their 
promise.  The  trouble  comes  from  the  smaller  stores  which 
■continue  to  sell  at  cheaper  prices,  obtaining  their  goods 
secretly  from  pseudo-wholesale  houses,  and  remove  the  secret 
marks,  consequently  the  addresses  of  the  suppliers  are  diffi- 
cult to  discover.  The  union  decided  to  endeavour  to  organise 
the  union  on  still  stricter  lines  in  order  to  cope  with  this  evil. 
The  Minister  of  the  Interior  is  to  be  petitioned  to  extend 
the  regulations  for  protecting  the  brands  of  goods,  and  to 
enforce  stronger  measures  against  illegal  competition.  The 
union  will  try  to  get  regulations  passed  which  will  place  the 
ananufacturers  in  a  position  to  enforce  a  minimum  selling- 
price  and  to  prosecute  cases  of  price-cutting.  The  Board 
consists  of  Messrs.  Heimann  (Johann  Maria  Farina,  gege- 
aiuber  dem  Juliehsplatz) ,  Dr.  H.  Rosemann  (Lysoform), 
W.  Ramm  (Wilh.  Anhalt),  Guggenheim  (Otto  E.  Weber), 
and  Henkel  (Henkel  &  Co.).  The  permanent  committee 
members  are  Mr.  Aust  (Kathreiners  Malzkaffee-Fabriken) 
and  Dr.  Goldmann  (Farbenfabriken  vorm.  Fried.  Bayer  & 
■Co.).    The  office  of  the  union  is  at  55  Konigstr.,  Berlin. 

Russian  Chemists'  Strike. — At  a  meeting  of  the  pharma- 
cist strikers  in  St.  Petersburg,  held  on  October  11.  it  was 
reported  that  the  strike  had  already  lasted  twenty-three 
■days  and  that  only  seventeen  pharmacies  then  stood  out ; 
nevertheless  the  report  read  at  the  meeting  held  out  the 
prospect  of  a  long  continuance  of  the  strike.  After  the 
feelings  of  the  300  present  had  been  roused  by  various  tales 
of  hardship  the  meeting  passed  a  resolution  in  favour  of 
a  general  strike,  not  to  be  terminated  till  the  whole  of  the 
masters  had  given  in.  Accordingly  the  master  pharma- 
cists received  formal  notice  from  the  League  of  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Assistants  that  unless  in  the  case  of  the  seventeen  phar- 
macies that  still  maintain  the  old  conditions  the  terms  of  the 
League  are  accepted  a  general  strike  will  be  at  once  declared. 
The  League  further  addressed  a  communication  to  the  Town 
Council  of  St.  Petersburg  stating  that  in  view  of  the  step 
threatened  the  assistants  did  not  wish  the  public  to  suffer, 
and  they  offered  to  work  without  charge  in  the  town  hospital 
pharmacies,  where  the  public  might  be  supplied  during  the 
continuance  of  the  strike.  Meantime  in  several  pharmacies 
the  vacancies  caused  by  the  want  of  assistants  have  been  filled 
by  physicians,  dentists,  accountants,  and  others.  The 
Medical  Council  has  appealed  to  the  Minister  of  War  to 
supply  military  pharmacists  to  the  civil  pharmacies  in  order 
to  be  able  to  supply  medicines  to  the  public.  The  following 
demands  are  made  by  the  assistants  : 

The  introduction  of  sets  of  assistants  to  relieve  each  other  at 
a  given  time. 

Each  assistant  to  have  night-duty  not  more  than  eight  times 
a  month,  and  the  day  following  the  night-duty  to  be  a  day  off. 

The  minimum  rate  of  salary  is  to  be :  for  apprentices 
45  roubles  (6/.  15s.),  assistants  90  roubles  (13/.  10s.),  and 
managers  110  roubles  (16/.  10s.)  a  month. 

Three  months'  notice  to  be  given  on  either  side. 
Considerable  feeling  has  been  caused  by  a  number  of  the 
physicians  of  St.  Petersburg  openly  aiding  the  strikers. 
According  to  the  "Novosti"'  the  St.  Petersburg  pharma- 
cists have  decided  to  agitate  for  the  raising  of  the  pharmacy 
tariff  to  that  which  ruled  up  till  September  1904,  or  it  will 
be  impossible,  they  aver,  to  give  satisfaction  to  the  demands 
of  the  assistants.  The  bureau  of  the  League  of  Medical  Men 
has  raised  the  boycott  on  the  Alexieffsky  pharmacy,  St. 
Petersburg,  in  consequence  of  the  owner  having  given  satis- 
faction to  the  claims  of  the  assistants.  A  telegram  from  St. 
Petersburg  states  that  the  proprietors  of  chemists'  shops  held 
a  meeting  on  October  25.  and  decided  to  close  all  their  estab- 
lishments and  to  refuse  to  prepare  medicines.  They  also 
resolved  to  join  the  chemists'  assistants  in  demanding  re- 
forms and  political  liberty.

X-rays  for  Simla. — It  is  under  consideration  to  provide 
an  x-ray  apparatus  for  joint  use  in  the  Walker  Hospital  and 
the  Ripon  Hospital,  Simla.  The  cost  in  London  is  placed  at 
250/. 

An  Old  Inhabitant. — The  death  occurred  last  month  of 
Mr.  Ernest  Boesinger,  one  of  the  oldest  residents  of  Ootaca- 
mund,  in  his  eighty-third  year.  Mr.  Boesinger  settled  there 
in  1869,  and  established  the  Nilgiri  Pharmaceutical 
Company. 

Trade-marks  on  Soap. — An  interesting  case  has  been 
decided  at  Karachi,  in  which  the  agents  for  Gossage's 
English  bar-soap  proceeded  against  the  proprietors  of  a 
native  soap  firm  for  placing  on  the  market  bar-soaps  exactly 
imitating  the  marks  on  Gossage's  soaps.  The  defendants  in 
the  case  were  fined  l.OOORs.  and  1.350Rs.  respectively. 

A  Far-reaching  Ordinance. — The  lot  of  the  Straits 
chemist  is  becoming  far  from  a  happy  one.  Since  the  enact- 
ment of  the  Morphine  Ordinance  nine  months  ago  chemists 
have  been  regularly  sending  in  their  monthly  returns,  and 
these  have  been  accepted  by  the  authorities.  It  is  therefore 
somewhat  surprising  for  them  to  receive  another  official 
notice  saying  that  in  future  returns  of  tincture  of  opium, 
wine  of  opium,  opium  powder,  compound  tincture  of  cam- 
phor, etc.,  would  be  required.  This  has  caused  some  con- 
sternation and  heat  in  local  pharmaceutical  circles.  The 
whole  matter  rests  on  the  definition  of  morphine.  In  the 
Ordinance  the  clause  runs  :  "  Morphia  and  all  salts  of  mor- 
phine, and  any  alkaloid  or  salt  of  any  alkaloid  of  opium  to 
any  solution  thereof."  The  four  last  words  are  taken  to 
include  the  liquid  galenicals  mentioned,  but  it  is  not  known 
how  the  "  official  mind  "  brings  "  Pulvopii  "  into  this  defini- 
tion. Chemists  are  also  notified  that  no  permit  to  export 
morphine  to  the  Federated  Malay  States,  Johore.  and  Muar 
will  be  granted  unless  the  application  is  accompanied  by  a 
permit  from  the  State  Surgeon  authorising  the  import 
thereof. 

Indian  Hemp  Cultivation. — The  report  of  a  sub-com- 
mittee on  "An  Ordinance  to  prohibit  the  cultivation  and 
possession  of  Indian  Hemp  "  was  the  subject  of  consider- 
able discussion  in  the  Ceylon  Legislature  on  September  6. 
With  certain  verbal  alterations  the  sub-committee  recom- 
mended that  the  Bill  be  passed,  but  the  Low  Country 
Sinhalese  member  protested  that  provision  should  be  made 
in  the  Bill  for  the  supply  of  Indian  hemp  from  authorised 
dispensaries  to  native  practitioners  for  medicinal  purposes. 
He  was  supported  by  the  Kandyan  member,  who  pointed 
out  that  Indian  hemp  is  largely  used  by  native  practi- 
tioners in  treating  children  for  worms  and  other  com- 
plaints, and  if  the  cultivation  of  the  plant  is  entirely  pro- 
hibited, and  if  the  natives  are  to  have  no  provision  made 
for  obtaining  the  leaf  when  they  want  it,  it  would  be  a 
great  hardship  to  them.  The  Low  Country  Sinhalese 
member  said  the  drug  is  used  by  village  doctors  in  the 
treatment  of  cattle,  and  all  that  he  asked  was  that  the  drug 
might  be  obtained  from  authorised  dispensaries  in  the 
same  way  as  arsenic.  The  Tamil  member  said  the 
extract  and  the  tincture  were  much  better  to  use  than  the 
dried  leaves.  He  was  opposed  to  the  amendment,  as  once 
the  native  practitioner  was  allowed  to  use  the  plant  it 
would  be  openly  grown  and  extensively  used.  The 
Attorney-General  pointed  out  that  if  the  amendment  were 
acceded  to,  the  Bill  would  be  practically  useless.  The 
theory  that  underlay  the  Bill  was  that  Indian  hemp  is 
dangerous,  and  its  cultivation  ought  to  be  absolutely  pro- 
hibited, as  in  other  British  Colonies  and  in  other  countries, 
such  as  Egypt,  and  all  over  the  Turkish  Empire.  There 
was  nothing  in  the  law  to  prevent  the  sale  of  the  tinctures 
and  extracts,  which  contain  the  principle  of  the  plant  and 
are  more  certain  in  their  operation.  The  Kandyan  member 
objected  that  the  Vedaralas  did  not  know  how  to  use  the 
tincture  or  extract;  but  on  a  division  the  Bill  was  passed 
by  thirteen  votes  to  three. 
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AN  Executive  meeting  was  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edin- 
burgh, on  Friday,  October  20,  Mr.  D.  B.  Dott  presiding. 

The  Late  Mr.  J.  B.  Stephenson. 
The  Chairman,  referring  to  the  death  of  Mr.  J.  B. 
Stephenson,  spoke  of  his  work  in  connection  with  the 
branch,  and  his  accomplishments  as  a  practical  pharmacist. 
He  thought  they  should  draw  up  a  minute  expressing  their 
sense  of  the  loss  which  pharmacy  had  sustained  in  Mr. 
Stephenson's  death,  and  suggested  that  a  copy  of  it  should 
be  sent  to  his  widow  and  the  members  of  his  family.  Mr. 
David  Storrar  supported  the  proposal,  remarking  that  Mr. 
Stephenson  had  been  one  of  their  foremost  men,  and  he  had 
clone  much  to  make  Scotch  pharmacy  what  it  is.  The  Chair- 
man's suggestion  was  agreed  to. 

Nomination  of  Examiners. 

The  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  consider  and 
recommend  names  for  nomination  as  examiners  was  then  read 
by  the  Assistant  Secretary,  and  considered  in  private.  Mr. 
Meldrum  and  Mr.  Sutherland  are  the  examiners  who  retire 
according  to  by-law.  After  careful  consideration  of  all  the 
names  brought  before  them,  including  those  sent  in  by 
members  of  the  Executive,  the  committee  agreed  to  recom- 
mend the  nomination  of  Mr.  Jonathan  Innes  Fraser,  Edin- 
burgh, and  Mr.  George  Fowlie  Merson,  Kilmarnock,  to  fill 
the  two  vacancies,  and  that  these  two  gentlemen,  along  with 
the  other  examiners,  be  nominated  for  election  for  the  year 
1906.  A  long  discussion  took  place  in  private,  not,  it  was 
understood,  regarding  the  gentlemen  recommended  to  be 
nominated,  but  on  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  whether  any 
and  what  amount  of  additional  information  should  be  em- 
bodied in  the  report  regarding  the  names  considered.  Ulti- 
mately the  following  motion,  proposed  by  Mr.  Tocher,  and 
seconded  by  Mr.  Fisher,  was  agreed  to  : 

That  John  Gibson,  Professor  of  Chemistry  in  the  Heriot- 
Watt  College,  Edinburgh;  James  William  Helenus  Trail], 
Professor  of  Botany  in  the  University  of  Aberdeen ;  Peter 
Boa,  Edinburgh ;  George  Coull,  D.Sc,  Edinburgh ;  Alex- 
ander  Davidson,  Montrose  ;  David  Brown  Dott,  Edinburgh  ; 
Jonathan  Innes  Fraser,  Edinburgh,  and  George  Fowlie 
Merson,  Kilmarnock,  be  nominated  for  election  by  the 
Council  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  Scotland 
for  the  year  1906. 

Agriculturists  and  the  Pharmacy  Bill. 

The  report  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee  was  then 
submitted  by  the  Assistant  Secretary.  The  first  item  had 
reference  to  the  remit  to  the  committee  to  obtain  a  conference 
with  the  directors  of  the  Scottish  Chamber  of  Agriculture 
with  the  object,  if  possible,  of  dispelling  certain  erroneous 
views  held  by  agriculturists  regarding  the  Pharmacy  Bill. 
They  reported  that  as  the  Pharmacy  Bill  had  been  with- 
drawn the  element  of  urgency  for  seeking  a  conference  had 
to  some  extent  disappeared,  and  owing  to  the  holiday  seascn 
having  arrived  they  deemed  it  expedient  to  defer  the  con- 
ference till  after  harvest.  It  had  been  ascertained  that  the 
first  Wednesday  of  the  month  is  the  most  likely  day  to  be 
convenient  for  the  directors  of  the  Chamber  of  Agriculture, 
and  they  suggested  that  a  letter  should  be  sent  to  the  Cham- 
ber asking  for  a  friendly  conference  on  some  date  that 
would  be  suitable  for  both  bodies. 

Professor  C.  R.  Marshall,  Dundee,  is  to  open  the  session 
with  an  address  on  "  Some  Thoughts  on  a  Pharmacopoeia." 

A  list  of  nominations  for  the  offices  of  divisional  secre- 
taries was  drawn  up  for  submission  to  the  Council. 

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour,  on  being  asked  to  report  as  one  of  the 
delegates  to  the  Conference  at  Brighton,  stated  that  hos- 
pitality had  reached  the  high-water  mark  at  Brighton,  but 
he  thought  there  was  too  much  of  festivities  at  these  meet- 
ings, and  pharmacists  are  finding  it  a  very  serious  considera- 
tion to  take  their  wives  with  them  to  attend  all  the  functions, 
which  are  full-dress  affairs.     They  might  have  a  larger 


attendance  if  they  did  not  have  to  change  their  dress  so. 
often.  He  did  not  think  they  had  been  exhausted  by  the- 
intellectual  labours  of  the  Conference.  He  was  astonished, 
and  a  little  grieved,  to  observe  the  licence  in  the  behaviour 
on  the  part  of  some.  There  was  smoking  at  all  the  meetings, 
although  ladies  were  present  at  some  of  them.  One  did  not 
like  to  enter  a  protest.  But  he  had  talked  to  the  President, 
and  he  did  not  interfere,  he  hoped  it  would  not  form  a 
precedent,  as  he  did  not  think  puffing  pipes  and  cigars  all! 
round  became  the  dignity  of  the  Conference.  Another  point 
was  that  he  found  that  out  of  twenty-two  papers  read  one- 
only  was  read  by  a  retail  chemist.  That  was  the  fault  of  the 
retail  chemists,  and  he  thought  it  a  very  great  pity.  When, 
he  thought  of  the  immense  amount  of  material  at  the  com- 
mand of  every  retail  chemist,  he  felt  sure  that  if  he  exercised 
care  and  observation,  and  recorded  his  observations,  h& 
would  be  much  more  in  evidence  than  he  was.  They  had  the 
reverse  side — directors  of  boards  and  wholesale  firms, 
teachers  of  pharmacy,  very  estimable  persons,  and  other 
persons  who  had  certain  interests  at  stake  winch  were 
probably  served  by  reading  papers  on  such  occasions.  One 
felt  sorry  a  little  to  see  that  that  element  is  growing  instead' 
of  decreasing.  Some  of  the  papers  were  mere  compilations. 
He  made  these  observations  in  a  critical  spirit,  but  on  the 
whole  the  remaining  impression  one  had  of  the  visit  of  the 
Conference  to  Brighton  was  that  it  was  admirable  in  every 
way,  notwithstanding  the  shortcomings  he  had  mentioned?. 
Speaking  of  dissipation,  he  might  say  that  those  who  did 
dissipate  did  so  with  the  utmost  propriety,  and  carried  their 
character  as  Scotchmen. 

Mr.  Storrar  :  I  am  always  suspicious  of  a  man  who  has  to 
say  he  was  sober. 

Mr.  W.  B.  Cowie  supported  the  remarks  made  by  Mr. 
Gilmour  with  regard  to  the  smoking,  and  added  an  account 
of  the  excursion  made  by  a  party  from  the  Conference  to 
Paris,  acknowledging  the  assistance  the  party  received  from 
the  representatives  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  in  Paris. 

Mr.  Wilson  and  Mr.  Giles  added  some  remarks,  the 
latter  stating  that  he  did  not  regard  the  smoking  as  unusual: 
or  out  of  place. 

The  Chairman  expressed  his  regret  at  being  unable  to 
attend  the  Conference.  He  thought  there  was  a  tendency  to 
make  things  too  much  of  an  entertaining  character  at  the 
Conference.  That  was  particularly  the  case  in  England — 
more  so  than  in  Scotland. 

Proposed  Rules  of  Procedure. 
Mr.  J.  Anderson  Russell  then  spoke  in  support  of  the 
following  motion  of  which  he  had  given  notice  :  "  That  the 
Executive  adopt  rules  for  the  conduct  of  its  business." 
Mr.  Glass  seconded  the  motion.  Mr.  Fisher  moved  the 
previous  question,  which  Mr.  Tocher  seconded,  and  it  was 
carried  by  nine  votes  to  five.

Mr.  Morgan  is  the  senior  partner  of  the  firm  of  Morgan 
Brothers,  proprietors  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  and 
Ihe  has  taken  an  active  part  in  the  civic  government  of 
London  since  his  election  in  1892  as  alderman  for  the  ward 
of  Cordwainer,  and  in  1900-1  he 
was  Sheriff  of  the  City.  In 
tooth  capacities  he  has  done  good 
service    to    the    City,  whose 
acquaintance  he  made  in  1840, 
when   as   a  lad    of   nine  he 
•came  from  Glasbury,  Brecon- 
shire,  to  be  a  scholar  in  Christ's 
Hospital.     In  that  institution 
he  remained  until  Easter  Mon- 
day, 1846,  when  he  returned  to 
Wales  as  a  pupil  of  the  National 
Bank  of  England.    After  his 
apprenticeship   the  bank  sent 
him  to  the  Manchester  branch, 
where   he   was   chief  cashier 
mntil  1855.    Mr.  Morgan  is,  we 
(may  mention,  the  sixth  son  of  a 
large  family  born  to  Thomas 
Morgan,  of  Glasbury,  and  his 
wife  Marianne,  the  daughter  of 
William  Vaughan,  of  Brecon. 
When  he  left  Manchester  in 
1855  it  was  to  start  in  business 
with  five  of  his  brothers  as 
wholesale   druggists'  sundries- 
men,   subsequently  merchants, 
and  they  also  founded  the  busi- 
ness now  carried  on  by  the 
Morgan  Crucible  Co.,  Ltd. 

It  is  many  years  since  Messrs. 
Morgan  Brothers  abandoned 
their  business  as  merchants, 
nevertheless  it  is  of  interest  to 
note  that  the  Alderman's  year 
of  the  Mayoralty  is  the  jubilee 
year  of  his  firm.  It  was  on 
September  15,  1859,  that  the 
first  number  of  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  was  published, 
"The  Ironmonger"  having  ap- 
peared earlier  in  the  year.  Per- 
haps the  words  of  a  contem- 
porary, whose  Editor  com- 
menced his  business  career  on 
the  staff  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  may  be  quoted  in  this  connection  : 

The  mercantile  firm  of  Morgan  Brothers  were  the  real 
progenitors  of  the  trade  or  class  journal.  All  the  members 
of  the  firm  were  endowed  with  keen  foresight,  and  as  all- 
round  men  of  business  it  would  bo  difficult  to  find  their 
superiors.  Working  in  perfect  harmony  and,  if  we  may  be 
permitted  to  say  so,  complete  brotherly  love,  they  not  only 
carried  on  a  big  merchants'  and  banking  business,  but 
quickly  made  their  journals  valuable  properties  It 
would  not  be  exaggeration  to  call  42  Cannon  Street  the 
romc  of  the  trade  journal,  and  not  a  few  men  who  served 
their  novitiate  in  that  excellent  school  have  founded  and  are 
now  the  proprietors  of  successful  journals  representing

various  trade  interests.  We  are  sure  that  all  the  old  asso- 
ciates of  the  firm  will  be  gratified  to  see  one  of  its  most 
respected  members  occupying  the  Civic  Chair,  and  will  feel 
that  it  is  an  honour  worthily  bestowed  on  one  of  London's 
most  successful  and  enterprising  citizens. 

Mr.  Morgan's  share  in  the  business  had  always  been  on  the 
financial  side,  and  it  is  also  in  respect  to  finance  that  his 
services  have  been  sought  outside  his  own  business.  He  has 
been  treasurer  of  Christ's  Hospital  since  1891,  having 
entered  into  residence  there  in  that  capacity  on  Easter 
Monday,  1891,  exactly  forty- 
five  years  after  he  left  the  in- 
stitution as  a  scholar.  But  his 
services  to  this  ancient  founda- 
tion date  back  to  his  early  man- 
hood, when  he  devoted  the  first 
fruits  of  his  prosperity  to  be- 
coming one  of  its  governors.  As 
treasurer  he  has  performed  the 
onerous  duties  arising  from  the 
transfer  of  the  school  to  Hor- 
sham, and  the  consequent  dis- 
posal of  the  City  site  to  St. 
Bartholomew's  Hospital,  in 
part,  but  chiefly  to  the  Post 
Office.  It  may  be  mentioned 
that  on  Lord  Mayor's  Day, 
November  9,  the  Headmaster  of 
the  school  (the  Rev.  A.  W. 
Upcott)  and  three  Grecians  {i.e., 
head  boys)  will  occupy  one  car- 
riage in  the  procession  from  the 
Guildhall  to  the  Law  Courts,  in 
recognition  of  the  Lord  Mayor's 
connection  with  the  school. 

Mr.  Morgan  is  a  Freemason  of 
many  years'  standing,  and  he 
was  Grand  Treasurer  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England  in 
1897-98.  He  is  also  a  director  of 
Hudson's  Bay  Co. 

Being  a  bachelor,  Mr.  Morgan 
will  be  assisted  in  the  social 
duties  of  the  Mayoralty  by  his 
niece,  Mrs.  Hornby  Steer,  as 
Lady  Mayoress,  and  her  hus- 
band, the  Rev.  W.  H.  Hornby 
Steer,  of  St.  Phillip's,  Kenning- 
ton,  has  been  appointed  private 
chaplain  to  the  Lord  Mayor. 

Although  during  the  past 
fifteen  years  Mr.  Morgan 
has  been  only  an  occasional 
visitor  at  42  Cannon  Street, 
the  direct  supervision  of  the 
journals  being  in  the  hands  of 
his  brother,  Mr.  Septimus  Vaughan  Morgan,  and  two 
nephews,  he  is  held  in  affectionate  regard  by  the  staff,  who 
have  presented  him  this  week  with  an  address  of  congratu- 
lation. This  referred  to  the  remarkable  growth  of  the 
business  started  by  Messrs.  Morgan  Brothers  half  a  century 
ago ;  and  it  especially  dealt  with  the  personal  characteristics 
and  adminstrative  abilities  which  have  won  for  the  senior 
partner  so  distinguished  a  position  in  civic  life.  One  of  the 
first  public  acts  which  will  fall  to  the  Lord  Mayor  next  month 
will  be  the  reception  of  the  King  of  Greece  at  the  Guildhall.

The  N.A.E.D.,  at  its  recent  annual  meeting  in  Boston, 
reaffirmed  the  resolution  of  last  year,  ' '  fraternally  request- 
ing all  the  druggists  to  lessen  Sunday  business  by  confining 
their  Sunday  trade  strictly  to  works  of  necessity  and  mercy." 

The  Stamp-tax  is  the  subject  of  very  solicitous  considera- 
tion at  present  by  the  various  interests  in  the  drug-trade. 
The  N.  A.R.D.  has  made  preparations  to  fight  its  re-establish- 
ment by  Congress,  and  the  National  Wholesale  Druggists' 
Association,  convening  recently  in  annual  session  in  New  I 
York,  took  similar  action.    The  stamp  tax  was  imposed  upon  I 
proprietary  medicines  and  other 
articles     during     the  Spanish- 
American  war  of  1898,  but  was 
discarded  in  1900  after  the  very 
vigorous  opposition  of  the  drug- 
trade.    The  Govermental  deficit 
of  the  last  year  has  brought  the 
subject   forward    for  discussion 
again. 

N.  H.  Martin's  Criticisms.— 
Considerable  interest  has  been 
manifested,  writes  our  corre- 
spondent, in  the  criticisms  made 
upon  the  new  Pharmacopoeia,  at 
the  recent  meeting  of  the  Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical  Association,  by 
Mr.  N.  H.  Martin,  the  prominent 
British  pharmacist,  of  Newcastle- 
on-Tyne,  who  attended  the  con- 
vention. Mr.  Martin  expressed 
the  opinion  that  Pharmacopoeias 
ought  not  to  consider  the  question 
of  what  medicaments  or  what  pre- 
parations are  possessed  of  real 
therapeutic  efficiency ;  but,  in- 
stead, what  articles  are  prescribed 
and  used  by  physicians.  Phar- 
macopoeias should  consequently  be 
more  inclusive.  He  believed  the 
U.S. P.  failed  to  comprise  a  great 
many  articles  and  preparations 
which,  if  recognised  in  that  book, 
would  make  it  much  more  popular 
with  physicians  and  much  more 
useful  generally. 

A  "  National  Druggists'  Fire 
Insurance  Company  "  has  been 
launched.    Frank  H.  Freericks,  of 
Cincinnati,  Ohio,  has  been  endeav- 
ouring for  several  years  to  get  the 
National    Association    of  Retail 
Druggists    to    establish    such  a 
corporation.       At     the  recent 
Boston  meeting  of  the  N-A.R.D. 
the  proposition  was  rejected,  but 
it  was  stated  that,  individually, 
many  members  of  the  organisa- 
tion  would  like  to  go  into  the 
concern  as  a  separate  institution. 
Before  the  Boston  meeting  ad- 
journed a  provisional  organisa- 
tion was  made,  officers  elected,  and  committees  appointed  to 
go  ahead  and  form  a  permanent  organisation  as  early  as 
possible.    The  scheme  is  a  purely  co-operative  one,  and  the 
purpose  is  to  provide  members  of  the  company  and  other 
druggists  with  cheaper  insurance  rates  than  they  are  able  to 
secure  from  the  old  line  companies. 

Pharmaceutical  Associations. — Every  one  of  the  forty- 
five  States  in  America  has  a  pharmaceutical  association. 
Some  of  the  less  densely  populated  States  in  the  West,  how- 
ever, have  societies  that  are  rather  small  and  ineffective, 
and  so  it  happens  that  recently  the  proposition  has  been  made 
to  form  what  will  be  called  an  "  Inter-Mountain  Associa- 
tion," of  the  States  of  Wyoming,  Utah,  Idaho,  Montana, 
and  Colorado.  Recently,  in  connection  with  the  Portland 
Exposition,  a  "Pacific  Coast  Pharmaceutical  Association" 


was  formed,  comprising  the  several  States  on  the  extreme 
western  edge  of  the  country.  With  these  two  organisa- 
tions the  Great  West  ought  to  be  pretty  well  represented. 
Considering  also  that  the  N. A.R.D.  looks  after  the  business 
interests  of  the  pharmacists  of  the  entire  country,  and  the 
A. Ph. A.  their  professional  and  scientific  interests,  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  United  States  is  adequately  provided  for  in 
the  matter  of  associations. 

Pharmacopoeia  Complications. — A  somewhat  embarrass- 
ing situation  has  arisen  with  reference  to  the  newly  pub- 
lished eighth  revision  of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia. 
In  Illinois,  for  instance,  the  State  law  declares  "  the  latest 
Pharmacopoeia "  to  be  the  standard  for  all  drugs.  The 
Attorney-General  of  the  State  now  declares  that  the  Legis- 
lature,   in    enacting    the  law,, 
had  in  mind  the  revision  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  then  in  force,  and' 
that  the  new  book  can,  therefore,, 
not  be  recognised  until  the  law  is- 
amended  by  the  next  Legislature. 
Inasmuch  as  the  body  will  not 
meet  for  two  years,  it  will  readily 
be  seen  that  a  most  unfortunate- 
complication  will  exist  meanwhile. 
If    the    pharmacist    uses  the 
standards   of   the  new  Pharma- 
copoeia, as  he  certainly  should,  for 
innumerable   reasons,    he   is  ire 
danger  of  being  prosecuted  for 
violating  the  State  law  !  The  same 
situation  exists  in  several  other 
States,  and  it  remains  to  be  seer? 
what  the  outcome  will  be. 

Orders  by  Post. — One  of  the 
great  evils  with  which  the  pharma- 
cists of  the  United  States  have 
had  to  contend  during  the  past, 
two  or  three  years  has  been  the 
competition  of  what  are  called 
"mail  order  houses."  These  large 
concerns  issue  catalogues  covering 
almost  every  line  of  goods,  and 
they  sell  proprietary  articles  and 
other  medicines.  Underselling  the 
druggists  themselves  as  a  rule, 
they  have  seriously  interfered 
with  their  business  in  many  of  the 
rural  districts  throughout  the 
country ;  and  this  is  one  of  the 
evils  that  the  N.  A.R.D.  has  sought 
to  correct  by  asking  the  whole- 
salers and  the  manufacturers  not 
to  supply  their  goods  to  the  mail 
order  houses.  So  far  as  proprie- 
tary articles  are  concerned,  the 
contract  plan  solves  the  problem 
very  nicely.  Not  being  able  to  cut 
the  price  on  these,  the  great  mail 
order  concerns  have  refused  to 
handle  them  absolutely  ;  and  if  all 
patent-medicine  proprietors  would 
adopt  this  plan,  the  druggists 
of  the  country  would  be  very 
happy  for  this,  if  for  no  other 
reason. 


Diphtheria  Bacteria. — The  President  of  the  Government  of 
Wiesbaden  has  issued  a  notice  calling:  attention  to  the  danger 
of  diphtheria,  and  stating  that  it  has  been  ascertained  that 
the  bacteria  of  diphtheria  adhering  to  eating  and  drinking 
utensils  retain  life  up  to  fifteen  days,  and  that  a  sufficient 
removal  of  the  infection  cannot  bo  accomplished  by  washing 
the  glasses  and  rubbing  them  dry  with  cloth.  Neither  can 
forks  and  knives  be  freed  of  infection  by  simply  rubbing  them. 
This  is  however,  accomplished  within  one  minute  by  washing 
with  a  2-per-cent.  solution  of  soda.  He  calls  the  special 
attention  of  proprietors  of  educational  institutions  and  oi 
hospitals  to  the  fact  that  apparently  healthy  persons  fre- 
quently carry  diphtheria  germs  in  the  mouth,  thereby  infect- 
ing eating  and  drinking  utensils,  and  in  this  way  they  may  be 
instrumental  in  spreading  tho  disease.

High  Court  Case. 

Adjusting  a  Printing  Account. 
On  October  25,  before  the  Official  Eeferee,  Mr.  Pollock, 
K.C.,  at  the  High  Court  of  Justice,  the  reference  of  Allen 
&  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  v.  Wood  &  Rozelaar,  came  on  for  hear- 
ing, and  was  for  an  adjustment  of  accounts  between  the 
parties  in  regard  to  the  plaintiffs'  printing  contract  with 
defendants.  The  action  was  to  recover  the  sum  of  584/., 
alleged  to  be  due  from  the  defendants  to  the  plaintiffs  on 
account  of  various  overcharges  on  their  printing  accounts, 
and  certain  alleged  bribes  to  plaintiffs'  late  printing  man- 
ager. Walter  Simpson.  Defendants  set  up  a  counter-claim 
and  denied  that  there  were  any  overcharges,  and  they 
further  denied  that  they  had  in  any  way  bribed  Simpson. 

Mr.  Hugo  Young,  K.C..  and  Mr.  Ashton  Cross  were 
counsel  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  Mr.  Rawlinson,  K.C.,  and 
Mr.  Harry  Dobb  appeared  for  defendants. 

It  appeared  that  it  came  to  the  plaintiffs'  knowledge  that 
defendants  had  paid  some  96/.  to  Simpson  whilst  he  had 
been  giving  them  plaintiffs'  printing  orders.  Defendants, 
whilst  admitting  that  Simpson  had  the  amount  mentioned, 
pleaded  that  the  sum  comprised  various  small  loans,  and  the 
greater  part  of  it  had  been  repaid.  Plaintiffs,  acting  upon 
this  information,  had  the  defendants'  accounts  investigated, 
and  then  they  found,  it  was  alleged,  that  after  allowances 
for  fair  prices,  defendants'  charges  were  excessive.  De- 
fendants claimed  in  respect  of  orders  amounting  to  2,316/., 
but  plaintiffs  said  they  were  liable  for  only  1,330/.,  or, 
allowing  a  discount  of  2^,  a  sum  of  1,290/.  net.  Plaintiffs 
had  paid  1,750/.,  and  they  now  claimed  460/.,  the  difference 
between  the  two  amounts,  and  the  96/.  alleged  to  have  been 
paid  Simpson  as  bribes.  There  was  also  a  claim  for  28/. 
paper  supplied  to  the  defendants,  making  the  total  claims 
584/. 

Defendants  said  all  their  charges  were  fair  and  reasonable, 
and  in  no  way  excessive.  They  said  they  had  never  given 
bribes  to  Simpson.  They  set  up  a  counter-claim  for  money 
due. 

After  hearing  the  evidence  of  witnesses  the  hearing  was 
adjourned. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Gentian  and  Olive-stones. 
At  Consett  on  October  23,  Sidney  R.  Blackburn,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Rowlands  Gill,  was  charged,  under  Section  6 
of  the  1875  Act,  with  selling  ground  gentian-root  which 
Mr.  W.  F.  K.  Stock,  the  county  analyst,  certified  to  contain 
2-5  per  cent,  of  ground  olive-stones.  Mr.  Corke,  Newcastle, 
for  the  defendant,  admitted  the  correctness  of  the  analysis, 
and  defendant,  on  oath,  said  that  his  wife  sold  the  mixture 
to  prosecutor.  He  had  since  destroyed  the  remainder  of  the 
stock,  which  he  was  not  aware  was  adulterated.  He  had 
bought  it  from  a  wholesale  agent  in  London  through  a 
Newcastle  firm.  It  was  the  second  quality,  and  cost  4d. 
per  lb.    The  superior  quality  was  6d.  or  8d. 

The  Chairman  (Mr.  Annandale)  said  that  the  Magistrates 
would  like  to  know  the  difference  in  the  quality  of  the  two 
kinds. 

Defendant  said  that  the  cheaper  quality  was  rougher,  and 
was  used  largely  for  agricultural  or  veterinary  purposes. 
He  purchased  the  root  exclusively  for  agricultural  pur- 
poses. The  better  quality,  which  was  for  domestic  pur- 
poses, was  generally  sold  in  liquid  form,  and  if  in  powder 
was  of  finer  texture.  He  had  since  procured  the  superior 
quality  of  gentian-root,  and  had  obtained  a  warranty. 

The  magistrates  considered  that  the  offence,  which  was 
not  a  very  serious  one,  had  been  proved,  and  the  defendant 
would  be  fined  10s.  and  costs. 

Mr.  Jennings  (who  prosecuted)  observed  that  this  was  the 
first  test-case  in  regard  to  this  particular  root  taken  into 
court  in  the  country,  and  he  asked  if  their  Worships  would 
allow  the  solicitor's  fee. 

The  Chairman  said  that  the  county  authority  had  attained 
its  object  in  bringing  the  matter  before  the  notice  of  the 
public,  and  might  therefore  be  satisfied. 


Sweet  SrmiT  of  Nitre. 
At  Sheffield  police-court,  on  October  19,  Emma  Marsden, 
grocer,  Park,  was  ordered  to  pay  5s.  and  7s.  costs  for  selling- 
sweet  spirit  of  nitre  which  was  not  up  to  the  B.P.  standard. 

County  Court  Cases. 

Sale  of  a  Chemist's  Business. 
Owing  to  Judge  Ellicott  being  at  the  funeral  of  the  late 
Bishop  Ellicott  on  Saturday  last,  the  further  hearing  ot 
the  case  of  Barlow  v.  White  (see  C.  <L-  D.,  October  21,  p.  655) 
did  not  come  up. 

A  Chemist's  Assistant's  Action. 
At  the  Birmingham  County  Court  on  Tuesday,  October  24, 
before  his  Honour  Judge  Amphlet,  Ernest  Hanley,  drug- 
stores, Icknield  Port  Road,  sued  Mrs.  C.  M.  Beech,  also  ot 
Icknield  Port  Road,  for  5/.,  being  the  amount  of  a  cheque  of 
which  payment  had  been  stopped.  Mr.  E.  R.  Bickley  (in- 
structed by  Bickley  &  Lynex)  was  for  the  plaintiff,  and  Mr. 
Marshall  Freeman  (instructed  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Stoddard)  lor 
the  defendant.  .„„,,,  j  u 

Mr.  Bickley  explained  that  plaintiff  had  been  engaged  by 
defendant  to  manage  a  chemist's  business  for  her  in  the  Ick- 
nield Port  Road  at  a  remuneration  of  25-s.  per  week  and 
meals  After  remaining  in  this  position  for  some  time  a 
dispute  arose  between  the  parties,  as  a  result  of  which 
plaintiff  was  dismissed,  receiving  a  cheque  for  5/.  in  lieu  ot 
notice  Afterwards  plaintiff  found  that  defendant  had 
stopped  payment  of  this  cheque,  and  he  had  never  received 
his  money.  ,    ,    ,  ., 

Mr  Marshall  Freeman  contended  that  it  was  necessary 
for  plaintiff  to  prove  consideration  for  the  cheque.  The 
Bills  of  Exchange  Act,  Section  75,  provides  that  a  banker 
is  not  obliged  to  pay  a  cheque  after  countermand  ot  pay^ 
ment  That  goes  to  show  that  the  law  assumes  the  right  ot 
a  person  who  has  drawn  a  cheque  to  stop  payment  under 
certain  circumstances;  in  this  case  the  plaintiff  could  not 
be  regarded  as  a  holder  for  value  unless  he  could  prove  that 
he  was  entitled  to  the  amount  for  which  the  cheque  had  been 
drawn.  The  defence  to  this  action  was  that,  alter  the 
cheque  had  been  given,  defendant  discovered  that  plaintilt 
had  been  guilty  of  certain  misconduct  which  would  have 
justified  his  dismissal  without  any  payment  in  lieu  of  notice. 
He  (counsel)  contended  that  under  these  circumstances 
defendant  was  entitled  to  stop  payment  of  the  cheque 

A  legal  argument  then  ensued  as  to  the  details  ot  the 
action,  as  a  result  of  which  his  Honour  gave  leave  to  the 
v,io  sfoto.mp.Tif  of  claim,  ana  to  trie  ae- 
The  hearing  was  ad- 


plaintiff  to  amend  his  statement  of  claim  and  to  the  de- 
fendant to  enter  a  counter-claim.  The  hearing  was  ad- 
journed to  November  14,  costs  to  be  costs  in  the  cause  His 
Honour  declined  to  adopt  Mr.  Bickley's  suggestion  that  the 
amount  should  be  paid  into  Court.

Re  John  Edward  Lincoln  Rees,  « shemist  s  assistant,  la te 
artist  and  photographer  at  Pentre,  f^^^SS^AA 
examination  of  the  debtor  was  concluded  at  the  Pon^piidd 
Bankruptcy  Court  last  week.  The  gross  liabilities  were  stated 
at  245/.  lis.  6c/.,  net  243?.  18*.  6<2„  net  assets  78/.  12*.  6&,  and 
estimated  deficiency  165/.  6s.  "  Experimental  losses  and  in- 
sufficient takings  were  among  the  scheduled  causes  ot  in- 
solvency. The  examination  was  provisionally  closed,  the 
debtor  advising  the  Court  he  was  now  in  London. 

Re  George  Neale,  late  of  15a  Market  Street,  Bacup,  chemist 
and  druggist.— At  Rochdale  Bankruptcy  Court  on  October  19, 
application  was  made  for  the  discharge  of  this  debtor,  who 
failed  in  February  1893.  The  Deputy  Official  Receiver  (Mr. 
Herbert  Booth)  reported  that  the  liabilities  were  514/.  19s.  Id., 
and  the  assets  realised  138?.  Is.  4c?,,  the  debtor  having  esti- 
mated his  debts  at  626?.  19s.  6c?.,  and  his  assets  at  143?.  Is.  10c?. 
The  amount  distributed  was  126?.  6s.  Id.  Judge  Bradbury 
said  the  debtor's  position  was  one  over  which  he  had  no 
control,  and  under  the  circumstances  he  appeared  to  be  not 
to  blame,  as  the  business  did  not  turn  out  so  successfully  as 
anticipated.  He  granted  the  discharge,  which  was  suspended 
for  two  years. 
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Me  Robert  Townshend,  trading  as  G.  R.  Heal,  23  Old 
Market  Street,  Bristol,  chemist  and  dentist. — The  first  meet- 
ing of  creditors  was  held  at  Bristol  on  October  25.  The  liabili- 
ties amounted  to  420/.,  the  deficiency  being  estimated  at  363/. 
The  alleged  causes  of  failure  were  "  long  illnf.js,  during  which 
the  business  greatly  depreciated,  heavy  rental,  and  heavy 
taxes."  According  to  the  Official  Receiver's  observations,  the 
bankrupt,  who  is  sixty-four  years  of  age,  states  (hat  he  began 
business  on  July  28,  1896,  commencing  with  a  capital  of  100/. 
He  traded  in  the  name  of  "  G.  R.  Heal,"  the  person  from 
whom  the  business  was  purchased.  There  was  no  prospect  of 
a  dividend  being  paid  to  the  creditors.  At  the  date  of  the 
receiving  order  the  Official  Receiver  found  that  practically  no 
business  was  done  at  the  premises,  and  the  takings  had 
apparently  been  dwindling  for  a  very  long  period.  The 
Official  Receiver  is  trustee. 


flDeotcal  Gleanings. 


Pain  and  Sleeplessness. 
One  of  the  most  interesting  discussions  at  the  last  annual 
meeting  of  the  British  Medical  Association  was  on  the  treat- 
ment of  sleeplessness  and  pain.  The  debate  was  opened  by 
Sir  Lauder  Brunton  in  his  noted  lucid  manner,  his  remarks 
on  the  nerve-cells  which  determine  whether  one  shall  sleep 
or  not  being  particularly  pretty.  He  likened  these  cells  to 
amoebae,  whose  prolongations  keep  us  in  touch  with  the  outer 
world,  and  in  sleep  are  retracted.  As  we  grow  old,  and 
under  certain  conditions,  the  power  of  the  cells  to  retract  the 
prolongations  diminishes,  and  so  sleeplessness  comes  on.  Sir 
Lauder  gave  several  examples  of  drugs  or  methods  which 
induce  sleep  or  relieve  pain  by  stimulating  the  retractive 
power.  We  can  only  quote  a  few  of  the  more  striking 
practical  passages  of  the  address  : 

In  cases  where  indigestion  produces  insomnia,  we  should 
give  no  food  during  four  hours  or  more  before  sleeping-time, 
or,  if  this  is  found  to  be  disadvantageous,  the  food  should  bo 
of  the  lightest  description.  Where  flatulence  and  acidity 
prevents  sleep,  some  bicarbonate  of  soda  and  peppermint  is 
sometimes  more  efficacious  than  a  sleeping-draught. 

Occasionally,  when  the  whole  body  gets  too  hot  and  the 
circulation  excited,  merely  getting  out  of  bed  and  walking  a 
few  times  round  the  room  to  get  cool  will  allow  the  patient  to 
obtain  sleep. 

When  the  skin  is  uncomfortable  from  dryness,  want  of 
elasticity  or  the  presence  of  waste  products,  a  hot  bath  or 
hot  sponging,  followed  by  very  gentle  drying,  will  some- 
times bring  on  sleep. 

Where  the  feet  are  -persistently  cold  and  not  relieved  even 
by  a  hot  bag,  putting  them  in  cold  water,  rubbing  them 
hard  until  they  are  red,  then  drying  with  a  warm  soft  towel, 
may  relieve. 

One  of  the  commonest  causes  of  severe  pain  is  toothache, 
and  this  is  very  frequently  indeed  due  to  the  irritation  of  an 
exposed  nerve  by  acid  substances  or  acid  secretions  in  the 
mouth.  If  these  be  neutralised,  the  pain  ceases  in  a  mar- 
vellous manner,  and  I  have  found  the  prescription  of  my 
friend,  Sir  Dyce  Duckworth,  exceedingly  useful.  It  consists 
of  a  little  bicarbonate  of  soda  with  laudanum,  put  on  a  pled- 
get of  cotton-wool  and  introduced  into  the  decayed  tooth. 

Sometimes  a  general  aching  of  all  the  teeth  is  caused  by 
the  action  of  acid  saliva  upon  the  teeth  ju&t  where  they 
emerge  from  the  gums,  and  this  may  be  relieved  or  cured 
by  frequently  washing  the  mouth  out  with  a  solution  of 
bicarbonate  of  soda,  or  sucking  tabloids  of  the  same  sub- 
stance. 

A  good  deal  was  said  about  hypnotics  by  Sir  Lauder  and 
other  physicians.    The  former  deprecated  their  use  in  some 
cases  because  relief  of  the  cause  often  produces  sleep — e.g., 
Headaches  can  usually  be  not  only  arrested,  but  prevented, 
by  a  more  or  less  continuous  use  of  bromide  of  potassium 
and  salicylate  of  soda,  combined  with  some  aromatic  spirit 
of  ammonia  to  avoid  depression.  There  are  some  headaches 
where  these  remedies  are  of  little  use,  that  is,  the  nocturnal 
headaches  associated  with  specific  disease,  and  in  them  largo 
doses  of  iodide  of  potassium  are  most  useful.  Occasionally, 
this  drug  renders  most  signal  service,  even  when  no  history 
of  specific  disease  can  be  obtained,  and  in  cases  where  there 
is  much  tenderness  of  the  scalp,  benzoate  of  soda,  which  is 
nearly  allied  in  its  chemical  constitution  to  salicylate,  may 
relieve  the  pain  while  the  salicylate  is  powerless. 
Dr.  W.  Hale  White  in  the  course  of  some  remarks  said  : 

Soporific  drugs  should  not  be  given  in  the  form  of  com- 
pressed tablets,  for  they  may  be  useless,  because  they  are 
passed  through  the  bowel  unchanged,  or  they  may  dissolve 


so  slowly  that  they  are  not  absorbed  until  the  end  of  a  sleep- 
less night,  with  the  result  that  the  patient  is  drowsy  the  next 
day.  Often,  if  a  peaceful  night  has  been  won  by  one  of  these 
drugs,  a, second  good  night  will  follow  without  another  dose, 
probably  because  the  whole  of  the  first  dose  has  not  been 
eliminated. 

Dr.  B.  Dawson  in  closing  the  discussion  urged  the  im- 
portance of  combining  anodynes  with  hypnotics  for  ad- 
ministration at  night-time  where  there  is  pain.  A  small  dose 
of  aspirin,  for  example,  added  to  trional  or  veronal  will 
produce  sleep  under  many  circumstances  where  the  hypnotic 
alone  will  fail.

The  Egyptian  fragment  printed  last  week  depicted  the 
manufacture  of  castor  oil.  It  was  reported  recently  that  M.

What  is  Behind 

the  demand  for  a  warranty?  asks  Mr.  J.  C. 
Umney.  "If  it  is  to  buy  and  sell  goods  which  will  just 
scrape  through  the  standards  of  the  public  analysts  such 
procedure  would  be  derogatory."  No  doubt;  but  is  that 
the  only  probable  explanation,  and  is  not  the  suggestion 
itself  derogatory  ?  The  controversy  is  a  pretty  one, 
academically,  and  it  is  a  pity  to  introduce  mean  motives 
on  either  side.  Retail  pharmacists  accept  with  gratitude 
the  assurance  of  the  wholesale  gentlemen  who  have  so  far 
expressed  themselves  on  this  subject  that  they  have  only  the 
reputation  of  pharmacy  in  view.  Let  the  wholesalers  in 
return  convince  themselves  that  those  of  their  customers 
who  ask  for  a  warranty  are  only  anxious  to  give  them  a 
locus  standi  in  court  when  the  nature,  substance,  or  quality 
of  any  of  their  products  is  challenged.  With  those  two  pos- 
tulates granted  the  argument  can  proceed  smoothly,  and  it  is 
for  the  prudent  retailer  to  decide,  after  studying  Mr. 
Umney's  warnings,  whether  sufficient  cause  has  been  shown 
why  he  should  not  avail  himself  of  the  protection  which  the 
law  provides  for  him.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  more  careful  he 
is,  the  more  anxious  always  to  supply  the  best  medicines, 
the  greater  reason  is  there  that  he  should  adopt  this  and 
every  other  reasonable  precaution.  Paying  the  highest 
possible  price  is  wise  from  some  points  of  view,  but  there 
must  be  a  limit  to  that ;  and  besides,  it  is  not  an  absolute 
guarantee.  Mr.  Umney,  I  notice,  suggests  that  when  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  next  amended  the  warranty 
provision  will  probably  be  repealed,  at  least  as  far  as  drugs 
are  concerned.  There  may  be  an  attempt  to  get  that  done, 
but  the  effort  to  strengthen  the  section  by  making  the  invoice 
a  warranty  will  certainly  be  renewed,  and  is  at  least  as  likely 
to  be  successful. 

Think  Pharmaceutically 

is  the  exhortation  of  the  President 
of  the  Western  Chemists'  Association.  In  the  sense  in 
which  Mr.  Rogers  gave  the  advice  it  may  have  been  sound, 
but  as  a  general  maxim  the  wisdom  of  the  counsel  is  open  to 
controversy.  Thinking  pharmaceutically  means  thinking  in 
a  groove,  and  it  promotes  that  reverent  contemplation  of 
our  esteemed  selves  which  inevitably  manifests  itself  in 
hopeless  resolutions,  impossible  claims,  and  an  Ishmaelitish 
attitude  to  the  world  generally.  No  doubt  people  of  one 
idea  are  often  terrible  forces  in  a  community,  but,  as 
Carlyle's  mother  said,  "  they  are  gey  hard  to  live  with." 
Napoleon  had  one  such  among  his  generals,  and  he  said  of 
him  he  could  not  do  without  Vandamme,  but  if  he  had  two 
Vandammes  he  should  certainly  shoot  one  of  them.  The 
modern  and  obviously  the  more  agreeable  way  of  accomplish- 
ing an  aim  is  to  try  to  think  the  thoughts  and  realise  the 
prejudices  of  our  possible  adversaries.  If  we  get  no  other 
advantage  from  that  policy  we  at  least  learn  of  the  currents 
and  rocks  which  we  had  better  avoid. 
Mr.  James  Reid's  Parable 

of  the  Scotch  Church  difficulty  has 
the  merit  of  being  capable  of  service  on  both  sides  of  the 
pharmaceutical  discussion.  Mr.  Reid  shows  that  when  the 
good  kirk  was  so  unexpectedly,  if  not  unjustly,  mauled  by 
the  House  of  Lords,  even  as  our  Pharmacy  Act  had  been 
mauled  by  the  same  judicial  body  years  ago,  there  arose  a 
feeble  but  resolute  old  man  who  fought  so  vigorously  for  his 
injured  community  that  he  soon  succeeded  in  evoking  indig- 
nation enough  to  compel  remedial  legislation.  The  inference 
is  that  if  pharmacy  had  such  a  man  in  its  ranks  it  could  go 


and  do  likewise.  The  parallel  is  excellent  up  to  the  point 
of  the  brutal  logic  of  the  House  of  Lords,  but  after  that  it 
breaks  down.  Mr.  Reid  may  take  it  from  me,  if  he  does  not 
know  it  already,  that  the  Scottish  people  are  intensely  keen 
on  their  religious,  or  at  any  rate  on  their  ecclesiastical, 
differences.  That  is  why  the  feeble  old  man  had  such  a  good 
chance.  He  had  only  to  guide  the  national  indignation. 
If  the  pharmaceutical  enthusiasm  of  the  nation  were  in  the 
proportion  of  one  per  cent,  to  its  theological  fury  the  parable 
would  come  into  effective  action,  but  even  then  only  to  that 
degree. 

Mr.  Fulford's  Tragic  Death 

will  excite  the  sorrow  of  a  large 
number  of  personal  friends  on  all  the  continents  of  the  earth. 
For  he  was  a  man  who  made  and  kept  friendships.  In  many 
respects,  too,  he  was  an  interesting  character,  and  it  may  be 
hoped  that  we  shall  get  a  fairly  full  account  of  his  career 
in  the  reminiscences  announced  for  early  publication  by  his 
friend  and  co-adjutor,  Mr.  John  Morgan  Richards.  Mr. 
Fulford  was  a  retail  chemist  in  Canada  when  he  invented  the 
title  "Pink  Pills  for  Pale  People."  It  was  a  catching 
phrase,  tempting  to  the  ear  and  tongue,  but  it  hardly  reached 
the  level  of  genius.  Swinburne  has  written  hundreds  of 
alliterative  lines  as  good.  I  do  not  know  the  market  price 
of  Mr.  Swinburne's  alliterative  poetry  by  the  hundred  lines, 
but  Mr.  Fulford  apparently  thought  his  one  line  good  enough 
to  back  for  millions.  He  was  the  largest  buyer  of  printers' 
ink  on  earth.  I  believe  "  pink  pills  "  hold  the  world's  record 
in  advertising.  It  has  been  stated  by  a  "  London  correspon- 
dent "  that  the  sum  of  40,000/.  a  year  was  spent  on  them. 
This  must  be  far  below  the  truth.  Some  five  or  six  years  ago 
Mr.  Fulford  told  me  he  was  spending  more  than  200,000Z.  a 
year  on  advertisements  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  This,  of 
course,  included  the  cost  of  many  millions  of  pamphlets  in 
various  languages.  I  do  not  think  there  was  any  romance  in 
this.  Mr.  Fulford  was  not  that  sort  of  man.  He  was  singu- 
larly undemonstrative,  with  quiet,  easy  manner,  the  exact 
reverse  of  the  ideal  hustler.  And  yet  his  activities,  and,  one 
would  have  supposed,  his  anxieties,  must  have  been  pro- 
digious. He  at  least  made  no  parade  of  them. 
The  Women  Pharmacists'  Meeting 

must  be  regarded  as  an 
event  great  with  possibilities,  though  we  shall  perhaps  all1 
contemplate  the  "petticoat  peril"  with  equanimity,  not- 
withstanding the  100  members  who  attended  the  meeting  at 
Bloomsbury  Square,  the  200  women  pharmacists  who,  Mr. 
Hills  tells  us,  are  threatening  our  future,  and  Mrs.  Creigh- 
ton's  rather  suggestive  indication  of  the  Russian  revolution- 
ists as  examples.  That  the  ladies  can  beat  us  in  the  class- 
room has  been  proved  many  times.  Nor  does  any  one  doubt 
their  ability  to  dispense  medicines  elegantly  and  accurately. 
Moreover,  it  may  be  expected  that  they  would  make  their 
shops  look  prettier,  and  keep  them  neater  than  we  do.  And 
yet  in  the  quarter  of  a  century  that  has  passed  since  they  first 
asserted  their  right  to  a  share  of  pharmaceutical  work,  they 
have  made  scarcely  any  progress  towards  business  rivalry. 
If  pharmacy  were  really  a  profession,  or  rather  if  there 
were  enough  of  the  professional  part  of  it  to  distribute,  the 
ladies  would  be  far  more  formidable  competitors ;  for  a 
pharmacy  with  a  wire  blind  a  lady  dispenser  would  be 
admirable ;  it  is  apparently  in  the  art  of  shopkeeping  where 
they  fail.  Even  in  businesses  for  which  they  should  be 
peculiarly  suited,  such  as  drapery  or  bookselling,  they  very 
rarely  develop  a  large  concern  without  a  man  manager. 
Mrs.  Creighton  told  her  audience  that  "  visible  assertiveness 
in  a  woman  is  not  attractive."  That  is  true,  but  thereby 
hangs  the  reason  why  attractive  women  are  never  likely  to 
succeed  notably  in  commercial  enterprises.

EMtorfal  Comments. 


Who  will  Win? 

The  reopening  of  the  High  Courts  of  Justice  brings  us 
within  measurable  distance  of  another  decision  under  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  which  should  not  be  inferior  to  any  that  have 
been  given  since  Baron  Pollock  and  Mr.  Justice  Hawkins,  in 
1890,  decided  that  apprentices  and  other  unqualified  assis- 
tants of  registered  chemists  may  not  sell  poisons  except 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  registered  chemist.  This 
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was  regarded  at  the  time  as  a  new  interpretation  of  the  law, 
but  it  was  indicated  by  the  House  of  Lords  in  the  Company 
judgment  ten  years  earlier,  and  only  lacked  official  enforce- 
ment. With  the  exception  of  the  unqualified  assistant  case, 
the  High  Court  decisions  since  1880  have  resulted  from 
opposition  to  official  interpretation  of  the  law,  and  this  in- 
terpretation has  been  upheld  in  England  in  every  instance, 
except  the  licoricine  and  Worcester  agency  cases.  In  Scot- 
land the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  defeated  in  its  en- 
deavour to  prove  that  the  signatories  to  the  memorandum 
of  association  of  a  chemist  company  infringe  the  Act  by 
using  the  title  chemist,  but  that  was  somewhat  in  the  nature 
of  a  try  on.  With  the  appeal  Brown  c.  Leggett,  which  now 
awaits  hearing  by  the  Divisional  Court  of  King's  Bench,  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  has  nothing  to  do,  and  it  is 
not  directly  concerned,  for  it  has  not  even  contributed  to 
the  expenses  of  the  appeal  in  which  its  past  actions  will  be 
reviewed.  The  case  is  under  Section  17  of  the  1868  Act,  and 
it  reintroduces  a  point  which  is  supposed  to  have  been  settled 
in  an  appeal  under  Section  15  (the  Society  v.  Armson).  In 
regard  to  procedure,  it  is  worth  noting  that  Section  15  cases 
may  be  carried  to  the  House  of  Lords;  but  in  Section  17 
cases  the  decision  of  the  Divisional  Court  is  final.  This  may 
be  unfortunate  in  Brown  r.  Leggett,  because  the  decision  of 
the  Court  of  Appeal  in  the  Society  v.  Armson  is  bound  to 
come  under  review,  and  the  Divisional  Court  may  hesitate 
to  set  it  aside  for  the  purpose  of  arriving  at  an  independent 
judgment.  In  the  Armson  case  the  broad  issue  which  the 
courts  had  to  decide  was  whether  a  preparation  from  which 
morphine  had  been  extracted  is  a  poison  within  the  meaning 
of  Section  15.  The  decision  was  given  in  the  affirmative, 
and  it  meant  simply  that  the  preparation  was  an  article 
which  registered  persons  only  could  sell.  The  Courts  went 
no  further  than  that ;  but  the  interpretation  has  been  carried 
further.  In  Brown  v.  Leggett  the  issue  differs  essentially. 
It  is  not  questioned  that  the  article  sold  was  a  poison  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Act,  and  the  seller  is  a  registered  chemist, 
so  that  the  legal  status  of  the  seller  is  not  now  in  question 
as  it  was  in  the  Armson  case.  What  the  respondent  in 
Brown  v.  Leggett  started  to  prove  was  that  the  appellant, 
by  selling  to  an  unknown  person  an  article  from  which  a 
poisonous  vegetable  alkaloid  was  extracted,  infringed  the 
provisions  of  Section  17.  For  the  defence  it  was  contended 
that  the  article  sold  was  a  vermin-killer,  and  that  in  1869  all 
compounds  containing  scheduled  poisons,  when  prepared  or 
sold  for  the  destruction  of  vermin,  were  added  to  Part  2  of 
the  Schedule,  which  does  not  require  knowledge  of  the 
purchaser  on  the  part  of  the  seller.  The  magistrate  took  the 
view  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  in  adding  vermin- 
killers  to  the  Schedule,  did  not  intend  to  withdraw  from 
Part  1  veratrine  or  any  other  article  originally  comprised 
therein,  and  he  backed  this  view  by  citing,  amongst  other 
things,  the  support  of  the  Privy  Council's  Poison  Com- 
mittee, which,  however,  took  quite  the  opposite  view,  for  it 
regarded  vermin-killers  as  being  in  Part  2,  and  expressly 
recommended  that  certain  of  them  should  be  added  to 
Part  1.  The  nature  of  the  case  stated  for  the  opinion 
of  the  High  Court  has  not  transpired ;  but  if  the 
magistrate's  decision  is  confirmed  the  Court  can  scarcely 
fail  to  express  an  opinion  on  the  legality  of  the  manner 
in  which  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Schedule  on 
several  occasions  since  1868,  and  that  opinion  may  play 
havoc  with  the  Schedule.  It  is  satisfactory  to  know  that 
the  case  for  the  appellant  is  in  able  hands,  including  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones,  who,  though  comparatively  inexperienced  in 
High  Court  procedure,  knows  pharmacy  law  in  its  actual 
practice  as  well  as  any  man  at  the  bar.  The  Judges  who 
will  hear  the  argument  are  the  Lord  Chief  Justice,  Mr.  Jus- 
tice Wills,  and  Mr.  Justice  Darling — a  Court  which  on  more 


than  one  occasion  has  risen  superior  to  higher  rulings.  It 
may  be  remembered  that  Mr.  Justice  Wills  was  Senior- 
counsel  with  the  present  Attorney-General  for  the  London 
and  Provincial  Supply  Association,  Ltd.,  when  the  appeal 
in  that  cause  ciltbre  was  heard  in  the  Queen's  Bench  Divi- 
sion, the  Court  of  Appeal,  and  the  House  of  Lords.  He 
knows  the  Pharmacy  Act  well,  and  although  his  argument 
at  the  Queen's  Bench  was  not  sustained  by  the  Court,  it  was 
by  the  two  higher  Courts.    It  was  : 

There  are  many  passages  in  the  Pharmacy  Act  where  it 
cannot  possibly  be  intended  that  the  word  "  person  "  is  to- 
include  a  corporation.   The  word  "  person  "  does  not  natur- 
ally include  a  corporation  at  law.    This  may  be  a  casus 
omissus.    If  the  contention  on  behalf  of  the  Society  is- 
correct,  a  corporation  can  never  carry  on  the  business  of  a 
chemist.  That  might  apply  to  Apothecaries'  Hall,  but  that 
surely  was  not  the  intention  of  the  Legislature. 
Mr.  Justice  Wills  also  gave  judgment  in  Farmer  v.  Glyn- 
Jones  under  the  Medicine  Stamp  Act,  1812.    The  appeal  is- 
expected  to  come  on  on  Wednesday  or  Thursday  of  next 
week. 


Opium  in  the  Transvaal. 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  complications  which  have  re- 
sulted from  the  importation  of  Chinamen  to  work  in  the 
Transvaal  mines  is  that  which  has  given  rise  to  so  much 
trouble  in  the  Colony  from  the  use  of  opium.    It  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  realised  by  those  in  authority  that  the 
smoking  of  opium  is  universal  in  China,  which  is  the  largest 
opium-producing  country  in  the  world,  and  that  the  more- 
affluent  Chinamen  are  the  more  are  they  likely  to  indulge  in 
the  narcotic  pipe.    It  is  true  that  all  Chinamen  are  not 
opium-smokers,  just  as  it  is  true  that  all  Englishmen  are  not 
beer-drinkers ;  and  the  analogy  may  go  a  step  further,  for 
to  deprive  the  Chinese  labourer  of  his  opium  is  just  the- 
same  as  depriving  the  English  working  man  of  his  beer. 
Both  are  better  without  them,  but  in  England  we  know  that 
political  disaster  has  more  than  once  followed  any  attempt 
to  interfere  with  the  privileges  of  Mr.  Bung  and  his  cus- 
tomers.   Quite  rapidly  in  the  Transvaal  has  arisen  a  public 
outcry  regarding  the  violation  of  the  poison  law  through  the- 
supply  of  opium  to  Chinese  labourers,  it  being  alleged  that 
many  of  the  younger  men  amongst  them,  flush  of  cash,  have- 
gone  headlong  into  the  habit,    It  is  difficult  to  ascertain 
on  this  side  the  exact  results,  but  considering  the  expeditious 
manner  in  which  the  Legislative  Council  has  attacked  the- 
problem  the  representations  have  been  extremely  grave  and 
urgent,  for  within  a  fortnight  of  the  promise  being  made  by 
the  Colonial  Secretary  to  the  Pharmacy  Board  the  Draft- 
Ordinance  had  passed  through  committee,  several  important 
amendments  being  made  in  it.    We  print  the  Ordinance  as 
amended  elsewhere  in  this  issue.    Originally  the  draft  pro- 
vided that  no  opium,  its  extract,  or  preparations  of  poppies,- 
should  be  imported  except  for  medicinal  purposes ;  but  this- 
simple  and  probably  impossible  provision  has  been  expanded 
so  that  importation  of  the  drugs  is  confined  to  registered' 
medical  practitioners,  dentists,  and  chemists  and  druggists, 
who  can  only  import  it  under  permits  granted  by  the- 
Colonial  Secretary.    The  alteration  is  one  of  importance  in 
principle,  for  the  Legislative  Council  by  it  recognise  that 
they  cannot  restrict  the  use  of  the  drug  to  medicinal 
purposes,  but  will  make  it  difficult  to  get  for  other  purposes, 
and  if  anyone  has  either  of  the  drugs  in  his  possession  for 
any  other  than  medicinal  purposes  he  will  be  liable  to  a  fine- 
of  500?.,  or  six  months'  imprisonment  with  hard  labour.  We 
call  the  attention  of  wholesale  houses  on  this  side  to  the  pro- 
visions of  Sections  2  and  3,  under  which  it  is  possible  that 
opium,  extract  of  opium,  and  preparations  of  poppies  sent 
to  customers  in  the  Transvaal  may  be  forfeited  at  the- 
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Colonial  Customs  if  the  buyer  has  no  permit  for  the  supply. 
The  importer  will  not  thereby  be  relieved  of  his  liability  to 
pay  for  the  goods. 


Hospital  Medicines. 

Early  this  year  there  was  considerable  discussion  among 
hospital  authorities  in  regard  to  the  per-bed  cost  of  manage- 
ment and  expenses  in  British  hospitals,  as  to  which  there  is 
appalling  variance  in  fact  and  opinion.  Dr.  D.  J.  Macin- 
tosh, Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Western  Infirmary, 
Glasgow,  visited  London  by  request  to  tell  a  medical 
audience  here  how  it  is  that  Scotch  infirmaries  are  conducted 
more  cheaply  than  London  ones,  and  among  the  expensive 
items  of  the  latter  he  mentioned  the  manufacture  of  medi- 
cinal preparations  in  hospitals.  He  said  they  can  be  bought 
cheaper  than  they  are  made.  Our  inquiry  at  the  time 
brought  emphatic  denial  from  some  on  the  pharmaceutical 
side,  but  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  truth  of  the  matter 
was  not  reached.  An  excellent  contribution  towards  this 
has  appeared  in  "The  Hospital"  as  one  of  a  series  of 
articles  on  hospital  administration.  It  is  by  the  chief  dis- 
penser of  a  large  hospital,  who  says  his  "remarks  are  ap- 
plicable to  a  general  hospital  of  600  beds."  He  gives  the 
arguments  in  favour  of  purchasing  supplies  and  confining 
the  duty  of  the  pharmacist  to  compounding  as  being  the 
following  : 

1.  Supplies  {i.e.  finished  pharmaceutical  preparations, 
such  as  compound  and  concentrated  infusions,  tinctures, 
liquid  extracts,  etc.),  being  bought  in  the  open  market  by 
competitive  contract,  are  obtained  at  the  cheapest  rate. 

2.  The  wages  bill  is  reduced. 

3.  The  materials  in  question  cannot  be  produced  pound 
for  pound  as  cheaply  as  in  a  wholesale  warehouse,  which  is, 
of  course,  largely  begging  the  question. 

Be  then  proceeds  to  discuss  the  advantages  of  manufactur- 
ing preparations  within  the  hospital,  putting  in  front  the 
fact  that  the  dispensers  know  what  they  are  dispensing, 
while  under  the  system  of  supply  by  contract,  subject  to 
annual  competition  and  cutting-down  of  prices,  the  result 
is  a  condition  in  which  lowering  of  quality  is  almost 
irresistible  on  the  part  of  the  supplier.  He  shows  that  in 
most  hospital  dispensaries  at  least  three  days  per  week  are 
"  slack,"  and  on  these  three  days  the  dispensers,  or  some  of 
them,  can  be  profitably  employed  in  the  manufacturing 
department,  so  that  the  wages  bill  need  not  necessarily  be 
greatly  enhanced.  His  whole  argument  is  fairly  well 
summed  up  in  the  following  paragraph,  the  rest  of  the 
.article  being  devoted  to  specimens  of  prices,  examples  of  bad 
stuff  supplied  to  hospitals,  and  expressions  oT  personal 
•opinion  (e.g.,  certain  things  "have  to  be  taken  on  'guaran- 
tee.' This  blessed  word,  like  Mesopotamia,  is  mainly  an 
.anodyne  for  anxious  spirits  ")  : 

Purchasing  ready-made  galenicals,  largely  and  competi- 
tively, without  the  means  and  time  for  thorough  examina- 
tion and  testing,  must  mean,  sooner  or  later,  a  depreciation 
of  quality.  Theoretically  it  is  all  right,  practically  we  re- 
cognise the  fallacies.  In  the  matter  of  cost  and  quality  of 
labour  the  advantage  lies  almost  wholly  with  those  who  re- 
commend proper  equipment  and  manufacture  in  the  in- 
dividual institutions.  Finally,  the  broad  assertion  that 
galenicals  cannot  be  produced  as  cheaply  in  this  way  as  by 
wholesale  firms  is  untenable.  It  is  quite  the  other  way.  So 
that  as  matters  stand  in  the  discussion,  even  now  the  case 
advanced  by  those  who  are  opposed  to  the  preparation  of 
medicaments  in  hospitals  cannot  be  defended  for  a  moment. 

As  a  contribution  to  the  problems  of  hospital  management 
the  article  is  remarkably  incomplete,  and  statistically  it  is 
valueless,  but  there  is  much  in  what  the  writer  says 
that  requires  the  attention  of  hospital  authorities.  It  is 
perfectly  well  known  in  the  drug-trade  that  competitive  con- 
tracts do  not  assure  for  hospitals  the  best  drugs,  and  as  so 
much  of  the  success  of  hospitals  depends  upon  therapeutics, 


it  should  pay  the  directors  of  hospitals  to  give  their  medical 
men  the  best  possible  in  this  respect.  "The  Hospital" 
writer  leads  one  to  suppose  that  the  only  remedy  for  this  is 
for  hospitals  to  make  their  own  preparations,  and  that  this 
can  be  done  more  cheaply  in  some  cases  and  in  all  as  cheaply 
as  by  large  manufacturers.  Not  a  single  figure  worth 
quoting  is  given  in  support  of  this,  and  it  is  obvious  that  it 
is  an  economic  fallacy  to  say  that  a  dispensing  staff  of  half 
a  dozen  or  so,  with  a  chief  dispenser  at  2507.  to  400?.  a  year, 
can  work  as  economically  as  the  staff  of  a  larger  establish- 
ment in  which  the  supervising  expenses  are  proportionately 
less.  Moreover,  the  problem  which  really  has  to  be  solved 
is  not  whether  a  few  large  hospitals  in  London  [e.g.,  London, 
St.  Bartholomew's,  University  College,  and  St.  Thomas's) 
are  economically  wrong  in  continuing  their  factories,  but 
what  can  be  clone  to  ensure  better  supplies  for  hospitals 
generally  than  they  get  under  the  cutting  contract  system. 
This  problem  requires  the  consideration  of  physicians  and 
pharmacists  attached  to  hospitals.  Many  of  these  institu- 
tions nowadays  have  dispensers  who  are  not  pharmacists — 
another  economic  error  which  delays  cures  and  saps  the 
confidence  which  physicians  should  have  in  dispensers. 
The  problem  is  capable  of  solution,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
some  attempt  will  be  made  to  settle  it.  "  The  Hospital" 
itself  suggests  combination  among  hospitals — i.e.,  a  co-opera- 
tive factory  for  medicinal  preparations. 


The  Turning  of  the  Worm. 

Serenely  wrapped  in  a  calm  content, 
We  have  sipped  the  wine  of  praise, 
We  have  watched  strong  wills  to  our  purpose  bent, 
And  have  lived  luxurious  days ; 
So  our  reason  rocks 
At  the  rude,  rude  shocks 
We  encounter  Yorkshire-ways. 
We  shrink  when  the  pungent  Broadhead  speaks, 

And  recoil  at  the  curious  Dunn ; 
And  to  think  we  have  talked  for  weeks  and  weeks, 
And  the  speeches  we  have  spun  ! 
Now,  "  For  what  good  ?  " 
Is  distinctly  rude, 
For  we  scarcely  had  begun. 
We  have  tripped  the  country  North  and  South, 

In  a  buoyant,  reckless  mood, 
And  the  same  old  speech  from  mouth  to  mouth 
We  have  passed,  and  thought  it  good. 
But  Sargeant's  quips 
Complaisance  rips, 
And  I'm  sure  they're  downright  rude. 
We  have  raked  the  counties  far  and  near, 

We  have  smoked,  and  lunched,  and  dined  ; 
We  have  met  in  secret  and  in  fear, 
Lest  foes  our  purpose  find. 
But  to  say  that  we 
Can  not  agree 
Is  rudeness  to  my  mind. 
We  have  oft  communed  with  Eighteen  Souls 

Whose  hearts  with  zeal  would  burn, 
And  now  far  back  the  curtain  rolls 
For  fleeting  joys  we  yearn. 
And  I'm  sure  it  would 
Be  beastly  rude 
If  the  Worm  began  to  turn. 

The  Education  of  the  Grocer. 

Reference  has  been  made  in  these  columns  to  the  efforts 
which  are  taking  place  in  the  grocery  trade  to  improve  the 
status  of  assistants  by  the  institution  of  lectures  on  technical 
subjects.  The  Midland  Council  of  Grocers'  Associations 
appointed  a  committee  to  organise  lectures,  and  offers  are 
being  made  to  local  associations  of  grocers  to  supply  lec- 
turers. The  Midland  Council  occupies  a  somewhat  similar 
position  in  the  grocery  trade  to  what  the  Federation  of 
Local  Associations  does  with  chemists.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  the  Midland  Council's  suggestions  are  invariably 
received  with  approval  by  the  associations.    At  one  meeting 
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we  note  that  grocers  rely  upon  technical  education  as  a 
means  of  stopping  the  rush  of  the  public  for  branded  goods. 
The  attitude  of  a  customer  at  the  grocer's  and  the  chemist's 
is  c  I  upared  :  at  the  chemist's  the  customer  asks  what  is  best 
for  her  purpose,  but  at  the  grocer's  shop  the  same  person 
regards  any  suggestion  with  suspicion.  This,  according  to 
a  speaker  at  a  meeting  of  grocers,  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
chemists  are  an  educated  and  organised  body.  It  may  be 
that  this  deduction  is  justified,  but  it  appears  that  the 
grocer  educationalists  are  taking  care  that  the  technical 
lectures  shall  deal  with  shop  subjects.  At  Bristol,  for 
instance,  a  series  of  lectures  is  announced  on  such  eminently 
practical  matters  as  tea,  sugar,  butter,  cheese,  coffee,  bacon, 
window-dressing,  taxation  and  rating,  stocktaking,  re- 
covery of  debts,  and  buying  and  stock-keeping.  The  grocers 
have  taken  the  hint  from  chemists  that  education  commands 
the  respect  of  customers,  and  now  perhaps  the  chemist  will 
return  the  compliment  by  instituting  a  course  of  lectures  on 
commercial  subjects. 

Is  Distilled  Water  Poison? 
In  his  "  Physical  Chemistry  and  its  Applications  to 
Medical  and  Biological  Science  "  Dr.  Findlay  says  : 

If  tissues  or  cells  are  placed  in  distilled  water,  passage  of 
water  into  the  cells  occurs  owing  to  the  difference  of  osmotic 
pressure.  The  cells  swell  up  and  may  finally  burst  and  die. 
In  this  way  pure  water  will  act  as  a  protoplasmic  poison.  A 
similar  poisonous  action  on  cells  is  observed  when  distilled 
water  is  drunk.  In  this  case  the  surface  layers  of  the 
epithelium  of  the  stomach  undergo  considerable  swelling  : 
salts  also  may  pass  out,  and  the  cells  die  and  be  cast  off. 
This  may  lead  to  catarrh  of  the  stomach.  It  is  to  this  action 
of  pure  water  that  the  harmful  effect  of  melted  snow  or  ice  is 
due,  since  freezing  purifies  the  water.  For  this  reason,  also, 
one  of  the  springs  at  Gastein  has  come  to  be  known  as  the 
Poison  Spring,  although  its  water  is  purer  than  ordinary  dis- 
tilled water. 

This  seems  to  be  a  trifle  far  fetched,  and  if  it  were  univers- 
ally applicable  it  would  follow  that  aerated-distilled  water 
and  Loch  Katrine  water  are  injurious,  while  as  a  matter  of 
fact  there  is  no  record,  as  far  as  we  know,  of  gastric  dis- 
turbances being  more  common  in  Glasgow  than  elsewhere. 
Perhaps  some  observing  Glasgow  chemist  may  have  some- 
thing to  say  on  the  subject. 

How  we  are  being  Poisoned. 
This  is  the  title  of  a  series  of  articles  in  the  "London 
M  agazine  "  by  Mr.  Robert  H.  Sherard,  a  writer  who,  we 
learn  from  "  Who's  Who,"  is  the  great-greatgrandson  of 
William  Wordsworth,  and  an  Oxford  University  man.  He 
is  somewhat  sensational  in  style  and  subjects,  and  his 
"-White  Slaves  of  England"  and  similar  articles  on  indus- 
trial problems  in  sixpenny  monthlies  may  be  remembered. 
Mr.  Sherard,  in  the  second  of  his  new  series  of  articles, 
•assails  the  purity  of  beer  and  alleged  indifference  to  its 
■purity  shown  by  public  authorities.  He  tells  us  that  such 
things  as  salt  and  copperas  are  added  to  ale,  and  repeats  a 
Tailway-carriage  conversation  with  a  brisk  young  German 
traveller,  who  told  him  that  picric  acid  is  sold  to  brewers 
;as  a  hop-substitute.  Mr.  Sherard  is  good  enough  to  confess 
•that  "  picric  acid  is  not  often  found ;  but  then,  as  only  two 
samples  of  beer  are  taken  per  diem  in  a  whole  year  over  the 
•whole  of  England  and  Wales,  one  cannot  be  sure  that  the 
young  German  traveller  was  telling  lies."  He  arrives  at 
Iks  figure  by  working  on  the  769  samples  of  beer  examined 
'by  public  analysts  in  1903-4.  He  ought  to  have  known 
•more  than  this  of  the  subject  before  attacking  it,  for  the  fact 
is  that  in  the  Government  laboratories  thousands  of  samples 
:are  examined  yearly,  and  no  pernicious  substance  is  per- 
mitted to  be  added  to  beer.  Of  hops  67.378,823  lbs.  were 
used  in  1904-5  in  beer  brewing,  against  37,196  lbs.  of  hop- 
srtbstitutes,  and  not  a  single  brewer  of  between  150,000 
gallons  and  over  2,000,000  gallons  yearly  used  a  hop-substi- 


tute. Mr.  Sherard  also  comments  upon  arsenic  wine  and 
temperance  drinks  containing  alcohol,  in  which  generalisa- 
tions are  based  upon  isolated  and  rare  cases.  In  another 
part  of  the  article  he  quotes  from  the  ' '  Sydney  Mail  "  a  state- 
ment to  the  effect  that  a  Glasgow  house  sent  out  to  New 
South  Wales  "  cream  of  tartar  composed  of  bone-ash  chemi- 
cally treated,  plaster  of  Paris,  and  starch."  Anyone 
familiar  with  the  trade  will  perceive  that  what  is  here 
referred  to  is  an  acid  phosphate  substitute  for  cream  of 
tartar,  an  article  as  harmless  as  the  latter  and  superior  to  it 
in  certain  respects. 

Storage  of  Alcohol. 

We  have  shared  the  common  notion  that  all  spirits  stored 
in  casks  lose  alcohol  as  the  days  go  by ;  but  a  correspondent 
of  the  "  Revenue  Review  "  disturbs  the  idea  by  submitting 
the  following  figures  derived  from  the  examination  of 
fortified  unsweetened  juices,  which  diminished  slightly  in 
volume  during  storage.    The  figures  are  :

The  deduction  is  that  spirits  compounded  with  flavouring 
ingredients  and  sugar  appear  to  retain  their  alcoholic 
strengths  for  considerable  periods. 


Scientific  progress. 

Temperatures  under  this  leading  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 

Formicin. — This  new  remedy  is  formaldehyde-aeet  imide,  of 
the  constitution  CH3CO(H)(CH2OH).  It  is  a  powerful  anti- 
septic, easily  decomposed  into  its  constituents  in  the  intes- 
tines. It  is  a  colourless  syrup  of  specific  gravity  1,240,  and 
begins  to  decompose  when  heated  to  about  25°  to  30°. 

Coi-:iver  Oil. — The  current  issue  of  "Union  Pharm. 
ceutique"  (1905,  385)  contains  a  paper  by  Professor  Moreau 
and  M.  Bietrix,  covering  three  pages,  which  is  difficult  to 
regard  as  serious,  as  it  labours  a  point  well  known  to  everyone 
oonnected  with  pharmacy.  The  title  of  the  paper  is  "  Cod- 
liver  Oil  which  Deposits  below  0°  :  Is  it  Adulterated  ?  "  The 
authors  stato  that  they  have  made  investigations,  and  find 
there  are  two  varieties  of  cod-liver  oil,  the  freezing  and  tho 
non-freezing,  tho  latter  being  tho  refined  oil  from  which  tho 
bulk  of  the  solid  matter  has  been  frozen  out.  "  Contrary  to 
accepted  ideas  up  to  the  present  time  (the  authors  conclude) 
there  exist  in  commerce  among  medicinal  cod-liver  oils  abso- 
lutely pure  oils,  which  become  turbid  in  winter,  becauso 
they  have  not  been  first  submitted  to  proper  cold  and  filtra- 
tion, etc." 

Correct  TOCelting'-poitts. — Siedler  criticises  the  melting- 
points  of  the  fourth  edition  of  tho  German  Pharmacopoeia 
in  a  paper  ("  Pharm.  Zoitung,"  1905,  828)  in  which  he  gives 
what  he  considers  the  correct  values  for  a  number  of  typical 
compounds.  Antipyrin  is  given  as  melting  at  113° ;  he  states 
that  all  pure  samples  melt  at  111°-1120.  Antipyrin  salicylate 
is  given  as  91°-92°,  against  a  correct  figure  of  93°-94°.  Caffeino 
is  quoted  at  230.5° ;  Siedler  states  that  dry  caffeine  melts  at 
234°,  while  the  air-dried  base  melts  at  229°.  Atropine  sulphate 
is  given  as  180°,  which  is  probably  several  degrees  too  low. 
Pilocarpine  hydrochloride  is  193°-195°,  while  Siedler  finds 
196.5°  or  199°  for  the  air-dried  salt.  Iodoform  is  given  at  120°  ; 
Siedler  finds  115°-116°,  unless  tho  heating  is  very  rapid,  when 
120°  is  the  melting-point.  Cocaine  hydrochloride  is  given  at 
183°;  Siedler  finds  182°,  or  if  rapidly  heated  190°  or  over. 
Terpin  hydrate  melts  at  102°,  not  at  116°  as  quoted.  Agaricin 
is  quoted  at  about  140°  ;  Siedler  finds  137°-139°.  Menthol  is 
given  at  43°,  instead  of  44.5°  ;  and  chloral  hydrate  is  quoted  as 
58°,  instead  of  57°.

The  Business  Done.

Western  Chemists'  Association.

Notwithstanding  all  the  disadvantages,  Mr.  Aplin 
said,  he  would  not  exchange  his  life  as  a  chemist's  assistant 
on  the  meagre  pay  attaching  thereto  for  the  more  highly- 
waged  times  of  the  artisan.  He  did  not  wish  to  decry  the 
nobility  of  labour,  as  all  could  not  expect  to  join  the  pro- 
fessional classes,  but  he  did  say  that  from  the  beginning  there 
were  hewers  of  wood  and  drawers  of  water,  and  would  be 
while  the  world  lasted.  Money  is  not  everything.  A  con- 
tented mind  and  a  healthy  body  are  above  all  price,  and 
if  labour  has  merchant  princes  who  have  sprung  from 
nothing,  so  they  of  pharmacy  have  brilliant  men  at  the  top 
of  the  medical  and  kindred  professions,  proud  of  their  con- 
nection with  the  drug-trade. 


Notts  Pharmaceutical  Association.

Cheltenham  Chemists'  Association. 

At  a  general  meeting  held  at  the  Pioneer  Club  Rooms, 
Gloucester,  on  October  19,  at  which  members  attended,  an 
address  was  delivered  by  Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd,  F.C.S. 
(Exeter)  on  the  question  of  federation  and  direct  representa- 
tion of  pharmacy  in  Parliament.  Mr.  Gadd  fully  explained 
the  objects  of  the  Federation,  and  the  desirability  of 
pharmacy  being  represented  in  the  House  of  Commons,  and 
the  speaker  had  the  satisfaction  of  convincing  the  majority 
of  those  present  of  the  great  necessity  of  supporting  both 
objects  in  every  way  possible.  Owing  to  the  unavoidable 
absence  of  several  members,  a  vote  was  not  taken,  the  matter 
being  deferred  for  fuller  consideration  before  the  next 
meeting. 

Mr.  William  Barron  (President)  very  warmly  com- 
plimented Mr.  Gadd  upon  the  way  in  which  his  address  had 
been  delivered,  and  Mr.  J.  A.  Thomas  strongly  advocated 
that  all  local  associations  and  chemists  who  were  not 
members  of  associations  should  give  this  matter  their  most 
thoughtful  consideration  and  support. 


Bournemouth  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

To  inaugurate  the  new  session  the  members  of  the  above 
Association  assembled  at  the  Hotel  Metropole  for  their 
annual  dinner  on  October  19.  The  President  of  the  Asso- 
ciation (Mr.  Stewart  Hardwick)  occupied  the  chair,  and  was 
supported  by  thirty-four  members  and  friends.

W.  Worfolk)  occupied  the  chair,  and  the  company,  number- 
ing seventy,  included  Mr.  A.  Hagon,  Alderman  Ward,  Mr. 
F.  W.  Branson,  Messrs.  Jackson  and  Hanson  (Bradford), 
Messrs.  Walshaw  and  Wood  (Huddersfield),  Mr.  Judge 
(Wakefield),  Mr.  Dixon  (Halifax),  Messrs.  Day  and  Broad- 
head  (Dewsbury),  Mr.  W.  P.  Bowman  (Messrs.  Goodall, 
Backhouse  &  Co.),  Mr.  W.  D.  Pollitt  (Vice-President,  Leeds 
Association),  Mr.  J.  H.  Beacock  (Treasurer),  Messrs.  E. 
Crawford,  R.  Fourness,  F.  W.  Hollingworth,  F.  C.  Long, 
T.  I.  Preston,  and  F.  Pilkington  Sargeant  (members  of  the 
Council),  Mr.  W.  T.  Castelow  (Hon.  Secretary),  Mr.  G. 
Jackson  (Auditor),  Mr.  Yewdall,  Mr.  G.  Ward,  and  Mr. 
Teasdale.  The  loyal  toasts  having  been  honoured,  Mr.  Bea- 
cock proposed  the  toast  of  "The  Pharmaceutical  Society," 
and  in  doing  so  referred  to  the  question  of  title,  giving  a 
typical  case  of  company  pharmacy  to  illustrate  his  views. 
There  is,  he  said,  within  a  few  miles  of  where  they  were 
sitting,  a  company  whose  capital  is  300/.  in  1/.  shares.  One 
member  of  the  company  has  294  shares,  two  brothers  and 
their  wives  and  another  relative  have  one  share  each,  and  a 
qualified  chemist,  who  lives  two  hundred  miles  off,  has  one 
share.  If  it  is  a  fact  that  that  1/.  share  owned  by  that 
qualified  chemist  gives  the  company  the  right  to  use  the  title 
"  chemist,"  the  urgency  of  remedying  such  a  state  of  things 
becomes  apparent.  There  appears  to  be  no  value  in  the 
suggestion  that  they  should  appeal  to  the  public,  for  the 
public  seem  to  be  entirely  indifferent.  All  that  appears  to 
be  possible  is  to  make  stronger  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
from  which  alone  remedial  action  can  be  expected.  The 
toast  was  responded  to  by  Mr.  A.  Hagon,  who  made  a  refer- 
ence to  the  motion  which  he  had  submitted  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
Unless  personal  qualification  can  be  successfully  maintained 
as  the  only  method  of  conducting  the  business  of  a  chemist 
and  druggist  he  felt  that  there  was  no  future  for  pharmacy. 
Either  the  qualification  must  be  maintained  or  pharmacy 
must  go  down. 

The  toast  of  "  The  City  and  Trade  of  Leeds"  was  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  F.  W.  Branson  and  responded  to  by  Alderman 
Ward  (ex-Mayor).  "Kindred  Associations"  were  spoken 
of  in  terms  of  high  compliment  by  Mr.  W.  D.  Pollitt,  and 
the  courtesy  was  acknowledged  by  Mr.  Walshaw,  President 
•of  the  Huddersfield  Association,  and  Mr.  Broadhead,  of  the 
Dewsbury  Association,  the  latter  of  whom  expressed  his 
great  appreciation  of  the  stand  on  behalf  of  a  principle  which 
had  been  made  by  Mr.  Hagon.  The  proceedings  terminated 
wdth  the  toast  of  "  The  Leeds  Association,"  but  the  arrival 
•of  "closing  time"  prevented  the  President  from  making 
more  than  the  barest  acknowledgment. 


Cambridge  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  on  October  20,  Mr.  E.  S. 
Peck,  M.A.,  in  the  chair. 

Treasurer's  Report.— The  Treasurer  (Mr.  H.  F.  Cook, 
C.C.)  reported  that  the  income  for  the  year  had  been 
18/.  4s.  Id.,  including  a  balance  brought  forward  of 
•3/.  3s.  Id.  The  expenditure  had  been  15/.  10s.  9d.,  leaving 
a  balance  in  hand  of  21.  13s.  lOd.    The  report  was  adopted. 

Annual  Report. — This  was  a  review  of  the  chief  events 
of  the  year,  the  very  successful  dinner  being  especially  re- 
ferred to.  The  chairman,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the 
report,  mentioned  that  Mr.  Campkin,  who  had  held  the  office 
for  nine  years,  wished  to  resign  the  Hon.  Secretaryship.  The 
report  was  adopted. 

Presidential  Suggestions. — The  Chairman,  who  was 
the  retiring  President,  took  the  opportunity  of  thanking 


the  Committee  and  the  Hon.  Secretary  for  the  hearty  co- 
operation they  had  given  during  his  two  years  of  office.  In 
no  sense  anticipating  the  programme  of  his  successor  or 
successors,  he  would  like  to  suggest  one  or  two  subjects  it 
would  be  well  for  them  to  consider.  Would  it  not,  for 
instance,  be  policy  for  them  to  endeavour  to  have  a  pharma- 
ceutical representative  in  Parliament?  There  must  be  a 
fair  number  of  qualified  men  in  the  ranks  of  pharmacy — at 
least  one,  if  not  two  men  could  be  found — who  had  the  time, 
ability,  and  willingness  to  act  in  that  capacity.  Another 
matter  was  connected  with  the  sale  of  poisons,  and  they 
might  discuss  the  pros  and  cons  of  a  greater  uniformity 
among  chemists  in  respect  to  the  sale  of  such  things  as 
Fellows'  or  Easton's  syrup,  or  compound  things  such  as  bis- 
muth, pepsin,  and  strychnine  tabloids.  Then  they  could 
discuss  the  question  as  to  whether  they  should  not  insist 
upon  a  written  warranty  from  the  wholesale  dealers.  Mr. 
Peck  then  referred  to  co-operative  buying,  which  had  been 
taken  up  by  a  few  of  the  members,  and  said  it  was  a  de- 
batable point  as  to  whether  they  should  not  increase  that 
very  largely  and  so  endeavour  to  compete  commercially  with 
some  of  the  larger  concerns. 

The  New  Officers. — Mr.  H.  F.  Cook  was  elected  Presi- 
dent. He  wanted  Mr.  Peck  to  continue  another  year,  he 
said,  for  he  had  now  been  in  office  two  years,  and  was  con- 
sequently at  the  zenith  of  his  capacity,  but  Mr.  Peck  upon 
principle  declined  a  third  successive  election.  The  other 
officials  appointed  were  :  Vice-Presidents,  The  Mayor 
(Alderman  A.  S.  Campkin),  Alderman  A.  Deck,  and  Mr. 
E.  S.  Peck;  Treasurer,  Mr.  Evans;  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr. 
Mallett ;  Committee,  Messrs.  B.  S.  Campkin,  Flanders. 
Greensmith,  Macmillan,  Moss,  and  Palmer ;  Divisional 
Secretaries,  Alderman  A.  S.  Campkin  and  (for  Chesterton) 
Mr.  H.  F.  Cook. 

Poisons  Schedule. — A  letter  was  received  from  the 
Editor  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  enclosing  reprints 
of  articles  regarding  the  Poisons  Schedule.  It  was  resolved 
to  discuss  the  matter  at  one  of  the  sessional  meetings. 

Parliamentary  Representation. — The  Hon.  Secretary 
said  he  received  the  previous  day  a  letter  from  the  Federa- 
tion as  to  Parliamentary  representation  of  pharmacy  :  the 
Chairman  was  unaware  of  the  fact  when  he  made  his 
references  upon  the  same  subject.  The  Federation,  he  said, 
wished  the  matter  discussed  in  camera.  The  letter  was 
formally  received,  but  members  failed  to  see  the  necessity 
for  the  suggested  privacy  about  the  whole  thing. 

At  the  close  of  the  meeting  Mr.  E.  S.  Peck  and  Mr. 
Bernhard  S.  Campkin  were  heartily  thanked  for  their  ser- 
vices. 


West  Riding  Federation. 

The  third  annual  meeting  of  this  Federation  of  Chemists' 
Associations  was  held  on  Tuesday,  October  24,  at  the  White 
Horse  Hotel,  Wakefield,  Mr.  W.  Pollard  (President)  in 
the  chair.  Also  present  were  Alderman  Dunn  and  Messrs. 
Jackson  and  Hanson  (Bradford),  Messrs.  J.  H.  Beacock, 
G.  W.  Worfolk,  F.  P.  Sargeant  and  Johnson  (Leeds), 
Messrs.  Walshaw.  Calvert,  Hadfield,  and  Wood  (Hudders- 
field), Messrs.  Rhodes  and  Pickard  (Dewsbury),  Mr. 
Whalley  (Wakefield),  Messrs.  Billington,  Rigby.  and 
Matthews  (Barnsley).  a  Halifax  member,  and  Mr.  R.  Broad- 
head  (Hon.  Secretary). 

The  Secretary's  Report  stated  that  the  year  had  been  one 
of  active  work.  There  are  now  seven  local  associations  in 
the  Federation,  representing  274  members.  The  Federa- 
tion should  be  able  to  present  to  its  units  well-matured  and 
uniform  opinions  on  all  current  topics  of  interest,  and, 
although  it  had  progressed,  had  scarcely  justified  its  exist- 
ence so  far  as  united  action  is  concerned.  Apart  from 
trade  matters,  upon  which  the  members  had  been  remarkably 
unanimous,  consensus  of  opinion  on  any  one  subject  seemed 
impossible. — On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Pickard,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Sargeant,  the  report  was  adopted. 

Finance. — The  balance-sheet  showed  a  balance  in  hand  of 
21.  15s.  3f/.  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  which  ended  with 
a  credit  balance  of  11.  3s.  3d.    This  report  was  also  adopted. 

A  Comparison. — The  President  said  that  whatever  the 
Federation  had  failed  to  do,  it  could  scarcely  be  said  that 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  in  its  different  degree,  had  had 
any  greater  success.    The  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
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Council  had  been  stumping  the  country,  but  only  to  tell 
them  that  the  Society  could  do  nothing  in  certain  matters. 
They  only  appeared,  at  present,  to  be  hanging  up  the  trousers 
of  despair  with  the  braces  of  hope. 

Election  of  Officers. — Mr.  Joseph  Rhodes  was 
elected  President,  Messrs.  Pollard  and  Dunn  Vice-Presi- 
dents, and  Mr.  R.  Broadhead  was  re-elected  Hon.  Secretary. 
■ — The  retiring  President,  in  acknowledging  a  vote  of  thanks, 
sincerely  hoped  to  see  the  craft  in  better  circumstances  when 
he  left  it,  though  he  had  no  personal  reason  for  being  con- 
cerned in  the  matter,  as  his  only  son  had  gone  in  for  the 
medical  profession. 

Cui  Bono  ? — Alderman  Dunn  asked  if  anybody  knew  what 
was  to  be  the  outcome  of  the  new  scheme  of  local  organisa- 
tion of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  He  had  attended 
several  meetings  a  few  months  ago,  and  felt  very  little  wiser 
for  doing  so,  and  he  had  not  heard  of  any  definite  develop- 
ment since. — Mr.  Pickard  said  that,  so  far  as  that  district 
was  concerned,  the  work  of  organisation  had  been  done 
before  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  arrived  with  its  organisa- 
tion scheme.  It  had  been  a  sheer  waste  of  time  to  come 
into  a  district  where  they  were  so  consolidated  already. — 
Mr.  Sargeant  said  he  thought  the  recent  action  of  the  Society 
in  going  about  the  country  had  been  very  well  described  as 
ploughing  the  sands.  He  had  not  been  able  to  perceive 
that  any  good  had  been  done  by  these  meetings.  He  had 
noticed  that  whenever  the  question  of  titles  was  mentioned 
at  a  West  Riding  meeting  it  always  gave  rise  to  a  sort  of 
cheap  humour  among  the  anonymous  correspondents  of  the 
organ  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  and 
they  began  to  discuss  the  howling  susceptibilities  of  the 
individuals  who  discussed  titles ;  but  it  was  his  firm  opinion 
that  until  the  leaders  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  could 
see  that  the  only  thing  that  was  worth  fighting  for  was  the 
title  they  were  wasting  their  efforts.  He  moved  that  a 
special  meeting  should  be  called  to  discuss  the  titles  ques- 
tion. Mr.  Worfolk  seconded  the  resolution,  and  it  was 
carried.    This  was  all  the  business. 


Public  Dispensers'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the  St.  Bride  In- 
stitute, Ludgate  Circus,  E.C.,  on  October  25,  Mr.  R. 
Welford,  Chairman  of  Council,  presiding. 

About  twenty  members  were  present  to  hear  the  paper  by 
Mr.  H.  C.  T.  Gardner  on  "  The  Relation  of  the  Dispenser  to 
the  Public  and  to  the  Institution."  Mr.  Gardner  said  the 
theme  of  his  paper  was  suggested  by  overhearing  the  remark 
of  one  patient  to  another  that  "  the  apothecaries  here  have 
much  more  responsibility  than  the  doctors,  for  it  is  only 
necessary  for  the  doctors  to  order  the  medicine,  but  the 
apothecaries  have  to  handle  it."  The  truth  of  this  state- 
ment, said  Mr.  Gardner,  in  effect,  would  be  more  apparent 
probably  to  chemists  than  to  doctors,  and  it  is  not  often  that 
so  much  credit  is  given  to  the  dispenser  by  members  of  the 
public.  The  dispenser  in  a  public  institution  requires  to 
exercise  a  continuous  diplomacy.  With  regard  to  the  prac- 
tice of  pharmacy  in  public  institutions,  it  is  undergoing  a 
process  of  evolution.  The  dispenser  of  to-day  has  a  status 
far  superior  to  that  of  twenty  years  ago.  In  the  earliest 
times  priests  were  often  the  medical  officers  and  dispensers 
in  charitable  institutions ;  nowadays  the  medical  officer  is 
not  a  priest,  but  he  is  often  the  dispenser.  This  combina- 
tion, however,  is  dying  out,  for  the  dispenser  has  become  a 
legally  qualified  person,  and  medical  men  themselves  are 
coming  to  regard  dispensing  as  not  altogether  compatible 
with  professional  dignity.  The  relation  of  the  dispenser  as 
a  qualified  chemist  to  the  public  having  been  dealt  with,  Mr. 
Gardner  went  on  to  consider  the  relation  of  the  dispenser  to 
his  institution.  He  contended  that  pure  pharmacy  is  prac- 
tised to  a  greater  extent  in  the  dispensaries  of  public  institu- 
tions than  anywhere  else  in  the  drug-trade.  The  institu- 
tion benefits  by  the  best  scientific  skill,  for  the  qualified 
dispenser  needs  no  warranties.  He  assays  the  drugs  de- 
livered to  him,  standardises  his  standardised  preparations, 
tests  his  chemicals,  and  prepares  more  galenicals  than  a 
retail  chemist.  Many  chemists  leave  the  quality  of  their  drugs 
in  the  hands  of  their  wholesale  house — in  the  case  of  a  public 
institution  a  most  unreliable  thing  to  do.  The  dispenser 
should  be  able  not  only  to  make  analyses  of  milk,  butter, 
toxicological  specimens,  etc.,  but  should  also  pay  the  greatest 


care  and  attention  to  those  commonplaces  of  his  work  that 
go  for  so  much  in  a  public  institution.  With  regard  to  the 
storage  of  ward  stocks,  these  ought  always  to  be  under  the 
direct  control  and  supervision  of  the  dispenser.  There 
should  be  stock  cupboards  specially  fitted  in  each  ward,  with 
locks  for  each.  In  conclusion,  the  speaker  referred  to  the 
poison-bottle  question  for  outdoor  dispensing,  saying  that 
although  many  Guardians  would  not  go  to  the  expense  of 
providing  poison-bottles,  the  dispenser  should  make  sure 
that  at  least  there  was  a  red  "  poison  "  label  on  the  liniment 
or  what  not  required,  and  that  all  other  labels  should  be 
removed. 

Mr.  W.  E.  Miller  spoke  in  appreciative  terms,  and  a 
desultory  conversation  ensued  regarding  the  practice  of 
patients  bringing  their  own  corks  for  bottles,  and  the  testing 
of  drugs  and  chemicals.  The  general  opinion  appeared  to  be 
that,  while  excellent  in  theory,  the  absolute  analytical  control 
of  all  drug  supplies  by  the  dispenser  was  impossible,  seeing 
that  in  many  cases  he  had  neither  the  time  nor  the  oppor- 
tunity. Mr.  W.  Duff  urged  that  dispensers  should  en- 
deavour to  do  away  with  the  employment  of  stock  mixtures 
in  wards.  He  found  that  by  discouraging  such  a  practice  he 
had  minimised  his  work  considerably.  The  abandonment 
of  stock  mixtures  was  strenuously  opposed  by  Mr.  Noad 
Clark  and  others ;  but  the  Chairman  supported  Mr.  Duff, 
saying  that  in  a  properly  organised  dispensary  there  was  no 
necessity  to  send  stock  mixtures  to  the  ward.  It  was  bad 
pharmacy,  and  it  got  the  doctors  into  a  slovenly  way  of 
prescribing.  Mr.  Smith  thought,  if  the  idea  was  to  obtain  the 
employment  of  more  dispensers,  then  stock  mixtures  might 
be  done  away  with,  but  not  otherwise.  He  suggested 
humorously  that  the  public  might  have  more  awe  for  the 
dispenser  if  he  wore  a  symbolic  gown  such  as  the  ancient 
apothecaries  wore. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Wippell  Gadd,  urging  the  Association  to 
become  affiliated  to  the  Federation,  brought  a  discussion 
which  ended  in  a  resolution  to  belong  to  the  Federation. 

The  Chairman  then  intimated  that  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Association  a  discussion  would  be  opened  by  two  pro- 
minent pharmacists  on  the  position  of  dispensing  in  public 
institutions,  and  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  had  promised  to  be  present  to  join  in  the  discussion. 


Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

The  meeting  held  at  73  Newman  Street,  London,  W.,  on 
October  19  was  well  attended,  about  twenty  members  being 
present.  The  President  (Mr.  A.  G.  C.  Paterson)  was  in 
the  chair.  Mr.  R.  E.  Lownsbrough,  the  newly-appointed 
Recorder  in  botany,  showed  some  fine  specimens  of  the 
leaves,  flowers,  capsules,  and  fruits  of  Datura  tatula,  and 
gave  a  short  historical  note  of  the  plant,  which  was  intro- 
duced by  Gerard  in  1629.  Its  use  for  asthma  cures  in  the 
form  of  powders,  tobacco,  and  cigars  is  well  known. 
Mr.  J.  J.  Paterson,  B.Sc,  then  delivered  an  interesting 
lecture  on 

Teeth  and  Tooth-extraction, 
which  he  illustrated  by  means  of  a  skull,  with  a  complete 
set  of  teeth,  and  blackboard-diagrams.  Dealing  first  with 
the  arrangement  of  the  teeth  in  the  jaw  and  their  struc- 
ture, the  lecturer  described  each  type  of  tooth  and  its 
uses.  The  tooth  in  section  was  examined,  and  its  struc- 
ture of  enamel,  dentine,  and  pulp-cavity  exhibited.  The 
tooth  is  a  living  organ ;  hence  the  pulp-cavity  contains 
nerves  and  blood-vessels,  the  wisdom  of  which  provision 
on  the  part  of  Nature  may  be  questioned,  he  said. 

Decay,  or  caries,  is  the  consequence  of  chipping  the  enamel 
by  unequal  heating,  through  drinking  hot  and  cold  fluids, 
for  instance.  The  dentine  is  exposed,  and  a  little  cavity 
is  formed  in  which  food  particles  collect.  This  matter  de- 
composes and  ferments,  forming  acids  which  dissolve  the 
enamel  and  dentine.  (Tooth-powders  should  be  pushed  to 
combat  this.)  The  process  continues  until  the  pulp  is 
exposed,  and  then  "  the  hell  o'  a'  diseases  "  follows,  due  to 
stimulation  of  the  nerves  by  the  acids  formed  in  fermenta- 
tion. The  sufferer,  if  he  is  wise,  goes  to  the  dentist,  who 
scrapes  the  tooth  and  removes  the  nerves  and  blood-vessels 
from  the  pulp  cavity,  replacing  them  by  an  amalgam.  If 
he  is  not  entirely  wise  he  does  the  next  best  thing  and  goes 
to  his  chemist,  who  sells  him  a  toothache  tincture.  This 
1  is  useful  if  it  contains  a  strong  antiseptic,  such  as  carbolic 
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acid,  to  destroy  the  nerves,  and  thus  afford  temporary 
relief.  But  in  this  case  the  pulp  cavity  is  left  empty,  and 
is  soon  filled  with  decomposing  food.  This  is  not  noticed 
until  one  day  the  individual,  biting  something  hard,  feels 
a  sharp  and  agonising,  though  brief,  pain  in  that  part  of 
his  jaw  where  the  diseased  tooth  is.  What  has  happened 
is  that  he  has  given  himself  a  hypodermic  injection  in  the 
gum  of  the  decomposed  matter  which  has  accumulated  in 
the  hollow  tooth.  Later  on  the  gum  swells,  and  he  com- 
plains of  a  gum-boil.  Necrosis  of  the  gum  has  set  in.  Pus 
is  formed,  inflammation  follows,  and  other  nerves  are  stimu- 
lated, and  there  is  much  pain  and  swelling.  Usually  the 
sufferer  applies  a  poultice  outside,  but  that  is  a  mistake,  for 
the  abscess  is  brought  out  and  breaks  on  the  outside,  leaving 
a  permanent  scar.  He  should  have  it  lanced  inside  the 
mouth ;  or  he  should  apply  collodion  outside  to  harden  the 
skin  of  the  face  and  hot  mouth-washes  inside  to  soften  the 
skin  of  the  mouth  and  induce  the  abscess  to  break  inside. 
The  result  of  all  this  is  that  the  blood  supply  to  the  tooth  is 
cut  off  entirely  ;  consequently  the  whole  tooth  decays.  Mr. 
Paterson  then  explained  the  principles  of  extraction  with 
the  aid  of  a  set  of  instruments  and  the  relics  of  past  dental 
tragedies.  The  different  shapes  or  different  number  of  roots 
of  the  several  types  of  teeth  require  forceps  with  different- 
shaped  blades,  and  these  were  shown  and  their  use  demon- 
strated. In  extracting  with  the  forceps  the  instrument 
should  be  held  lightly,  and  the  thumb  put  at  the  joint  to 
prevent  the  use  of  too  much  force.  The  forceps  having 
been  warmed  and  the  tooth  under  discussion  being  gripped 
by  a  finger  on  either  side,  the  blades  of  the  instrument  should 
be  pressed  into  the  gum  as  far  as  possible  (it  is  impossible  to 
go  too  far),  so  as  to  grip  the  solid  part  of  the  tooth,  the 
neck,  otherwise  breakage  is  almost  certain.  Then  the  tooth 
must  be  levered  out,  not  pulled,  for  there  are  some  molars 
that  Sandow  himself  could  not  pull  straight  up  because  the 
roots  are  bigger  than  the  hole  in  the  jaw.  The  teeth  are  set 
in  a  groove  in  the  jaw,  covered  with  a  thin  shell  of  bone, 
which  must  be  broken  or  splintered  by  levering  the  tooth  to 
one  side  before  it  can  be  lifted  out.  The  splinter  of  bone 
readily  grows  on  to  the  jaw  again,  and  gives  no  trouble. 
This,  of  course,  applies  only  to  molars  and  not  to  incisors, 
bicuspids,  or  canines,  which  are  simply  pulled  straight  out. 
When  the  tooth  is  out  the  fingers  which  have  been  gripping 
the  gum  on  either  side  should  be  squeezed  together  to 
diminish  bleeding  and  pain.  Then  the  mouth  should  be 
rinsed  with  water  as  hot  as  can  be  borne  to  stop  the  bleeding. 
Warm  water  only  encourages  it.  Finally,  a  shilling  bottle 
of  mouth  antiseptic  should  be  sold. 

The  lecture  was  delivered  in  bright  conversational  style, 
and  aroused  considerable  interest.  Replying  to  a  question 
in  the  course  of  the  discussion  which  followed,  Mr.  Paterson 
said  that  a  set  of  the  half-dozen  instruments  sufficient  for 
all  purposes,  comprising  five  pairs  of  forceps,  with  a  pair  for 
removing  stumps,  and  a  mirror  for  searching  the  mouth, 
need  not  cost  more  than  two  guineas.

Society  of  Chemical  3noustn>. 

Nottingham  Section. 

THE  opening  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  on  October  20 
at  the  Victoria  Hotel,  Nottingham,  in  conjunction  with 
the  British  section  of  the  International  Association  of 
Leather  Trades  Chemists,  who  held  their  autumn  meeting 
in  Nottingham  on  the  following  day. 

There  was  a  good  attendance  at  the  meeting,  which  was 
presided  over  by  Mr.  J.  M.  C.  Paton,  the  new  Chairman  of 
the  Nottingham  section  of  the  S.C.I.  Messrs.  S.  R.  Trot- 
man  and  J.  E.  Hackford  presented  a  paper  on 

THE  ESTIMATION  OF  TANNIC  ACID  BY  MEANS  OF  STRYCHNINE 
T  ANN  ATE. 

The  authors  explained  the  difficulties  and  irregularities 
attendant  on  the  use  of  the  hide-powder  method  for  esti- 
mating tannic  acid.  The  impossibility  of  obtaining  hide- 
powders  of  uniform  quality  or  composition  places  the  analyst 
at  the  mercy  of  this  substance,  and  whenever  disagreement 
occurs  between  two  chemists  it  can  invariably  be  traced  to 


this  cause.  For  this  and  other  reasons  the  elimination  of 
hide-powder  from  this  process  of  analysis  is  a  thing  much  to 
be  desired.  The  authors  have  experimented  with  twelve 
different  methods,  which  have  had  to  be  thrown  aside.  An 
ideal  method  must  be  one  in  which  a  known  compound  of 
tannic  acid  is  produced  and  estimated,  and  the  authors  have 
reason  to  believe  that  strychnine  and  tannic  acid  do  produce 
such  a  compound.  On  addition  of  strychnine  or  its  salts  to 
a  solution  containing  tannic  acid  a  white  flocculent  precipi- 
tate is  produced,  so  insoluble  that  one  part  of  tannic  acid  in 
10,000  may  be  easily  detected  when  the  base  itself  is  em- 
ployed. A  study  of  the  compound  reveals  that  it  cannot  be 
crystallised,  and  that  it  is  decomposed  by  heat,  so  that  its 
melting-point  cannot  be  determined.  When  dry  it  is  a  white 
amorphous  powder,  which  contains  no  water.  Its  analysis 
by  the  combustion  method  gave  figures  leading  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  acid  and  the  base  combine  in  the  proportion 
of  one  molecule  of  each,  the  compound  having  a  constant 
composition  when  thrown  down  in  the  presence  of  an  excess 
of  base.  Using  0.125  gram  of  tannic  acid,  the  theoretical 
weight  of  the  precipitate  is  0.2546  gram,  while  the  mean 
result  of  twelve  experiments  gives  0.254  gram.  These 
results  conclusively  prove  that  the  formula  of  the  precipitate 
is  C21H,N2O2-C14H10O9- 

The  various  details  and  precautions  necessary  to  be 
adopted  to  conduct  the  analysis  successfully  are  described  in 
the  paper.  Particulars  of  a  vacuum  oven  were  given,  which 
may  be  of  pharmaceutical  interest. 

A  bell  jar  fitted  with  a  rubber  bung  stands  on  a  ground 
glass  plate,  connected  in  the  usual  manner  with  the  filter 
pump.  Through  the  bung  passes  an  electric  wire  from  the 
main  supply,  and  which  is  internally  connected  with  a  lamp, 
by  which  the  temperature  of  the  bell  jar  may  be  raised  to 
60°  C.

MR.  H.  WIPPELL  GADD,  F.C.S.,  on  October  19,  read  a 
paper  on  "  The  Chemistry  and  Pharmacy  of  Violet- 
leaves  "  at  the  Gloucester  Infirmary  to  the  members  of  the 
Gloucestershire  Branch  of  the  British  Medical  Association. 
There  were  about  forty  medical  men  present,  and  Messrs. 
William  Minchin,  W.  H.  Hampton,  and  J.  A.  Thomas  also 
attended  the  meeting.  Dr.  Cuthbert  (the  President)  and 
Dr.  Batten  accorded  Mr.  Gadd  a  most  complimentary  wel- 
come, the  latter  gentleman  making  a  reference  to  the  little 
volume  he  valued  so  much,  entitled  a  "  Pocket  Synopsis  of 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia  for  1898,"  compiled  by  Mr.  Gadd. 

Mr.  Gadd  in  his  paper  recapitulated  the  work  he  did  for 
his  contribution  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference, 
and  gave  particulars  of  additional  research  which  has  re- 
sulted in  improvements  in  the  resulting  galenical  prepara- 
tion. In  his  Brighton  paper  (O.  <£■  D.,  July  29,  page  22o)  the 
fresh  leaves  were  taken  and  boiled  under  a  reflux  condenser, 
with  rectified  spirit,  for  two  hours.  The  greater  part  of  the 
spirit  was  then  removed  by  distillation,  and  the  residue 
evaporated  until  a  sticky,  treacle-like  mass  was  obtained. 
This  was  treated  with  water,  filtered,  and  the  solution 
diluted  sufficiently  so  that  one  fluid  part  of  the  finished 
product  should  represent  one  part  by  weight  of  the  fresh 
leaves. 

This  process  has  been  found  to  be  somewhat  troublesome 
on  the  large  scale,  and  after  numerous  trials  the  following 
method  has  been  adopted  : 

Fresh  leaves  are  taken  and  macerated  for  two  days  in 
rectified  spirit.  They  are  then  percolated  with  rectified 
spirit,  until  the  percolate,  after  boiling  with  dilute  mineral 
acid,  ceases  to  reduce  Fehling's  solution.  This  alcoholic 
solution,  after  boiling  with  dilute  acid,  has  been  found  to 
yield  an  amount  of  glucose  equal  approximately  to  five  per 
cent,  of  viola-quercitrin,  in  the  fresh  leaves  taken — that  is 
to  say,  the  alcohol  thoroughly  exhausts  the  leaves.  Most 
of  the  alcohol  is  then  removed  from  the  solution  by  dis- 
tillation, and  the  residue  treated  with  water,  and  made  up 
to  such  a  volume  that  one  fluid  part  of  the  finished  product 
represents  one  part  by  weight  of  the  fresh  leaves.  This 
solution  is  found  to  contain  an  amount  of  glucose  very 
nearly  equal  to  five  per  cent,  of  the  glucoside,  and  there- 
fore it  may  fairly  be  taken  that  this  solution  represents  the 
activity  of  the  fresh  leaves,  part  for  part.    Clinical  experi- 
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merits  are  being  made  with  this  solution,  the  results  of 
which  will  be  published  in  due  course. 

It  was  found,  however,  that  the  liquid  will  not  keep,  and 
in  consequence  a  certain  amount  of  rectified  spirit  is  added 
instead  of  some  of  the  water,  making  the  resultant  product 
of  an  alcoholic  strength  of  30  per  cent.  Seeing  that  the 
usual  minimum  dose  of  this  "  Solution  of  Violet  Gluco- 
side,"  as  it  has  been  called,  is  half  an  ounce  taken  three 
times  a  day,  it  may  be  that  this  amount  of  alcohol  is  ob- 
jectionable from  a  therapeutical  point  of  view.  On  this 
point  Mr.  Gadd  invited  the  opinion  of  the  company. 
Alcohol  is  undoubtedly  the  best  preservative,  but  should 
it  be  inadmissible,  experiments  could  be  made  with  some 
other  preservative,  such  as  glycerin. 

The  speaker  was  listened  to  with  intense  interest  by  all 
present,  and  the  results  of  his  investigation  and  research 
on  this  subject  were  fully  discussed  by  many  of  the  medical 
professors  present,  including  Dr.  H.  Bramwell,  Dr.  E.  T. 
Wilson,  Dr.  Carter,  Dr.  Prance,  Dr.  Mouat-Biggs,  and 
Dr.  Grace  Stewart  Billings,  who  expressed  the  opinion  that 
any  medicinal  virtue  the  violet-leaves  may  possess  should 
be  clinically  investigated.

German  Spif.it. — In  a  report  on  the  trade  of  Wurtemberg  for 
1904  the  British  Consul  at  Stuttgart  states  that  "  the  policy  of 
the  German  alcohol  ring,  who  had  largely  exported  alcohol 
below  cost  price  in  times  of  plenty,  and  had  failed  to  maintain 
an  adequate  reserve  for  less  favourable  years,  was  responsible 
for  the  shortage  which  actually  existed  up  to  the  late  autumn. 
Home  consumption  decreased  during  the  year  but  manufacture 
increased,  as  the  potato  crop  turned  out  better  in  quality  and 
quantity  than  anticipated.  Broadly  speaking,  the  result 
achieved  by  the  ring  has  been  to  give  a  cheap  supply  to  foreign 
countries  and  a  high  price  for  home  consumption.  During  the 
year  the  price  rose  12s.  per  22  gallons,  from  21.  5$.  to  21.  lis. 
The  above  quotation  is  the  price  paid  by  the  ring  to  the  dis- 
tillers, who  did  a  highly  remunerative  business."

The  Detector  of  Small  Quantities  of  Arsenic. 

Sir, — In  a  communication  on  a  method  for  detecting  small 
quantities  of  arsenic,  which  you  publish  on  p.  548  of  the 
current  volume  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  Messrs. 
Hill  and  Collins  propose  to  use  stannous  chloride  for  effect- 
ing the  reduction  of  arsenic  compounds  to  arsenious  com- 
pounds in  order  to  avoid  the  lengthy  warming  with  potas- 
sium metasulphite,  which  is  recommended  for  this  purpose 
in  the  report  to  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee  on  the  Tests 
for  the  Detection  of  Arsenic.  Stannous  chloride  is  a  power- 
ful reducing  agent,  but  unfortunately  under  favourable  con- 
ditions it  not  only  reduces  arsenic  compounds  to  arsenious 
compounds,  but  goes  further  and  causes  the  separation  of 
metallic  arsenium  as  an  insoluble  brown  powder.  This  pro- 
duction of  a  brown  precipitate  is  the  characteristic  reaction 
of  arsenium  in  Bettendorffs  test.  It  is  true  the  brown 
coloration  is  only  seen  when  the  liquid  is  strongly  acidified 
with  hydrochloric  acid,  and  it  may  be  that  if  the  concentra- 
tion of  the  liquid  as  regards  hydrochloric  acid  never  reaches 
a  certain  point,  no  metallic  arsenium  v/ill  separate  and  no 
arsenium  will  be  left  behind  in  the  distilling  flask ;  but  if 
the  analyst  employs  stannous  chloride  as  the  reducing  agent 
he  must  bear  this  possible  source  of  error  in  mind,  and  must 
satisfy  himself  that  no  fraction  of  the  arsenium  is  reduced  to 
the  metallic  state,  and  is  thus  prevented  from  passing  over 
into  the  distillate.  On  this  account  potassium  metasulphite 
.  seems  a  safer  general  reagent  to  use,  especially  as  the  con- 
ditions of  safety  in  the  case  of  stannous  chloride  may  be 
different  for  different  drugs,  Yours  truly,

J.  C.  Umney  on  the  subject  of  "  Warranties,"  and  also  the 
discussion  on  the  same  and  your  editorial  comments.  The 
question  is  perhaps  somewhat  an  academic  one.  As  a  whole- 
sale druggist  I  am,  of  course,  always  prepared  to  guarantee 
that  the  drugs  sent  out  by  my  company  are  in  accordance 
with  the  descriptions  on  the  labels.  In  addition  to  this  my 
company  makes  it  a  rule,  whenever  it  is  desired  by  a 
customer,  to  give  the  following  signed  warranty,  which,  I 
think,  meets  the  requirements  of  section  25  of  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875  : 

Each  B.P.  preparation  herein  named  corresponds  to  the 

description,  and  conforms  to  the  standard  of  the  B.P.  1898 
at  the  time  of  sale. 
Evans  Gadd  &  Co.,  Ltd. 
 ,  Director. 

I  do  not  quite  agree  with  Mr.  Umney  in  his  suggestion 
that  perhaps  the  demand  for  warranties  signifies  a  desire 
to  buy  and  sell  goods  which  will  just  scrape  through  the 
standards  of  public  analysts.    Rather  would  it  seem  to  be 


the  case  that  those  who  ask  for  warranties  are  men  who,  not 
having  the  facilities  for  adequately  testing  the  goods  which 
they  buy,  are  anxious  to  avoid  legal  liability  for  any  possible 
deficiency  in  quality.  It  may  not  be  politic  on  the  part  of 
pharmacists  to  throw  the  burden  on  wholesale  druggists,  but 
I  do  not  think  they  can  be  blamed  for  doing  so  if  such  action 
relieves  them  from  anxiety.

Irish  Apothecaries'  Assistants. 
Sir, — The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  October  21  says 
that  the  Irish  Apothecaries'  Act  ' '  says  nothing  about  assis- 
tants or  assistant's  certificate."    Section  18  of  the  Act  says  : 
Such  examiners  are  hereby  authorised  and  empowered 
after  such  examination  to  certify  that  such  person  or  persons 
so  applying  to  them  is  properly  qualified  to  become  a 
journeyman  or  journeymen  to  learn  or  transact  the  business 
of  an  apothecary  ...  in  the  manner  or  to  the  effect  follow- 
ing, that  is  to  say 

and  we  think  him  properly  educated  to  transact  the 
business  of  an  apothecary. 
It  is  unnecessary  to  point  out  that  "journeyman"  is  the 
technical  term  of  the  time  for  a  qualified  assistant  or  crafts- 
man, and  the  title  was  changed  to  that  of  "assistant"  by 
formal  resolution  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  in  recent  years.

P.A.T.A.  i'.  Stores. 

Sir, — "Red  Robin's"  exposure  and  Mr.  Glyn- Jones's 
reply  make  rather  interesting  reading  in  recent  issues  of  the 
C .  <k  D.  But  why  does  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  overlook  explaining 
the  reason  of  this  continued  cutting  by  London  stores  ?  Are 
the  stores  independent  of  the  P.A.T.A.  regulations?  It  is 
a  well-known  fact  that  most  of  the  stores  do  ignore  P.A.T.A. 
rates  for  a  considerable  time  after  they  are  supposed  to  be 
in  force,  and  the  trade  in  general  suffers.  For  example, 
Allen's  hair-restorer  has  been  on  the  list  for  about  six 
months,  but  to-day  I  wired  a  London  friend  to  inquire  the 
price  at  present  charged  by  the  Army  &  Navy  Stores,  and  a 
telegram  duly  came  to  hand  as  follows  : 

Purchased  to-day  at  3s.  9d,  and  hold  receipt. 
Now  this  is  not  good  enough  for  any  chemist,  as  some  of 
the  stores  will  deliver  patent-medicines  post-free  at  list 
prices  anywhere  in  Great  Britain.  It  stands  to  reason  that 
large  concerns  must  cause  the  P.A.T.A.  more  anxiety  than 
small  retailers,  but  a  month  after  publication  should  be 
ample  to  rectify  matters.  In  the  case  of  the  Civil  Service 
Stores  over  eighteen  months  elapsed  before  they  charged 
minimum  prices  for  Holloway's.  Now  we  are  seeking  in- 
formation on  the  point.  "Red  Robin's"  statement  is  sub- 
stantially correct.  Mr.  Jones  knows  it,  and  I  can  prove  it. 
If  some  of  our  friends  who  are  engaged  at  the  various  stores 
would  also  take  up  this  correspondence,  it  might  tend  to 
push  this  dull  month  along.

Id.,  and  Seigel's 
Syrup  at  2s.,  and  if  necessary  will  send  you  bill  of  pur- 
chase. Now  Allen's  hair-restorer  is  a  very  important  article 
and  was  added  to  the  P.A.T.A.  list  in  March  last.  Guy's 
tonic,  another  important  article,  was  added  in  July  last. 
Perhaps  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  will  now  explain  the  reason  why 
certain  stores  have  a  free  hand  in  selling  the  above  articles 
at  the  prices  quoted  by  me,  and  all  other  chemists  and  drug- 
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stores  are  expected  to  sell  at  prices  which  are  10  to  20  per 
cent,  higher  than  "store  rates."

"What  is  Chlorodyne  ? 

Sib,, — Within  the  last  few  weeks  I  have  had  prescriptions 
for  chlorodyne  mxx.  for  a  draught  and  chlorodyne  in  mix- 
tures. Now,  what  is  chlorodyne?  Is  it  B.P.  tincture  of 
chloroform  and  morphine,  or  does  the  physician  mean  a 
proprietary  article  ?  I  asked  the  physician  who  ordered  the 
20-minim  dose,  and  he  told  me  he  meant  the  B.P.  chloro- 
dyne. When  I  told  him  the  maximum  dose  was  15  minims 
he  was  very  much  surprised,  and  asked  me  to  show  him  the 
B.P. ;  this  I  did.  He  was  not  aware  there  was  any  change 
in  the  strength  or  dose  in  the  1898  B.P.,  and  told  me,  in 
future,  when  he  prescribes  chlorodyne,  to  use  the  1898  B.P. 
tincture  of  chloroform  and  morphine.  Another  doctor  told 
me  that  it  is  usual  for  chemists  to  use  tincture  of  chloroform 
and  morphine  (B.P.  1898)  when  15-minim  doses  or  under 
are  ordered  ;  but  to  use  the  old  B.P.  1885  or  the  proprietary 
preparation  when  over  that  dose  is  ordered.  He  believed 
the  point  has  already  been  discussed  in  medical  and  chemical 
journals,  and  that  this  is  practically  the  decision  arrived  at. 
I  consider  this  decision  ridiculous  and  most  confusing.  My 
remedy  would  be  to  recommend  to  our  representatives  ap- 
pointed by  the  Pharmaceutical  Societies  on  the  committee 
for  the  formulation  of  the  new  B.P.  to  suggest  chlorodyne 
as  a  synomyn  for  tincture  of  chloroform  and  morphine. 
This,  in  my  opinion,  would  settle  the  question  once  and  for 
all.

Pool's  Parsley. 

Sir, — .Ethusa  Cynapium  is  a  common  herb  with  a  bad 
reputation,  having  a  counterfeit  resemblance  to  the  whole- 
some culinary  vegetable.  Some  people  are  remarkably  ob- 
tuse or  deficient  in  habits  of  observation  and  mistake  poison 
for  food ;  even  such  dissimilar  plants  as  aconite  and  horse- 
radish have  been  confused  with  fatal  results.  This  "  ignor- 
ance which  is  the  curse  of  God  "  has  its  source  in  neglected 
education,  in  which  regard  we  are  behind  Germany  and 
France,  where  elementary  botany  is  taught  in  all  public 
schools.  Dr.  Withering  recommends  the  cultivation  of  the 
curled  variety  of  parsley,  which  would  obviate  any  mistake. 
All  the  botanical  authorities  with  which  I  am  conversant 
agree  in  placing  .Ethusa  Cynapium  among  poisonous  plants. 
Withering  says  it  causes  sickness,  John's  "Flowers  of  the 
Field  "  describes  it  as  poisonous,  deriving  its  name  from  the 
Greek  aitho  on  account  of  its  acrid  properties.  Churchill 
calls  it  "  a  pernicious  weed."  The  "  National  Cyclopaedia  " 
says  ' '  Fool's  parsley  is  a  highly  poisonous  plant,  closely 
resembling  common  parsley,  for  which  it  has  been  sometimes 
mistaken  with  serious  results."  Fool's  parsley  is  a  frequent 
intruder  in  our  gardens,  hence  the  danger  of  misappliance ; 
yet,  notwithstanding  its  plausible  aspect,  it  is  left  severely 
alone  by  every  slug  or  caterpillar,  and  is  refused  with  aver- 
sion by  horses,  kine,  and  the  domestic  fowl.  I  have  not 
offered  it  to  the  omnivorous  "beast  that  cheweth  not  the 
cud,"  but  the  rank  unwholesome  smell  of  the  leaves  when 
rubbed  in  the  hands  ought  to  be  a  caution  to  even  the  obtuse 
perception  of  the  uninstructed  kitchenmaid.  Believing  that 
nothing  in  creation  exists  without  a  purpose,  I  sent  a  speci- 


men of  Ethusa  Cynapium  to  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  & 
Co.,  thinking  it  might  be  worthy  of  their  notice,  in  order  to 
ascertain  if  an  active  principle  could  be  isolated.  With  the 
usual  courtesy  of  the  firm  acknowledging  the  communication, 
the  reply  was  favourable,  but  it  was  added  that  the  quan- 
tity of  the  herb  required  to  be  operated  on  would  be  at  least 
1  cwt.  I  then  wrote  to  Messrs.  Potter  &  Clarke,  and  was 
informed  that  to  collect  such  a  quantity  would  entail  con- 
siderable expense,  so  the  idea  was  dismissed.  Notwith- 
standing, Dr.  F.  B.  Power,  Director  of  the  Wellcome 
Chemical  Research  Laboratory,  has  recently  reported  on  the 
subject  (vide.  "P.  J.,"  October  21).  The  result  of  the  in- 
vestigation is  interesting,  although  not  of  sufficient  import- 
ance to  entitle  the  plant  to  a  place  in  materia  medica.  The 
scientific  labour,  however,  of  our  great  pharmacists  entitles 
them  to  the  grateful  acknowledgments  of  all  who  take  delight 
in  their  calling.

Fumans  (88/1). — Cigar-lighter. — The  apparatus  you  refer 
to  probably  depends  upon  the  use  of  platinum  black  or  spongy 
platinum.  Edmund  Davy,  in  1820,  showed  that  platinum 
black,  when  moistened  with  spirit  of  wine,  possesses  the  pro- 
perty of  becoming  ignited  in  the  air.  Dobereiner,  of  Jena, 
in  1824,  invented  a  hydrogen  lamp,  in  which  a  tiny  jot  of 
hydrogen  impinged  upon  a  lump  of  spongy  platinum  held  in 
a  cage  of  platinum  wire.  The  idea  has  been  several  times 
applied  to  cigar-lighters,  Mistaro's  Pyrogeneto,  brought  out 
a  few  years  ago,  providing  for  the  evolution  of  hydrogen  and 
impingement  of  the  gas  upon  spongy  platinum.  The  use  of 
platinum  black  for  igniting  gas  has  been  further  improved 
upon  by  an  American  inventor,  who  uses  a  solution  of  thorium 
nitrate,  cerium  nitrate,  and  rhodium  chloride  to  intensify  the 
action  of  platinum  black.  An  abstract  of  this  patent  was  pub- 
lished in  the  C.  &  D.,  April  19,  1902,  p.  605. 

IF.  A'.  A.  (92/38).— Electf.ol:st>tg  Salt  Solution.— There  is 
a    special    plant    manufactured   by    the   Hermitc    Co.  for 
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making  disinfecting-fluid  from  salt  solution.  Experiment- 
ally, sodium  hypochlorite  solution  is  made  as  follows:  A 
saturated  solution  of  salt  is  used  with  a  rotating  anode. 
Platinum  anodes  and  cathodes  are  best,  but  nickel  or  graphite 
may  be  used.  The  electric  current,  to  give  the  best  results, 
must  be  as  follows :  Anode  CD.,  12  to  16  amperes  ;  cathode 
CD.,  20  to  30  amperes  ;  E.  M.  F.  3.5  to  4.5  volts.  The  tem- 
perature should  bo  kept  between  18°  and  20°.  You  will  find 
further  practical  details  for  experiment  in  F.  M.  Perkin's 
"  Practical  Methods  of  Electro-chemistry  "  (Longmans,  1905), 
and  also  in  Blount's  "  Practical  Electro-chemistry "  (Con- 
stable, 1901). 

H.  67.  (102/47). — From  your  description  of  the  teeth  it  seems 
to  be  a  case  of  periodontitis,  and  wo  recommend  consultation 
with  a  good  dentist.

German 
refined  camphor  has  again  been  advanced  ;  cloves  and  clove 
oil  are  dearer.  New  saffron  is  advancing  in  Spain  and 
American  spermaceti  is  again  dearer.  Opinions  in  regard  to 
the  future  of  menthol  are  divided,  and  at  the  moment  the 
"  bears  "  are  endeavouring  to  depress  the  market  in  order  to 
cover  "short"  sales.  Opium  and  quinine  are  very  quiet. 
Several  American  drugs  are  still  on  the  upward  trend.  The 
following  are  the  principal  alterations  of  the  week,  includ- 
ing those  recorded  at  the  drug  auctions  :

Hamburg,  October  26  : — Refined  camphor  has  now  been 
advanced  to  690m.  per  100  kilos.  Lycopodium  is  firmer  at 
400m.  per  100  kilos.,  and  castor  oil  has  advanced  to  46^m. 
per  100  kilos.  American  turpentine  is  offered  at  101m.  per 
100  kilos. 

New  York,  October  26  : — Opium  is  dull  of  sale  and  un- 
changed at  $3.30  per  lb.  for  druggists'  by  single  cases. 
Menthol  is  firmer  at  $3.00  per  lb.,  and  peppermint  oil  is 
strong  at  an  advance  of  5c,  which  brings  the  price  to 
$2.40.  Rio  ipecac  is  10c.  higher  at  $1.85  per  lb.  Ergot  of 
rye  is  easy  at  41c.  per  lb.,  and  Mexican  sarsaparilla  is  slow 
of  sale  at  11c.    Senega  is  quiet  at  62c.  per  lb. 


Acetanilide  is  offered  at  10(7.  per  lb.  in  28-lb.  lots. 
■  Ammonia  Carbonate. — Owing  to  the  increase  in  price  of 
sulphate  the  makers  have  recently  added  \d.  per  lb.  to  the 
price  of  ammonium,  and  now  quote  3§r/.  per  lb.  in  large 
casks. 

Antimony. — Black  crude  Chinese  lump  is  quoted  at  38s. 
per  cwt.  at  c.i.f.  for  lump,  and  41s.  6d.  for  powder,  in  at 
least  ton  lots. 

Arrowroot. — At  auction  35  barrels  St.  Vincent  offered 
and  sold  without  reserve  at  lfd.  to  l^d. ;  100  bags  Queens- 
land were  bought  in  at  l±d.,  and  also  60  cases  Natal  at  5d. 

Bismuth. — There  has  been  talk  that  an  alteration  may 
take  place  in  prices. 

Camphor. — The  German  refiners  have  advanced  their 
prices  to  3s.  3d.  per  lb.  for  bells,  at  which  price  English  is 
quoted.  At  the  close  of  last  week  it  was  reported  that 
As.  Id.  had  been  paid  for  Japanese  tablets ;  and  although 
most  holders  are  now  asking  3s.  id.,  a  little  could  still  be 
had  at  3.s.  for  ^,  or  1  oz.  sizes.  A  further  advance  is  quite 
expected  from  second-hands,  as  the  demand  has  been  brisk, 
and  stocks  of  crude  are  insufficient. 


Cantharides. — There  has  been  a  brisk  demand  for 
Russian  on  the  Continent ;  natural  quality  is  quoted  4s.  4gd. 
per  lb.,  c.i.f. 

Chamomiles  are  firm,  good  qualities  remaining  scarce ; 
from  70s.  to  77s.  6d.  on  the  spot  is  quoted,  according  to 
quality,  for  this  year's  crop,  but  one  holder  asks  80s.  and 
85s.  to  come  forward. 

Cinchona. — At  the  auctions  to  be  held  at  Amsterdam  on 
November  2,  13,656  packages  will  be  offered,  weighing 
1,235,936  kilos,  of  Java  bark  and  containing  62,242  kilos, 
quinine  sulphate.  The  manufacturing  bark  contains  an 
average  of  5.41  per  cent,  quinine  sulphate.  In  the  drug 
auction  54  serons  of  Loxa  bark  sold  at  9|rf.  to  10rZ.  per  lb.  for 
fair  bright  sound  quill.  Twigs  realised  3%d.,  subject  and 
damaged  6d.  per  lb.  ;  32  bales  cultivated  flat  Calisaya  were 
bought  in  at  10c/.  per  lb. 

Cocaine. — It  is  stated  that  the  recent  reduction  was  duo 
to  the  competition  of  two  "outside"  makers.  We  now 
understand  that  one  of  them  has  recently  joined  the  con- 
vention, and  that  overtures  are  being  made  to  the  other, 
who  is  still  outside.  If  these  should  prove  successful  it  is 
quite  possible  that  the  next  move  will  be  an  upward  one. 
A  significant  feature  is  that  some  large  parcels  of  crude 
cocaine  have  lately  been  taken  off  the  Hamburg  market. 

Cocoa  Butter. — The  auction  to  be  held  on  November  7 
next  will  consist  of  90  tons  van  Houten's,  24  tons  de  Jong, 

10  tons  Mignon,  and  30  tons  Stollwerck. 

Ergot. — Owing  to  the  disturbances  in  Russia  prices  are 
tending  firmer,  but  business  here  is  very  quiet;  Is.  l^d. 
per  lb.,  c.i.f.,  is  quoted  for  Russian  for  shipment  within 
about  a  fortnight. 

Galls. — Sellers  of  Chinese  quote  54s.  6d.,  c.i.f.,  being 
firmer. 

Gambier. — Small  spot  sales  of  cubes  have  been  made  at 
30s.  per  cwt. 

— Since  the  break-up  of  the  convention  the 
market  has  more  or  less  been  in  a  disorganised  condition,  so 
much  so  that  the  unremunerative  prices  ruling  have  recently 
induced  several  distillers  to  retire  from  the  field,  so  far  as 
the  manufacture  of  distilled  glycerin  is  concerned.  Prices 
vary  considerably,  it  being  possible  to  buy  double  distilled 
s.g.  1.260  in  10-cwt.  drums  at  from  49s.  to  50s.  per  cwt., 
cases  being  4s.  per  cwt.  more.  For  larger  quantities  these 
prices  could  be  shaded. 

Golden  Seal. — Cables  this  week  quote  an  advance  to 
6s.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.  There  has  been  an  active  demand  in  the 
United  States,  and  considerably  higher  prices  are  now 
asked. 

Iceland  Moss. — Little  is  said  to  have  been  gathered  this 
season,  and  prices  are  higher;  19s.  6d.  to  20s.  6d.  per  cwt., 
c.i.f.,  is  quoted  for  at  least  half -ton  lots. 

Lycopodium  is  firmer  at  2s.  0^d.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.,  for  Novem- 
ber shipment  direct  from  Russia. 

Oil,  Aniseed  Star. — Small  spot  sales  have  been  made  at 
from  4s.  8d.  to  4s.  9c/.  per  lb. 

Oil,  Camphor. — Japanese  light  for  prompt  delivery  is 
quoted  45s.  6d.  per  cwt.,  c.i.f.,  and  for  shipment  in  about  a 
fortnight  45s.  is  quoted  for  lots  of  at  least  10  or  20  cases. 

Oil,  Citronella,  is  firm  at  from  Is.  9d.  to  Is.  Wd.  per  lb. 
on  the  spot.  In  the  drug  auction  23  cases  of  Fisher's 
brand  were  limited  at  ljf/.  per  oz. 

Oil,  Clove. — Owing  to  a  further  advance  in  the  price  of 
cloves,  English  distillers  have  raised  their  prices  a  further 
3d.  per  lb.  to  4s.,  and  Id.  less  for  twelve  W.  quarts. 

Oil,  Cod-liver. — Our  Bergen  correspondent  writes 
on  October  26  that  the  market  continues  very  quiet,  with  a 
falling  tendency,  and  finest  non-congealing  Lofoten  cod-liver 

011  cannot  be  quoted  above  88s.  per  barrel,  f.o.b.  Bergen. 
Stocks  appear,  however,  very  limited  in  the  north,  as  well 
as  in  this  market.  The  exports  from  Bergen  up  to  date 
amount  to  11,317  barrels,  against  6,163  barrels  at  the  corre- 
sponding date  of  last  year.  There  has  been  more  inquiry  and 
business  this  week  in  London,  sales  having  been  made  in 
several  quarters  from  first  hands  at  lower  prices,  viz.,  from 
88s.  to  90s.,  c.i.f.  It  is  said  these  prices  probably  refer  to 
Finmarken  oil,  and  in  one  quarter  for  finest  Lofoten  oil  92s. 
c.i.f.  is  wanted.

In  auction  ten  cases 
of  Yazawa  brand  were  bought  in  at  4s.  9(Z. 

Opium. — The  market  remains  entirely  inactive,  and  prices 
if  anything  tend  easier. 

Smybna,  October  13. — The  sales  amount  to  74  cases,  com- 
prising 73  cases  Karahissar  and  extra  Karahissar  for  America 
and  one  case  Yerli  for  France.  The  market  is  strong  for  Yerlis 
and  rich  manufacturing,  which  qualities  are  now  scarce  and 
in  strong  hands.  Common  grades,  on  the  contrary,  are  easy 
of  sale,  and  in  some  quarters  holders  would  be  disposed  to 
accept  lower  prices.  We  have  had  a  wet  week,  with  southerly 
wind  prevailing  all  over  the  country  ;  this  is  very  good  for  the 
autumn  sowings.  The  arrivals  in  Smyrna  to  date  are  1,128 
cases,  against  3,693  at  same  period  last  year. 

Smyena,  October  14. — The  transactions  this  week  amount  to 
82  cases  of  choice  Karahissar  t.q.,  at  the  equivalent  of  8s.  2d. 
per  lb.,  c.i.f.  Market  closes  firm  for  good  qualities,  and  the 
arrivals  in  Smyrna  to  date  amount  to  1,128  cases,  against 
3.693  cases  at  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year.  This  year 
the  opium  season  has  been  quite  abnormal,  and  the  market 
course  has  gone  contrary  to  what  was  expected  by  the  oldest 
and  most  experienced  dealers  in  the  article.  At  the  present 
time  opium  is  unsettled  and  easy,  which  fact  can  only  be 
attributed  to  the  large  stocks  of  common  and  ordinary  quali- 
ties. 

The  attention  of  those  firms  who  import  opium  from  the 
Salonica  market  is  drawn  by  a  correspondent  in  that  city  to 
an  evil  which  has  recently  arisen.  Hitherto  the  opium  ex- 
ported has  been  of  inland  origin,  and  been  characterised  by 
its  large  content  of  morphine,  namely,  from  12  per  cent,  to 
14  per  cent.  As  this  year's  harvest  has  been  less  productive, 
the  merchants  at  Salonica  have  imported  opium  from  Asia 
Minor  overland  via  Constantinople,  and  are  selling  it  at  the 
same  prices  as  the  inland  article.  The  opium  from  Asia  Minor 
or  Anatolia,  however,  only  contains  from  9  per  cent,  to  10 
per  cent,  of  morphine,  and  it  is  valued  at  considerably  less 
than  opium  from  the  vilayets  of  Salonica  and  Kossowo.  It  is 
added  that  the  quantity  hitherto  imported  into  Salonica,  and 
already  partly  sold,  amounts  to  over  10,000  kilograms,  and 
firms  are  warned  in  negotiating  fresh  contracts  to  require  the 
insertion  of  a  guarantee  that  the  product  originates  from 
Salonica  or  Kossowo.  The  Government,  it  is  said,  has  adopted 
measures  to  check  the  evil. 

Otto  of  Rose.— We  learn  that  the  market  in  Bulgaria  is 
firm  but  very  quiet,  The  prices  for  pure  otto  which  ruled 
at  the  commencement  of  the  season— viz.,  from  18s.  to 
19s.  6(7.  per  T.  oz.— have  been  steadily  maintained.  There 
now  remain  very  few  pure  lots,  and  these  are  mostly  in 
the  hands  of  well-to-do  and  stingy  growers,  who  would 
rather  keep  their  otto  than  sell  it  under  20s.  Of  ordinary 
grades  there  is  a  large  stock,  which  sell  at  between  15s.  to 
17s.  6d.  per  T.  oz.,  according  to  the  percentage  of  foreign 
matter.  Probably  the  best  way  to  cure  the  growers  of 
their  weakness  of  tampering  with  their  yield  is  to  refuse  to 
buy  sophisticated  produce.  As  regards  the  London  market, 
the  volume  of  business  done  this  season  has  been  less  than 
usual,  owing  to  the  fact  that  consumers  in  this  country  have 
been  mostly  holding  off  the  market,  preferring  to  work 
out  their  old  stocks,  which,  in  view  of  the  good  yields  and 
low  prices  of  late  years,  are  moderately  heavy.  The  value 
of  pure  otto  is  about  18s.  per  English  oz. 

Potash,  Permanganate,  is  firmly  held,  and  the  makers 
are  said  to  be  heavily  engaged  with  orders,  so  that  any 
movement  is  likely  to  be  an  upward  one.  Small  crystals 
on  the  spot  are  offered  at  from  34s.  to  35s.  per  cwt.",  and 
large  crystals  at  5s.  more. 

Quinine. — The  market  remains  very  inactive.  A  little 
business  was  done  at  the  close  of  last  week  at  8J(7.  per  oz. 
for  the  usual  brands  of  German  sulphate,  but  this  price  is 
not  openly  quoted,  and  applied  only  to  several  cheap  lots, 
which  sold  to  a  speculator  probably  for  the  purpose  of  bear- 
ing the  market;  Qd.  to  9£ri .  are  the  nearest  values  at  which 
business  can  be  done. 

Saffron. — There  has  been  a  little  excitement  in  the 
producing  countries,  and  prices  have  rapidly  advanced  about 
4s.  to  6s.  per  lb.  owing  to  the  poor  out-turn  of  the  new 
crop.  No  quotations  or  firm  offers  for  new  are  yet  obtain- 
able.

Shellac. — The  future  market  has  again  been  quite  in- 
active and  prices  are  nominal.  On  the  spot  the  demand  has 
been  quiet,  on  the  basis  of  177s.  to  178s.  for  fair  TN  orange.

Java  Quinine. 

The  Bandoeng  Quinine  Factory's  report  for  the  year  1904 
has  been  accepted  by  the  shareholders,  and  a  dividend  of 
10  per  cent,  has  been  approved,  with  an  allowance  of  20f.  50c. 
per  founder's  share.  The  report  shows  that  921,317  kilos  of 
bark  have  been  worked  during  the  year,  containing,  according 
to  analysis,  a  total  of  56,210.34  kilos  of  cinchona  alkaloids, 
which,  after  deduction  of  waste,  yielded  54,616.66  kilos.  A 
considerable  quantity  of  sulphate  was  sold  to  the  Dutch  Indian 
Government  at  a  fair  price,  and  it  was  the  delay  in  completing 
this  transaction  that  delayed  the  report.  An  agreement  had 
been  come  to  with  the  Government  of  the  Dutch  Indies  to 
deliver  from  15,000  to  20,000  kilos  of  quinine  sulphate  this 
year.  In  1904  the  Government  delivered  cinchona  containing 
27,000  kilos  of  quinine,  while  private  planters  offered  sufficient 
to  keep  the  factory  working  during  the  year.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  factory  will  be  in  a  position  this  year  to  produce  quite 
white,  flaky  quinine,  which  Mr.  Camphuis  is  determined  to 
produce,  and  to  find  out  the  cause  of  the  peculiar  yellow  tint 
and  the  defective  flakiness  of  Java  quinine.  Owing  to  the 
extension  of  the  factory,  a  further  issue  of  capital  has  been 
made,  to  the  extent  of  300,000  florins  (25,000/.),  the  fourth  and 
fifth  series  having  now  been  called  up.

The  steady  tone  ruling  for  some  time  past  in  the  heavy- 
chemical  market  is  well  maintained,  and  with  a  continued 
good  demand  at  all  the  main  centres  is  likely  to  so  continue.
